76th Anniversary Of 
Church Is Celebrated 

Lincoln Park Church Passes Another 
Milestone 


Sunday, Dec. 29, 1929. the Lincoln 
Park Baptist Church of West Newton, 
celebrated the seventy-sixth anniver- 
sary of its organization. At the morn- 
ing service the pastor, Rev. John 
Shade Franklin, spoke of the past 
and tlie lessons that it 1ms given the 
people of the present-day church. 
Among these were the following: 

Pastors should have a longer tenure 
of office. It was pointed out that the 
average length of the pastorates was 
just under four years and that seven 
years was spent "on supply," that is, 
with no settled pastor, during the 
total life of tlie church. Statistics 
and the testimony of the older mem- 
bers prove that tlie longest pastorate 
was also the most successful. 

Tlie thankful attitude of the church 
during all the years lias given joy and 
zeal to many workers. Tlie records 
of (lie clerk contain many tributes 
to individual workers and many ex- 
pressions of gratitude for special gifts. 
In mentioning a list of these at one 
of the annual meetings, a member in- 
cluded in Iris motion these words, "All 
others who in any way have shown 
their love for tlie House of the Lord 
whether It he in its inward or out- 
ward adornings.” 

Anoi her lesson drawn from tlie life 
of tlie church was that of individual 
growth in church work. Names at 
first mentioned merely In connection 
with some small committee gradua'ly 
become the center of large and re- 
sponsible tasks In tlie work of the 
organization. Among some of the 
most prominent of the laymen now 
gone were I). C. Sanger, Mrs. Mary 
L. Bacon, Luther E. Leland, Samuel 
Putnam, Henry K. Burrison, and Al- 
fred L. Barbour. 

In concluding tlie morning sermon 
Mr. Franklin stated that the church 
lias always suffered loss whenever 
Pride or intolerance of opinion lias 
come between folks instead of the 
cement of true Christian love. At 
the evening hour the pastor outlined 
a suggested program for the church 
during the coming years and empha- 
sized tlie fact that the future holds 
for tlie church just what its members 
are willing to put into it.

100 CITY LABORERS LAID OFF 


Tuesday afternoon 100 employees in 
the Newton Street Department were 
notified that their services will not 
be required until further notice. Un- 
less heavy snowfalls necessitate the 
employment of these men it is proba- 
ble tliat the city will have no work for 
them during the remainder of the 
winter. A large percentage of those 
laid off were laborers hired during the 
past year. The many public improve- 
ments such as new streets and sewers 
caused many additional men to be 
hired during 1929 by the Street De- 
partment. In accordance with Civil 
Service rules seniority must be rec- 
ognized when city employees are laid 
off so those made idle are men who 
have entered the employ of the city 
within the past few years. 

Unless the City Government author- 
izes work on public projects and ap- 
propriates money therefore within the 
next mouths, the 100 laborers will 
continue idle unless they succeed in 
finding work elsewhere — and work 
is not plentiful at the present time. 
Building operations have taken a de-

QNE THING ANT) 
ANOTHER

There is nil office building in Bos- 
ton that I visit frequently because it 
Is necessary in the course of my work 
that I do so. it Is not so ancient, this 
structure, nnd not so new. The street 
floor corridor is long nnd nnrrow, af- 
fording ample room for the sweeping 
of the Winter’s wind. I have never 
known a brisk wind that didn't sweep 
whenever opportunity offered. 

Good strong doors often prevent 
cold blasts from getting In where they 
are not welcome and the building to 
which I refor has two sets of doors all 
the year round. They are about 
eight feet apart. Now to thwart the 
howling wind and blizzards as much 
us possible a third set of doors is in- 
stalled for the Winter. Therefore, 
when you enter from the street you 
must pass through three sets of swing- 
ing doors to get to the elevator. 

I suppose that other buildings are 
similarly equipped. In fact I know of 
several where there are at least two 
sets of doors. Some, yes, many other 
places possess outside and inside 
doors, which in Winter are appreciat- 
ed. 

Now what I am getting at is this. 
Should one open the door for himself 
nnd after entering, let the old door 
bang regardless of the presence of 
somebody a few steps behind? Or 
should one wait and hold the door 
until overtaken by the next in line? 
In other words, how far should one 
show consideration for another? Or 
should it be each man for himself and 
the banging door take the hindmost — 
in the head or the shins or wherever 
it may land? If you go about it in a 
gentlemanly way you are certainly 
doing something for your fellow man. 
It may take more time, you may have 
to wait, but at least you have tried to 
he helpful. However, I am still un- 
certain as to how far this business of 
being polite should be carried. As I 
observe there are a lot of people who 
are willing you should hold doors for 
them ns much as you wish, providing 
you do not expect any door holding of 
them. They never once seem to think 
that they might be obliging, too, anil 
save the door from swinging back, 
No, sir, they prance right along just 
as If you were a paid doorkeeper and 
were receiving a large salary for 
opening doors for them. When I en- 
counter such people — and It is not 
infrequently — I want to hand them 
something and it is with difficulty that 
I refrain from so doing. 

Be that as it may, the only trouble 
with politeness is that once you start 
it you've got to go through with it and 
that means you're going to be busy as 
long as there are doors to be opened. 


Way back in 1910 the voters of 
Massachusetts decided at the polls 
that New Year's Day should he a le- 
gal holiday in this State. It was first 
celebrated as such In 1917. As far in 
the past as that may be Massachu- 
setts doesn't seem to have caught up 
with New York. I do not wish to be 
understood as chiding my fellow citi- 
zens for failure to conduct them- 
selves like New Yorkers. Neither do 
I think the less of my New York 
friends. I was just thinking that they 
still make a great deal more of the 
day in the big city than we in this 
State. 

It doesn’t seem so long ago now, I 
recall it so clearly, that a young man 
who came from New York to engage 
in business in Boston underwent a 
strange experience. It was some- 
time before we had made New Year’s 
a legal holiday in Massachusetts. In 
fact about the only attention it was 
receiving in those days was an occa- 
sional celebration the night before. If 
you know what I mean. But this 
young man supposed that Boston was 
to treat the day like New York so, 
instead of going to business, he 
dressed himself up in his best and 
went about making calls. He soon 
found that he was in Boston nnd not 
New York and that young men were 
supposed to he at their offices nnd not 
seated in drawing-rooms. Not but 
what this person worked hard nnd 
had determined to make a name for 
himself. He was simply picking out 
a holiday that wasn’t a holiday and 
learned his mistake. 

As fur as I am able to observe New 
Year's Day offers an opportunity to 
rest up from whatever midnight ob- 
servance one has engaged in before, 
during and after the clock in the tow- 
er has boomed the magic hour of 
twelve. If I am not very much msi- 
taken New Year’s Day as a legal 
holiday is really the result of pressure 
brought by those who just think we 
ought to have more celebration for 
one reason or another. “The rest of 
the cities celebrate and on the other 
side they have big doings, so why not 
we?" That was the spirit in which 
the legislation calling for a referen- 
dum was put across and as far as the 
referendum itself was concerned I ask 
you if you can expect a majority of 
voters to do anything different from 
voting themselves a 21-hours’ rest 
whenever they have the chance. 


Two gifts that came to me, or wore 
brought, 1 should say. to my door on 
Christinas now lie before me. One is 
a book in which 1 am to write ap- 
pointments or engagements during 
1930. The other is a diary. Now both 
are neatly bound and present each an 
attractive appearance. One should be 
tickled to receive them. And 1 am. 
I can put tin- appointment book to

good use. for it will remind me of 
this or that I have promised or 
planned to do. The other should be 
put to good use but it is up to me 
to make that decision. 

Just how far should one go in mak- 
ing a daily record of his doings of 
each day? And what doings should 
he record in black and white? Should 
be merely set down the nice things 
that have happend or should he write 
with flowing pen his disappointments, 
perplexities and even his mistakes? 

I am wondering about this thing. 
Shall I make no distinction between 
the good and the bad? If I lose my 
temper and do or say something of 
which I ashamed shall I set that down 
as faithfully as I would the fact that 
some friends had Invited me to a 
house party or a dinner nnd made me 
very happy by their entertainment? 
It won’t read so well in 1931 or after- 
wards to have stated that I did some 
mean thing to somebody or failed to 
return a favor or refused to give some 
slight assistance to another when 1 
had the opportunity. 

It seems to me that a diary is some- 
thing of a challenge, providing one 
keeps It accurately or without prej- 
udice. If it is to be a record of the 
pleasant things, why then it will be 
easy enough to keep. But if I am 
to sit in judgment on myself each 
time I transcribe my day’s experi- 
ences I question whether 1 will be so 
proud of myself. Of course we are 
engaged in a struggle and when we 
strive to do the best we are able that 
is something. Meanwhile I suppose that 
the most that may be expected of one 
is to keep the pages of his diary as 
clean as possible and by that I don’t 
mean blank. • 

Last week I found myself among 
those who rode around Newton to see 
l lie holiday illuminations in the resi- 
dences of our city. A seat was pro- 
vided for me in a friend’s ear and 1 


must say that I got a lot of real en- 
joyment out of that excursion. Many 
readers. I am sure, did the very same 
thing with as great a degree of de- 
light. Until you have made this jaunt 
you don’t appreciate how well and 
nicely Newton folks do such things. 
There were arrangements of lights 
that were amazing. Some people 
went in for the idea with all their in- 
genuity and without sparing expense. 

But do you know what caught my 
eye? Those humbler homes where 
the item of cost is something to be 
seriously considered. They made no 
pretense to compete with their more 
afllueut fellow townsmen, but set up 
a few electric candles or a light here 
or there that beamed with the same 
spirit and shed in a smaller way the 
same radiance of the Yuletide. This 
making the demonstration general is 
the very best part of it. If we didn't 
have large and extended displays we 
wouldn’t find any reason for riding 
around to look at the show. The 
skill of decorating revealed and the 
generous amount expended gave 
spectators something to look at. 
Nevertheless 1 could see there were 
those who had done what they could 
with the meagre resources at hand 
and that made it not only unanimous, 
so to speak, but revealed the true feel- 
ing that possesses all hearts at this 
time of the year. 


Still another incident of which it 
may be said, "it happened in Newton" 
and which, by the way, it gives me 
satisfaction to write. In these days 
of the go-getter, the super-wlseman 
and the high-pressure gentleman it is 
pleasant to find a rational, though 
thoroughly business-like individual.

THE INAUGURAL 

On New Year’s Day a new Mayor was inaugurated in the 
city of Newton. More citizens than ever before were inter- 
ested enough to attend the ceremonies held in the high school 
auditorium and tax the seating facilities there to near capacity. 
The induction into the office of Mayor was probably one of the 
proudest moments in the life of Sinclair Weeks. Surely it 
would have been one of the happiest but for one fact, unknown 
to many there, that marred the occasion. While her son was 
taking the oath of office Mrs. Martha S. Weeks lay very ill at 
her home in Boston. For sometime previously she had not been 
in the best of health but the Sunday before Christmas her illness 
became serious. The sympathy of the entire city is with 
Mayor Weeks. 


Coincident with the opening of t lie 
Legislature last Wednesday came the 
announced effort of President Caspar 
G. Bacon of tlie Massachusetts Senate 
to lead a decisive move toward cutting 
down the annual avalanche of special 
legislation. To this end he 1ms filed 
nine Hills of his own to provide 
changes in tlie general laws that will 
tend toward doing away with the ne- 
cessity of devoting a large part of the 
time and attention of every session to 
measures applying solely to particu- 
lar localities. 

It will lie remembered by Newton 
people that the editor of tlie Graphic, 
Hot li as a member of the Legislature 
for several years and through tlie 
columns of tills paper lias advocated, 
many times, action by tlie General 
Court to reduce tlie number of special 
hills.

Newton begins today Us 57th year 
ns n city of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and, In accordance 
with law nntl custom, we have as- 
sembled here to Inaugurate the gov- 
ernment under which the affairs of 
our city shnll ho admlnstered during 
the year 1930. 

New governments Invariably create 
new viewpoints. There is in Newton 
u backward view to a civic history 
that is replete with splendid achieve- 
ment unusually favorable in compari- 
son with other cities of the stnte and 
there is the view forward which in- 
dicates such excellent prospects for 
the still greater development of the 
city and the advancement of its citi- 
zens' interests. 

For the first time in our history, 
the inaugural exercises are not being 
held in City Hall. Interest In Newton 
and its government is increasing. 
That is a healthy condition and an 
omen of good government. More and 
more men and women are expressing 
the desire to meet and know those 
whom they have elected to represent 
them, to know more about the prob- 
lems confronting us and to learn more 
about the processes by which the af- 
fairs of our city are carried on. Our 
assembly in this auditorium of the 
high school because of its capacity 
and comfort is in appreciation of that 
increasing interest in the city s busi- 
ness. 

You who are here, and those to 
whom you talk, will establish a good 
foundation for discussion of our muni- 
cipal problems, if you keep in mind a 
picture of the city as a whole — a 
comprehensive view of Newton, its 
people and the agencies at work to 
provide the ordinary comforts and 
conveniences of modern community 
life.

under ground and when you have 
bordered the whole picture on three 
sides by u beautiful river, you will 
have a pretty fair idea of Newton as 
it is today, the Newton where you 
and nearly 00,000 other persons live. 

In assuming the office of Mayor. I 
want first to take the opportunity, to 
express my very sincere gratitude to 
the people of Newton for the high 
honor they have conferred upon me, 
and at the same time to assure them 
that I do not. in any sense, under- 
estimate the obligations which that 
office conveys. 

After seven years' service as a 
member of the Board of Aldermen. I 
have been elected the Chief Execu- 
tive Officer of the City. Our charter 
allots certain definite functions and 
responsibilities to the Executive 
and certain other definite functions 
and responsibilities to the Legis- 
lative branch of our City Gov- 
ernment. but the successful ad- 
ministration of its affairs requires 
constant and complete co-operation 
between these two branches. There- 
fore, may I say at the start that 1 
propose, to the best of my ability, to 
make this co-operation as effective as 
possible, to the end that we may, to- 
gether, work out and put into opera- 
tion a program which will produce for 
our City and its citizens the best re- 
sults attainable. 

Before proceeding I want to say 
Just a word about the work of the 
Board. I refer particularly to its 
present method of operation regard- 
ing which, if there is any blame to 
he attai bed, 1 must, as President for 


— — 

the past three years, assume as much 
responsibility as anyone else. There 
has been, In my judgment, a growing 
tendency of late years to more and 
more crowd the work of the Board In- 
to the one evening on which it regu- 
larly meets every two weeks. Nearly 
every committee meets that evening 
either before the Hoard assembles or 
during a recess, nnd as a result many 
matters are recommended and acted 
upon without renl opportunity for ade- 
quate investigation nnd study. This 
tendency, in my opinion, is unques- 
tionably present and just as unques- 
tionably is it wrong. Committees 
should meet regularly the week pre- 
vious to stated Bonrd meetings. This 
not only gives the committees them- 
selves better opportunity to function 
hut will allow their reports to be 
printed on the docket and give mem- 
bers not on a particular committee an 
opportunity to become better ac- 
quainted with matters that nre to be 
acted upon. I believe the Bonrd will 
agree with me that tills tendency ex- 
ists and that It should be corrected. 
For my part I want to say tiiat I shall 
endeavor to co-operate to the extent 
of having my recommendations, inso- 
far as it is humanly possible in the 
hands of the Board early in the week 
preceding its regulnr meeting. If we 
can work together in this respect it 
seems to me that the results will he 
more satisfactory and the work bet- 
ter done. 

My service on the Board lias given 
me. 1 believe, a thorough general 
knowledge of the workings of our va- 
rious city departments, but the thor- 
ough detailed knowledge which the 
Executive should have must come 
from a more complete study of these 
departments' operations and their re- 
quirements. 

I do not. therefore, at this time pro- 
pose to dwell at any great length on 
the operations of these departments 
or the results which they have 
achieved during the past yenr. primari- 
ly because these results will be set 
lip in detail in the reports submitted 
by the various departments, to which 
I wish to call your careful attention 
and consideration. Let me, instead, 
turn at once to a brief survey of the 
City's financial condition which, of 
course, from sheer necessity, must oc- 
cupy a position of primary importance 
in our minds. 

Our financial condition on Decem- 
ber 31, 1929, indicated a net debt of 
$5,127,569.00 divided as follows: 
Outside the debt limit $2,895,000.00 

Within the debt limit $3,124,000.00 

The debt limit, which is two and 
one-half percent of the average valua- 
tion for the past three years, roughly 
$150,000,000, gives us a total borrowing 
capacity of $3,750,000. Deducting the 
net debt within the debt limit as of 
December 31, 1929, from this figure, 
gives us, as of January 1, 1930, a pres- 
ent borrowing capacity of approxi- 
mately $630,000. I want to call your 
especial attention to these figures be- 
cause they point out a situation which 
has, and probably will for some time 
to come, handicap us in carrying for- 
ward much of the program of build- 
ing and other general improvements 
with which our City Government is 
faced. 

Current expenditures are met from 
the tax levy. Capital expenditures are 
ordinarily covered by the proceeds re- 
ceived from the sale of bonds. Dur- 
ing the past ten years, capital expen- 
ditures have included the erection of 
nine school houses at a cost of $3,510,- 
171, including land and furniture, of 
other city buildings, the purchase of 
land, etc., at an estimated cost of 
$707,000, and these developments have 
not only kept us close to our debt 
limit, but have, because of the appli- 
cation of that limit, necessitated the 
raising during the same period of ap- 
proximately $696,000 from the tax levy, 
which money has been applied direct- 
ly towards the completion of the 
program outlined above. The problem 
has been further complicated by the 
inclusion within the debt limit as of 
January 1, 1929, through act of the 
Legislature, of what are commonly 
known as Sewer Bonds. 

The situation, therefore, which 1 
have attempted to briefly sum up, 
leaves us faced with a borrowing ca 
pnclty in all probability inadequate to 
care for the progrum of expansion 
which I believe we have before ns. 
Of course there is always the possi- 
bility of reference to the tax levy for 
additional funds to care for our pro- 
gram of permanent improvements, but 
I would call your attention to the fact 
while Newton’s tux rate of $27.20 for 
1929 is among the lowest in the State, 
our valuation per capita is the great- 
est of any city in Massachusetts. A 
comparison of one. of course, involves 
the comparison of the other. I would 
also point out the fact that in ten 
years the city budget has risen from 


$1,852,295 in 1919 to $4,276,791 in 1929, 
an increase of one hundred and thirty 
percent. During tills same period, the 
City's State tax has actually de- 
creased twenty-three percent, and the 
Metropoliton District Commission and 
the Middlesex County Warrants have 
only increased respectively 61% and 
88 %. 

Municipal expenditures generally 
have shown an Inordinate increase 
during this period, and it behooves 
those charged with the administration 
of this, or any other city, to guard 
carefully against the situation getting 
out of hand. I say this with the full 
knowledge and appreciation of the 
fact that our citizens generally want 
and expect the best, and are willing 
to pay for it, provided they are as- 
sured of their money's worth, and with 
this sentiment I am, of course, in 
hearty accord. 

Carrying this thought just a little 
farther. I want to make it plain that 
it is going to be my endeavor to run 
this city as nearly as possible along 
business lines. I shall expect heads 
of departments to eliminate waste and 
to operate their departments efficient- 
ly, economically and along lines cal- 
culated to produce the best results, 
and above all to live within their al- 
lotted budget unless unforeseen emer- 
gency prevents. Only in this manner 
do I feel that I shall be properly dis- 
charging the trust which has been im- 
posed on me. 

May I now discuss briefly the imme- 
diate future, and make reference to 
some of the projects which the new 
city government has before it, togeth- 
er with my recommendations covering 
these matters. 

In the first place, let me say that I 
believe the division of our city by 
wards, carrying with it representa- 
tion in our Board of Aldermen should 
be reviewed carefully with this 
thought In mind, that Wards 5 and 6 
are not. in proportion to population 
and valuation, at the present time ad- 
equately represented at City Hall. Of 
a total population of over 59,000 and 
a valuation of $162,000,000, these two 
out of a total of seven wards contain 
roughly 38 percent of ail the popu- 
lation and 43 percent of the valuation, 
In addition to which the map of the 
city indicates that they occupy well 
over half of our total area. 

These figures, and the probable fu- 
ture growth in the two wards indi- 
cates that the situation may very well 
lie reviewed with a view to providing 
a more equitable allotment of repre- 
sentation for that section of Newton 
which extends on the South side of 
l lie city front the Boston line on the 
East clear through to the Charles Riv- 
er on the West. I accordingly recom- 
mend that a study be tnude of this 
matter, anti I fuel sure tliut from such 
a study, fair and equitable action will 
result. 

1 also recommend that u study he 
made of tliut system known us Prefer- 
ential Voting) with a view in mind of 
aubatitutlng for It a system wblch*wlll 
be less confusing tu our voters and 
more thoroughly responsive to what 
I believe to be the wishes of our peo- 
ple us a whole. I hesitate to make 
any definite recommendation without 
more mature study, but from my pres- 


ent knowledge of various alternatives 
open to us. the Boston plan, which pro- 
vides for a non-partisan election with- 
out primary or caucus, but which lim- 
its the field by requiring a prospec- 
tive candidate to secure a substantial 
number of signatures on his nomina- 
tion papers, appeals the most. Such 
a plan, with the proviso that in New- 
ton probably from 1000 to 1500 signa- 
tures would lie adequate, it seems to 
me would give our citizens more near- 
ly what they want, and produce, in 
general, infinitely better results. 

Under the head of zoning, I recom- 
mend tliut further study be given by 
your board with a view to the elim- 
ination of the possibility of any con- 
siderable upartment house develop- 
ment. The future of undeveloped 
tracts of land in our city should be 
safeguarded against the cutting up of 
such tracts into parcels so small as to 
bring about the development of crowd- 
ed housing conditions. Proper set- 
backs and use of area should be taken 
care of. Whether or not the plau re- 
cently outlined by your Bonrd, upon 
which public hearings have been held, 
accomplishes these results, and if so, 
whether or not it accomplishes the 
desired results with minimum Injus- 
tice to property owners affected, I am 
not entirely prepared to say. Newton, 
above everything, however, is a City 
of Homes, and our people do not want 
to see any material extension of apart- 
ment house construction. I therefore 
recommend that this matter be taken 
from tile table, so to speak, and that 
the Zoning Act be amended to provide 
us with these safeguards. 

Some years ago the city purchased 
tlm triangle bounded by Common- 
wealth avenue. Walnut and Homer 
streets for City Hall and War Me- 
morial purposes. The erection of a 
War Memorial lias been under discus- 
sion for many years. Newton is with- 
out a War Memorial, and It is my be- 
lief that one should be constructed 
without delay to commemorate the 
heroic dead of all wars In which 
men of this city have participated. 
A committee is already at work on 
this subject, and I believe that it is 
the desire of our peoplo that the pro- 
ject be pushed forward us rapidly as 
is consistent with wise and sound 
Judgment. 

I do not propose at this timo to 
make any definite recommendation 
with respect to our much discussed 
now City Hall for the simple reuson 
that our financial position will not al- 
low of Its present construction, unless 
it seems wise to request uud is pos- 
sible to sccourc permission from the 
Legislature to borrow outside of the 
debt limit for the purpose. I may say, 
however, that in my Judgment a new 
City Hall is necessary; in fact from 
many standpoints is imperative, and 
I believe that the subject should be 
kept constantly fresh in our minds 
with a view to securing uctlou as soon 
as practicable. 

Recently a new Fire Alarm Head- 
quarters building lias been constructed 
in Newton Centre. It constitutes the 
Initial portion of a program which, 
when completed, will give Newton the 
most modern, up-to-duto uml complete- 
ly equipped lire alarm headquarters 
and slgnul system existing unywhere. 


It will not only produce this result, 
but will, we uro told, enable us to se- 
curo a better rating from the Fire In- 
surance Underwriters, and thus direct- 
ly bring to our citizens substantial 
savings In fire insurance premiums 
paid. The completion of this program 
will involve an expenditure of approx- 
imately $150,000 which I ant prepnred 
to recommend at the earliest practical 
moment. 

Under the heading “Newton Free Li- 
brary” I should like to call your at- 
tention to the new branch libraries at 
Newton Centre, West Newton and Alt- 
burndale, which have been erected 
and turned over to the city through 
the generosity of the residents of 
these communities, nnd ulso to the 
new library now under construction 
in Waban, which is also to be the 
gift to tlie city from the people of 
Hint section. The addition of these 
branches to our library system is tend- 
ing towards making It constantly more 
efficient, and I ant hopeful that it may 
be finally rounded out in the not dis- 
tant future by the construction, 
through the generosity of our citizens, 
of additional branches in those of our 
villages where only rented quarters 
are now available. Too much in the 
way of thanks nnd appreciation can- 
not be extended to those communities 
which have so recently proven their 
generosity and public spiritedness in 
this direction. 

The increase from $33,133 to $93,461 
during the Inst ten years in our Play- 
ground Department budget indicates 
without further discussion that our 
City Government has not been inat- 
tentive to the requirements of this nil 
important work. Only ns recently as 
last year did we appropriate $20,788 
for tlie purchase of a playground in 
the Thompsonvllle section, which ac- 
quisition gives us a grand total of 22 
playgrounds, comprising 168 acres. Of 
this total a substantial portion over a 
period of years has been given to the 
city in the same manner nnd spirit as 
have been the branch libraries re- 
ferred to above. I can only add that 
the general extension of our play- 
ground system has not only been de- 
sirable, but necessary, nnd I am hope- 
ful that, as time goes on, It may pro- 
ceed still further either through pur- 
chase or ns a result of the generosity 
of our citizens. 

There remain two suggestions of 
primary importance which I want to 
touch upon. Our street department 
lias charge of our street Improvement 
program, the construction and accept- 
ance of private ways under the Better- 
ment Act, and the construction of 
drains and sewers. Without casting 
reflection on any individual, or group 
of individuals, it seems to mo per- 
fectly apparent that our streets are 
not. generally speaking, in as satisfac- 
tory condition as we should like to 
see them. Re-surfacing or the re-con- 
struction of public streets is carried 
on through money appropriated from 
the tax levy by the Board of Aider- 
men. During the past few years this 
appropriation has been increased grad- 
ually until 1929 it reached the high 
totnl of $125,000. I recommend, anil 
propose on my own account to make, 
a careful study of the condition of our 
streets, with a view to laying down a 
program of street improvement which, 
If properly conceived and carried out, 
should place us, five or ten years from 
now, in a much stronger position in 
tills regard. In this connection it is 
well to point out that trolley linos 
in this city are rapidly becoming a 
thing of the past. The tracks on lines 
already given up by the Middlesex & 
Boston Street Railway Company have 
to a large extent been taken up, nnd 
the necessary re-surfacing of the 
streets completed. Only recently has 
the line on Commonwealth avenue 
been given up and it is not improbable 
that the Boston and Worcester Street 
Railway Company will discontinue the 
operation of the Bovlston street line 
in the near future. Commonwealth 
avenue and Boylston street constitute 
two of our three important through 
arteries, and therefore their recondi- 
tioning to take care of heavier traffic 
will be an important factor in tne 
program I have referred to above. 
Fortunately we have reason to believe 
that tlie State will reconstruct Boyls- 
tou street in 1931 ns a part of its new 
through artery to Worcester, but the 
relinquishment of trolleys on Common- 
wealth avenue brings to a head, in 
my judgment, tlie matter of opening 
up tlie North side of the avenue to 
one way traffic going West, which, in 
turn, will involve an expensive re-sur- 
facing operation. It has seemed to 
me advisable to refer particularly to 
the situation relating to these two 
thoroughfares, because they do prom- 
ise to play such an important part in 
our program of street improvement. 

I also want to say a word about the 
construction and acceptance of pri- 
vate ways under the Betterment Act. 
Over the past 10 years we have con- 
structed in this manner an average of 
12 streets, totalling 1.7 miles per year. 
Today there are pending petitions for 
tlie construction and acceptance of 55 
streets totalling six and one-half miles, 
and with the conclusion of tills pro- 
gram, we shall still have approximate- 
ly 70 miles of private ways in the 
city. Bonds issued for tlie construc- 
tion of streets under tlie Betterment 
Act must come from within the debt 
limit, and this fact, us the figures on 
our borrowing capacity above iudli- 
cate, will very probably handicap the 
development of the program as far us 
tlie immediate future is concerned. 
During 1929 we made much better pro- 
gress than during any other yeur, at 
least since 1919, lint we must, if it is 
at all possible, find wuys and meuns 
to make still better progress, and to 
give to those people who come Into 
this city, build attractive homes and 
establish themselves here, something 
better than a mud hole over which to 
approach tlielr residences. 

PerhapB it is fair to suy that noth- 
ing Is more important in the admin- 
istration of our city than the construc- 
tion of suuitury sewers. There ure 
several sewer projects of major Im- 
portance before us which must have 
attention during the coming yeur. I 
refer particularly to the Edmunds Val- 
ley sewer to serve ubout 150 houses in 
Newton Centre; to u sewer across the

triangle from Homer street to Walnut 
street, needed at the earliest possible 
moment to receive the greatly In- 
creased flow of sewage from the Cold 
Spring Brook section of the Waban 
district: and to several other sewer 
projects of lesser Importance, as far 
as expenditure is concerned, but of 
considerable importance to tho dis- 
tricts they will bo intended to servo. 

For a number of years we have been 
providing for the covering of brooks 
throughout the city. There are a num- 
ber of these projects still beforo us, 
one of the most important In my Judg- 
ment being the covering of Laundry 
Brook within the confines of the Boyd 
Park playground. I am hopeful of be- 
ing able to adjust our financial pro- 
gram during 1930 to care for this much 
needed improvement and therefore rec- 
ommend that it be given the earliest 
possible consideration. 

In discussing the flnuuctul situation 
of tlie city, I laid emphasis on the 
school building program which we 
have been confronted with during the 
past 10 years. A record of real and 
tangible accomplishment in caring for 
that program should not leave us com- 
placently indifferent to tho further de- 
velopment of our school system here 
in Newton. Tho school population, to- 
talling as of Doc. 1,1929, 11,137, shows 
this year alone an increase of 434 the 
largest increase which has been re- 
corded in any single year, at least 
slnco 1917. 

Under present arrangements over- 
crowded conditions exist in several 
schools in the South side of the city, 
notably at tlie Mason school in New- 
ton Centre and the Emerson School in 
Newton Upper Falls. The Junior High 
School system has within the past 10 
years been developed in tho North side 
of the city by the construction of the 
Day and Warren Junior High Schools 
and the remodeling of the Bigelow 
School to serve partially for this pur- 
pose, but up to date this development 
lias not been extended to the other 
side of our city. 

It is a matter of common knowledge 
that we have, within the past few 
years, purchased land South of Cen- 
tre street in Newton Centro for Jun- 
ior High School development and con- 
ditions indicute thut we should pro- 
coed to take action along these lines t 
without delay. I trust that final Judg- j 
ment on this matter may be reached ! 
within the next 30 days so that, if it ! 
appears necessary, we may proceed to j 
make studies and develop plans for 
the building which cannot, in any 
event, be ready for occupancy prior to ! 
Sept. 1, 1931. 

We must, of course, provide ade- 
quate housing facilities for our school 
children, but, unless the necessity for 
further immediate construction is per- 
fectly apparent, I do not want to see 
our already very limited borrowing ca- 
pacity allocated, in its entirety, to this 
development to the exclusion of many 
other very necessary improvements. 

There are of course innumerable 
matters of lesser relative importance 
which I might well touch upon and 
covering which I might well make rec- 
ommendations now, if space and time 
permitted. It will be necessary, how- 
ever, to leave them on the table to 
be taken up in detail us we proced 
with the administration of our new 
City Government. 

There is just one more matter, how- 
ever, on which I would like to suy a 
word at this time. 1930 marks the I 
300th anniversary of the founding of 
this city — as it does the founding of 
other cities and towns within tlie Mot- ! 
ropolltun area. In collaboration with 
them, our local committee is arrang- 
ing a program to mark this unnlver- j 
sury and $5000 has already been ap- 1 
propriated to enable it to commence i 
its work. I stand ready to recommend j 
a further appropriation and feel sure 1 
your board will co-operate l»y placing 
in the committee's hands funds nec- 1 
essary to make its program as effec- j 
tivo as possible. Surely we should 
take note of this anniversary and do 1 
so in the most appropriate manner 
possible. 

In conclusion, let mo urge once i 
again that co-operation between tlie 
Legislative and Executive branches, i 
without which no deflnito progress can 
be made. Let me also oxpress the 
hope that our citizens, when called 
upon individually or collectively, muy 
also give their co-operation in helping 
us to solve tho many problems before 
us. 

Wo have in Newton a city which all 
should be proud of — a city with a no 
table past and a most promising fu- 
ture. There is much to be done, how- 
ever, to bring to its citlsens that full 
measure of service to which they are 
entitled, and I therefore dose those 
remurks with the hope that all of 
these present, as well us the remain- 
ing 60,000 residents of our city, may 
enjoy a very Prosperous and a vory 
Happy New Year and with the uil- 
monition thut we now get down to! 
work and do our bust in the next 12 I 
months to produce deflnitu and tangi- 
ble results.

One can picture the 
lonesonteuess, the dreariness of days 
and weeks at sea. with no news from 
land or home, and the realization 
dawns ns to the effective help a good 
hook would he. She asks everyone to 
co-operate through local committees, 
and to gather in every town and ham- 
let worthwhile books — new or second 
hand — that may help to while away 
tedious hours, and arouse new 
thoughts and aims. 

LEGISLATIVE PROGRAM. Mrs. 
Fred L. Pigeon, chairman of the De- 
partment of Legislation, announces 
the recommendations of the State 
Federation Executive Hoard, as to 
study and consideration of measures 
pending before tills year's Legisla- 
ture. As these matters will lie pre- 
sented at the Mid-winter meeting, on 
the 22nd. which is essentially the an- 
nual legislative meeting of the Feder- 
ation. it would be well for all who 
plan to attend this meeting— and. in 
fact, all Clubwomen — to become in- 
formed upon these measures tlrnt they 
may consider them wisely, and be pre- 
pared for discussion and voting. 

The Executive Board voted at two 
special meetings to present eight 
measures for study and consideration, 
with action to he asked for from the 
open meeting upon four of them. 

These eight measures are: 

1. A bill to abolish capital punish- 
ment. 

2. Milk legislation. 

3. Revision of present book law 
(action to be taken on this). 

|. a bill to regulate overnight 
camps and tourists' lodging houses, 
(action to be taken on this). 

5. Anti-steel trap bill. 

6. Massachusetts State Forestry 
Bill, (resolution to be presented). 

7. The Special Commission to study 
children's Laws. (resolution to be 
presented). 

S. Status of bill board case. 

Two other matters which will come 
before this session it will not be ne- 
cessary for the State Federation to 
take up, as they have endorsed them 
in previous years — the bill making wo- 
men liable for jury service, with suit- 
aide exceptions; and the bill which 
provides for an extended plan of edu- 
cation for children up to the age of 
16 years. 

Printed discussion of these eight 
measures may be secured from the 
Legislative Department, or from Head- 
quarters. 

STATE FEDERATION FOREST. 
Clubwomen of Newton will be glad to 
learn of the impetus given to a project 
sponsored by one of their membera, 
Mrs. Daniel M. Goodridge. At the 
meeting of the Executive Board of the 
State Federation at the Vendome last 
Thursday afternoon. Mrs. James M. 
McCann, one of the trustees of the 
District Forest of the Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Districts, offered to the 
State Federation the sum of $1800 as 
the gift of these Districts to the Fed- 
eration Forest, now being sponsored 
by the State Department of Conserva- 
tion, of which Mrs. Daniel M. Good- 
ridge is chairman. 

This gift was subject to the follow- 
ing conditions: 

1. The part of the State Forest 
which this will purchase, shall be 
marked by a tablet bearing a brief 
history of the district forest and a 
statement of its dedication to Mrs. 
Arthur Dovens Potter and Mrs. Azel 
A. Packard, State presidents from 
these districts,— the expense of this 
tablet to be met from the gift. Also, 
the book of archives or records of tills 
project and the list of contributing 
Clubs, is to be kept at Federation 
Headquarters. Boston. 

2. A reference to this gift shall be 
incorporated in the inscription on the 
main tablet marking the State Fed- 
eration Forest. 

3. This offer must be accepted, the 
money raised for the State Federation 
Forest, and the State signify its ac- 
ceptance of the same within three 
years from the date of this offer. 

4. Not as a condition but as a re- 
quest, the Clubs express their very 
strong desire that the State Federa- 
tion Forest be located somewhere 
within the limits of their districts. 

As a background to this presenta- 
tion. a brief history of the district 
forest will be of interest. In Decem- 
ber, 1925, the Early Morning Club of 
Springfield, of which Mrs. Julia A. 
Judd was then president, became in- 
terested in forestry through the Con- 
ference of the New England Forestry 
Association which had Just met in 
Springfield, and from which they 
lenrned of the People's Forest in 
Connecticut. Mrs. Judd, realizing 
that a forest of their own was imprac- 
ticable, suggested to Mrs. John M. 
Mc-Gann, then State Federation direc- 
tor of the Fourteenth District, that 
possibly a group of Clubs could be in- 
terested in this project. As a result 
of this suggestion, letters were sent 
out to all Clubs of the Fourteenth Dis- 
trict and tlie adjacent Fifteenth D's- 
trlct, of which Mrs. Edward A. Rice 
was then director, asking for their co- 
operation and interest, and suggesting 
that they send representatives to u 
meeting to be culled in the spring. 
The money raised would be spent ac- 
cording to u plan outlined by the 
Massachusetts Stute Department of 
Forestry, by which $44 per acre would 
cover cost of land, trees and pluming, 
taxes and maintenance for 40 yea's, 
the period of growth to maturity. 


At the end of a year, enough money 
had been given by voluntary subscrip- 
tions to finance a forest of 21 acres, 
the money In most cases being given 
in memory of first presidents or other 
prominent Club members. Early in 
1927. Horace A. Moses, of Springfield, 
founder of the Hnmpton County Im- 
provement League, offered to the 
Clubs a gift of 33 acres from his 
beautiful estate at AVoronoco Heights. 
Tills offer wns enthusiastically ac- 
cepted. and further gifts from the 
Clubs not only made it posible to 
finance the 33 acres of prospective 
forest lint also to accumulate an 
emergency fund of two or three hun- 
dred dollars. A declaration of trust 
was drawn up with the assistance of 
Irving R. Shaw, of Springfield, whose 
wife was a former director of the 
Fifteenth District, and Mrs. John M. 
McGnnn. Mrs. Edward A. Rice, and 
Mrs. Alfred .1. Norton, of Springfield, 
wore elected trustees of the fund by 
an executive committee composed of 
representatives of the Clubs of these 
two districts. 

In t lie spring of 1927, the first seed- 
ling pines were planted, and altogether 
red and white pines to the number of 
11,01)0 have been put out. Much valu- 
able technical assistance wns given 
by Mr. D. C. A. Galarneau, Assistant 
State forester of the Massachusetts 
State Forestry Department, who was 
stationed in Springfield, while the 
State Department took charge of the 
buying nnd planting of trees and made 
a yearly inspection. Later in 1927. 
75 Clubwomen of t lie districts enjoyed 
a picnic on this tract of land, and 
suggestions as to preservation of 
wild flowers, putting up of birdhouses, 
etc., showed the growing interest in 
"our forest." 

Early tills year, through the taking I 
of land by t lie city of Springfield for 
tlie development of its water supply, j 
tlie women found themselves faced I 
with two alternatives: They must | 
dispose of it. or have it cut off from 
any road nnd In a few years become 
inaccessible except on foot. Again 
Mr. Morse, the original donor of the 
land, came to their rescue, nnd offered 
to take back the land and reimburse 
them for the money already spent in 
its improvement. This offer was ac- 
epted this fall by a majority vote of 
tlie Clubs of tlie districts, and hecause 
of their interest in the Federation 
Forest, the most logical disposnl of 
tlie money seemed to be as a gift to 
this project. 

On motion of Mrs. Goodridge, State 
hairman of conservation, the Execu- 
tive Board of tlie State Federation 
voted unanimously to accept this most 
generous gift which will undoubtedly 
give fresh impetus to tlie movement 
for a State Federation Forest.

Of 
the total amount derived from taxes 
ill tills State, sixty-nine per cent of 
the amount comes from taxes on real 
estate, eleven per cent on personal 
property and intangibles, the remain- 
ing twenty per cent from all other 
sources.

Interment services for Martha Sin- 
clair Weeks, widow of Secretary of 
War John W. Weeks and mother of 
Mayor Sinclair WeekB of Newton, took 
place Thursday, January 9th, in 
the National Cemetery at Arlington, 
Va. Col. John T. Axton, Retired, for- 
mer Chief Chaplain of the United 
States Army, officiated. Members of 
the Weeks family, relatives and inti- 
mate friends attended. 

Mrs. WeekSj who before her mar- 
riage was Martha A. Sinclair, daugh- 
ter of Attorney John G. Sinclair of 
Littleton, N. II.. died In her home, 68 
Beacon Btreet, Boston, last Sunday 
evening. She had been in 111 health 
for a number of years, but was taken 
seriously ill the Sunday proceeding 
Christmas. Her daughter, Mrs. John 
Washington Davldge of Washington, 
D. C., and her son, Mayor Weeks, 
were with her when she died. 

The funeral, which was private, took 
place Tuesday afternoon at 2 o’clock 
in the residence of Sinclair Weeks, 
97 Valentine street, West Newton. 
Services were conducted by the Rev. 
Paul S. Phalen, pastor of the First 
Unitarian Church In Newton. Ex- 
pressions of sympathy in the form of 
floral pieces veritably filled the 
Weeks’ residence and letters and tel- 
egrams of condolences from all parts 
of the country were received. Cre 
mation took place In Mt. Auburn cem 
etery, and the funeral party departed 
for Washington on Wednesday eve 
ning. 

Mrs. Weeks lived all of her life in 
a political atmosphere although she 
personally took no part in active pub 
lie life. Her father a leading Demo 
crat of New Hampshire had been can 
didate for Governor and United States 
Senator and her brother, Charles A 
Sinclair of Portsmouth, N. H., was 
likewise active. Mrs. Weeks met Mr 
Weeks at the Sinclair home In Florida 
and was married later in Haverhill 
four years after his graduation from 
the U. S. Naval Academy. A short 
time after their marriage, Mr. Weeks 
left his employment as a surveyor In 
Florida and returned to Boston to be- 
come a partner in the brokerage firm 
of Hornblower & Page, now Horn 
blower & Weeks. 

The political career of John W 
Weeks began soon after and was con 
tlnuous for more than 20 years, in- 
cluding service in the city government 
of Newton, in the House of ltepresen 
tative and Senate In Washington and 
into the cabinets of Presidents Hard 
lng and Coolidge as Secretary of War. 

During her many years In the cap 
Ital city, Mrs. Weeks was one of the 
most attractive and cultivated women 
of the official society there. She was 
less known, however, than any other 
woman in the city's society life be- 
cause of her great aversion to the 
limelight. While her husband was 
serving in the House and Senate she 
never gave an interview or allowed 
her photograph to be published. 

Mr. Weeks had often attributed 
much of his success to his wife and 
declared her to bo a woman of un 
usual mental poise and judgment, with 
a grasp on public questions and bus! 
ness affairs that brought him to her 
frequently with Ills problems. 

They had two children, Katherine 
Sinclair Weeks, now Mrs. J. W. Dav 
idge of Washington, 1). C., and Sin- 
clair Weeks, the new Mayor of New- 
ton. She also has a sister, Mrs. C 
J. Fowler of West Newton.

The first health clinic for cancer 
was started In Newton, and while it 
may have been on the down grale 
for the past year as Dr. Leonard says, 
still It should be given a fair trial 
before It is condemned. If ever two 
patients come to the clinic as result 
of education, and even one of these 
is cured, the clinic has been most 
worthwhile. 

The resources in Massachusetts are 
plenty.

The hospital at 
Pondville. has 1000 patients each year, 
and twice that number in Its clinic. 
There are 17 clinics in the state, more 
than ever before.

Hospital; Mr. U. G. Wheeler, Super- 
intendent of Schools in Newton; and 
Dr. George H. Bigelow. Public Health 
Commissioner of Massachusetts. 

Dr. Leonard gave a short report of 
the Cancer Clinic at the Newton Hos- 
pital, which for the past year he con- 
siders has been on the down grade. 
In 1928 there were 31 patients receiv- 
ing treatment at the clinic, while dur- 
ing the past year there have been 
only 4. In 1928 there were 72 deaths 
in Newton due to cancer, in 1929, 63 
deaths. Outstanding in his mind are 
the cases of two patients, both women, 
one of whom had been carrying a 
lump in her breast for 20 years be- 
fore coming for treatment, the other's 
symptom, excessive flow at the time 
of menopause, was of 10 years’ dura- 
tion. He emphasized the fact that 
cancer taken early can be cured, la- 
ter It cannot, and stressed the neces- 
sity for more education. 

Dr. Taylor began by emphasizing 
Dr. Leonard's final remark, that edu- 
cation is the keynote in bringing about 
early recognition of cancer— education 
of the public, of the general practition- 
er. and finally of the surgeon who will 
have ultimate charge of the case. 
Periodic health examinations for ev- 
eryone can do much to help in rec- 
ognizing disease, but here again doc- 
tors and nurses must help by thorough 
and intelligent co-operation. There is 
a general attitude of pessimism in re- 
gard to cancer whH n Is not entirely 
justified. Even though one in every 
seven persons die of cancer, the other 
six are still going to die of something 
sooner or later, and we should be en- 
couraged by the thought that the dis- 
ease can be cured in its early stages, 
that it is not contagious, that there 
is no stigma attached and finally that 
a patient, even in an incurable stage, 
can be made more comfortable by 
x-ray and various operations. Dr. Tay- 
lor urged that the Cancer Clinic be 
made active in Newton once more. 

Mr. Wheeler began by contrasting 
the physician of 60 years ago with 
the medical profession of today. 60 
years ago the family doctor drove 
many miles with a trunk full of medi- 
cine for the relief of his patients, 
and was paid for the medicine, but 
not one cent for his time or 
services. In this respect times 
have certainly changed: Although 
Mr. Wheeler’s early ambition was to 
be a physician, fate turned him to- 
ward the field of education. How- 
ever. his interest in health has al- 
ways been great, and at the present 
time the Newton schools have a sys- 
tem of health education which is 
unique. Eventually doctors are go- 
ing to come to the schools for help 
in stamping out canter; and if. at the 
present time anything teachable c?n 
be placed in the bands of teachers 
and pupils about cancer so that it 
may reach the parents, the school de- 
partment stands ready to co-operate 
in any way. 

Dr. Bigelow, who was introduced 
by Dr. West as a pioneer in cancer 
work, again urged education and more 
education. He feels that the schools 


being done already in many cities. 
For example. Springfield, Lowell. Wor- 
cester. Cambridge. And the people of 
Newton should not feel that such a 
study is not necessary just because 
they are a wealthy city. Cancer is 
no respecter of economics and the 
people who attend the clinics are not 
paupers. Anyone may obtain informa- 
tion. which is then reported to the 
patient’s family physician. 

There are many ways in which pub- 
licity may be given: through the news- 
papers; through literature; through 
speakers at women’s clubs; through 
films; two of which are for free dis- 
tribution by the state. 

Even after the disease has been 
reported there is often a shocking 
delay before there is any treatment. 
The average delay is now six and one- 
half months, and has increased since 
the clinic was started three years 
ago. The reason for the delay is lack 
of pain in early stages of the dis- 
ease, and lack of faith in doctors. 
What is needed is the support of in- 
telligent, informed public opinion.

NEWTON BUILDING BOOM 
DECLINES 


Tlie building boom which has been 
prevalent in Newton for the pnst eight 
years continued during 1929 but there 
was a big decline from the two pre- 
ceding years. Last year 1401 per- 
mits were granted, the estimated 
cost of the work totalling $0,865,796; 
in 1928 the permits totalled 1686 and 
the value $10,807,643; in 1927 there 
were 1634 permits with an estimated 
valuation of $10,140,456. The permits 
by Wards were — Ward 1, 94; Ward 2, 
214; Ward 3, 255; Ward 4, 140; Ward 
5. 319; Ward 6, 306; Ward 7, 73. 

During December 53 permits were 
issued at an estimated cost of $252,- 
596. These included 18 permits for 
single dwellings, 2 permits for two 
family houses and 18 garage permits. 
Of the total valuation $215,500 was 
on the 18 single dwellings.

POLICE NEWS 


Frank CaHtano of LIU avenue, West 
Newton, was in tlie Newton court last 
Friday charged with keeping and ex- 
posing liquor for sale and with making 
ail Illegal sale of liquor. Castano was 
charged with having sold a bottle of 
“Home brew” to Patrolman John 
Greene on the night of December 4. 
Following tills alleged sale a squad of 
police raided Castnno’s home and 
seized about 500 quarts of supposed 
beer. The raid was made on the night 
of December 10. On this night Green 
again attempted to buy some of Cas- 
tnno’s beer but was refused it. Cas- 
tano claimed in court that lie had 
given, not sold Green the beer oil De- 
cember 4 nnd that lie lind refused to 
give the policeman any beer on the 
second night because he considered 
that Green already had enough, in- 
spector Goode, who was conducting 
tlie prosecution, asked Castano if bis 
reason for refusing to sell Greene the 
liquor on December 10 was because lie 
had been tipped off by another police- 
man that his bouse was to be raided? 
Castano denied tills allegation. 

Tlie case was continued until Mon- 
day. On that day Castano was found 
guilty on all three charges by Judge 
Bacon. He was lined $50 and given 
a three months' suspended jail sen- 
tence for making an illegal sale, fined 
$50 and given a three months’ suspend- 
ed jail sentence for keeping and ex- 
posing liquor for sale, fined $200 and 
given a suspended sentence of six 
months for maintaining a liquor nui- 
sance. 

Three young New York magazine 
solicitors arrested at Waban last week 
charged witli collecting subscription 
money for magazines, but with not 
having the periodicals delivered, had 
the charges agaiiiHt them placed on 
file in the Newton court on Monday 
when their employer, H. F. Ledner of 
New York told Judge Bacon that he 
will guarantee tlie delivery of the mag- 
azines. 

Raymond Nason of Overbrook drive, 
Wellesley, was fined $10 in the New- 
ton court last Friday for violating a 
traffic ordinance. 

Considerable excitement was caused 
in the vicinity of a small pond, known 
as Dresser's pond, between Waban 
and tlie Upper Falls yesterday morn- 
ing when a dog owned by Mrs. George 
Pierce of Radcliff road, Waban, broke 
through thin ice and fell into the 
water there.

In fact, 
they were unable to find even a small 
pond at Randolph street. Learning 
they had been misinformed, they got 
on tlie right track and arrived at the 
pondlet on Radcliff road to find that 
tlie distressed animal had been res- 
cued from His predicament by per- 
sons residing nearby.

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THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS 

The inaugural address of Mayor Weeks provides the citizens 
of Newton with plenty of material for thought. The new Mayor 
promises a business administration and his address proved to 
be an excellent start. We will comment on the matters of 
major importance individually but we are in hearty accord 
with his Honor’s views upon the amending of the zoning laws 
to keep down any considerable apartment house development; 
the extension of the Junior High School system to the South 
Side of the city: the immediate erection of a War Memorial; 
the installation of a new fire-alarm signal system ; and the cov- 
ering of Laundry Brook through Boyd Park. 


NEW WARD LINES 

In the inaugural address of Mayor Weeks reference was 
made to the inadequate representation of Wards 5 and 6 in the 
Board of Aldermen. These two wards now contain about 36 
per cent of the city’s population, about 43 per cent of its valua- 
tion and over half of the total area. The rapid growth of the 
city has undoubtedly brought about the unbalanced conditions 
in population and valuation and it will continue to become more 
unbalanced as time goes on unless a change is made. The 
northerly side of the city. Wards 1, 2, 3, and 7 in particular, 
will not grow as rapidly in the future as Wards 5 and 6 — in 
fact there are but a very few tracts of land where an extensive 
development can be made on the north side while on the south 
side there is considerable territory available. Extensive study 
will reveal the necessity of the establishment of a new ward or 
the relocation of the present ward lines. Eventually the former 
step will probably be advisable and it is just as well to con- 
sider it now. At present Wards 5 and 6 have four precincts 
each. Ward 2 has five precincts, Wards 3 and 4 have three pre- 
cincts each and Wards 1 and 7 are divided into two precincts 
each. A plan is easily conceivable whereby another Ward 
might be established on the south side of the city containing 
two precincts, but with allowance for a third precinct as the 
increase of population requires and the other existing ward and 
precinct lines relocated to give each ward three precincts. An 
even representation from each ward of the city would then be 
Assured. 

'■ New wards cannot be established or changes in existing 
ward lines made except under the general law. New precincts 
are required by present law when the number of registered 
votes in the old precinct passes a certain figure. Permission from 
the legislature to make the advisable changes in the ward 
lines all at the same time could be more readily obtainable 
than a number of requests, each as necessity demanded. 


GREATER BOSTON 

Once again the question of the annexation of the cities and 
towns surrounding Boston has been brought to the front in the 
inaugural address of Mayor James M. Curley. As coukl be ex- 
pected the proposal is not received outside of Boston with en- 
thusiasm. Periodic or spasmodic discussion may in time cause 
the eventual absorption of some of the neighboring localities 
by the Hub city but it is certain that that time is far removed. 
There are several reasons that enter into the problem with 
which the Mayor of Boston is confronted in seeking to create a 
bigger Boston. In the development of other large cities there 
has been little or no individuality in the surrounding localities. 
Around Boston most of the cities and towns are as old as Boston 
itself and in 300 years have built up an almost solid barrier of 
tradition and sentiment unto themselves. In years past the 
surrounding towns and cities have differed materially in po- 
litical complexion from Boston. Most of the cities have been 
Republican with Newton among the consistent in this respect. 
But a factor which will aid in the fulfillment of the idea of an 
enlarged Boston is the modification of Republican control and 
the tendency of many of the cities and towns to go Democratic, 
Somerville being an example in the recent city elections. Street 
conditions, collection of ashes, and garage permit methods are a 
few minor reasons why Newton has little enthusiasm for the 
plan. While the idea of a larger Boston has its merits we 
believe that it will be a long time before the people of Newton 
are ready for such a step. And Newton will not be a part of 
Boston until the people here say it shall. 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


A STREET IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM 

A portion of the Mayor’s address was devoted to streets and 
his plans for a careful study of their condition with a view to 
laying down a street improvement program. We have long 
advocated the adoption of a program which will permit of the 
construction of a few miles of permanent concrete roadway 
each year. In the course of ten or twelve years the main ar- 
teries of the city would be in shape to meet the inroads of 
modern traffic conditions. The main arteries of the city are 
Commonwealth avenue, Beacon, Boylston and Washington 
streets in a general East-West direction and Centre, Walnut 
and Chestnut streets in a North-South direction. Common- 
wealth avenue is in an acceptable condition. The necessity for 
the opening of the southern side of the avenue to traffic is not 
far removed. The roadway must first be re-surfaced practical- 
ly its entire length. Boylston street is part of the new through 
artery to Worcester that the state highway department is plan- 
ning and it is hoped that the state will reconstruct it in 1931. 
Beacon and Washington streets are, in many places, far from 
satisfactory. The city can well afford to begin its improvement 
program with these two major thoroughfares. The removal of 
the car tracks on Washington street and the construction of a 
concrete roadway would mean a considerable sum of money 
but it would relieve the city of the necessity of constant and 
expensive patching after every winter thaw and in addition 
would make a highway adequate for increasing traffic for 
years to come. 

cellent condition when re-surfaced by Simpson Brothers’ vul- 
canized pavement process. From Sargent street south 
which is guaranteed for some years. From Sargent street south 
improvement will be needed before many years with the ever- 
increasing travel over it. Walnut street and Chestnut street 
will require later attention. All three carry sufficient traffic 
to warrant the expenditure necessary for the construction of 
concrete roadbeds. 


A RIDICULOUS FENCE 

Frequently the erection of certain fences has provoked con- 
siderable discussion between the parties involved but this week 
we chanced to notice a fence that as such is about as ridiculous 
as could be erected. We refer to the new fence erected on two 
sides of the high school baseball diamond at Claflin Field, New- 
tonville. Intended to be a barrier to prevent the active youth 
of today from eluding the ticket taker at the gate it serves only 
as an invitation to get in without detection. It hardly seems 
right that the city should provide a modern athletic plant such 
as is under way at this location and then surround it with such 
an absurdity. In the first place the lower edge of the wire is 
about nine inches from the ground giving plenty of opportunity 
to slip underneath it. Furthermore the top of the wire is less 
than live feet from the ground and the posts at eight or ten 
toot intervals, extending upward two feet higher, offer an easy 
method ol climbing over or standing on top of the fence. Ap- 
parently the posts are ot a height calculated to provide support 
tor a canvas but the prongs along the top edge of the wire 
will soon tear the canvas to shreds, especially on a windy day. 

Some time ago there was a controversy between the school com- 
mittee and the playground department as to the specifications 
of this fence and a compromise was effected. It is a fact that 
t he school officials, who know the most about conditions on the 
field were given no opportunity to give their opinion on the 
subject. A six or seven foot wire fence, topped with barbed 
wire could not offer an objectionable appearance to nearby resi- 
dents, Here is a good place for the administration to begin , ....

Within a week’s time the Legisla- 
ture has held committee hearings and 
disposed of several matters. Tills 
shows that the efforts of the presiding 
officers to have measures promptly 
attended to has already accomplished 
results. 

The time for tiling hills does not ex- 
pire until tomorrow at 5 p. m.. so that 
there Is still great activity among 
legislators nnd others who are plan- 
ning to offer various important mat- 
ters for consideration. 

One of the first hills favorably re- 
ported was that for a suitable me- 
morial in the State House for Maj. 
Gen. Leonard Wood. U. S. A., who was 
a Massachusetts man. 

Among the petitions filed this ses- 
sion few thus fur have important re- 
lation to Newton except in a general 
way. There may he some Important 
Newton measures but only a few have 
appeared thus far. Newton people 
will be interested in a report of the 
Division of Metropolitan Planning and 
the State Department of Public 
Works "relative to the cost of con- 
structing a way for motor vehicles and 
other trufllc in Newton and Weston.” 
The study was made as the result of 
the passage of a resolve by the 1!)29 
Legislature. The report recommends 
that the matter be put over. How- 
ever. it is worth reading and is given 
herewith: 

The resolve referred to a proposal 
for tlie construction of a highway 
leading from Commonwealth Avenue 
:tt a point approximately 2,000 feet 
north of the Norumbega bridge over 
the Charles River, and thence extend- 
ing in a general northerly direction 
across the Charles River and over 
public ways and private lands to Riv- 
er Street in Weston, one of the main 
thoroughfares between Boston, Wor- 
cester and New York, and thence still 
further northerly to Kendall Green, 
where a connection would ho made 
with the muin thoroughfare leading 
from Boston to Fitchburg, Greenfield 
and North Adams. 

"Undoubtedly tills thoroughfare 
would be of great value if construct- 
ed, but, since its plans were made, 
the Department of Public Works has 
determined to reconstruct the old 
turnpike between Boston and Worces- 
ter ns a most modern and up-to-date 
motorway. Tills new route will un- 
doubtedly lessen the traffic over Riv- 
er Street, which is now the main road 
to Worcester. The town of Weston 
is also planning, in cooperation with 
the State nnd the county, to recon- 
struct Newton Street between Norum- 
bega and Weston Center, thus giving 
a good connection between Common- 
wealth Avenue and the present high- 
way to Worcester. 

“In view of tile large expenditures 
required for these two projects, it is 
tile feeling of the Division of Metro- 
politan Planning and the Department 
of Public Works that the construction 
of the highway referred to in Chapter 
1!) of the Resolves of 1929 (the New- 
ton-Weston scheme) may well be de- 
ferred, and that no action should be 
taken at the present time.” 

Another bill in which everybody 
has deep interest is t bat filed by Rep- 
resentative Lultwleler on petition of 
tlie Automobile Legal Association 
“that regulations be established for 
tlie movement of pedestrians at inter- 
sections of highways, on crosswalks 
and through motor traffic.” It lias the 
following provisions: 

"On highways where traffic at inter- 
sections .is controlled by a police or 
traffic officer or by traffic signals, 
drivers and operators of vehicles and 
pedestrians shall obey the directions 
of such officer or signals. 

"Operators and drivers of vehicles 
shall yield tlie right of way to pedes- 
trians properly crossing a way at a 
crosswalk. No pedestrian shall push 
through a moving line of traffic which 
Is directed by a traffic signal or the 
signal of a police or traffic officer. On 
ways where intersections are not 
more than five hundred feet apart 
pedestrians shall cross such ways 
only at an Intersection. 

"On ways provided with a sidewalk 
or other area for tlie use of pedes- 
trians It shall he unlawful for pedes- 
trians to truvel on other than such 
sidewalk or urea excepting when 
crossing tlie way as provided In the 
preceding sections. On ways that are 
not provided with such sidewalks or 
areas, pedestrians shall walk on their 
left side of such way und as near the 
li ft of the way as possible and then 
only in single file. 

“Any person violating any of tlie 
provisions of tlie three preceding 
sections shall lie lluhlc to a fine of 
not more than iwenty dollars.”

Tho Mathor Class met an usual Inst 
Sunday morning at the Newton 
Centre Woman’s Club House. There 
wero no meetings December 22 and 
29 hecniiso of the mnny Christmas ac- 
tivities In the different churches. From 
now on until the last of May the 
Class will meet every Sunday morn- 
ing. 

Prof. Klrtley F. Mathor was on 
hand to greet the class after the 
Christmas holidays. His subject last 
Sunday wus: “Turning the Search- 
light on the New Testament". This 
was the fourth lecture In the series 
on nihllcal Scholarship. 

Along about the fourth Century It 
hnd become definitely decided what 
should go into the Bible, so that sub- 
ject wns a closed Issue for the schol- 
ars of that time. Through the fourth, 
fifth, and sixth centuries the bead of 
tho church held authority by claiming 
to bo the mouthpiece of God. The 
authority of the Church and the Bible 
was unquestioned. It had been esta- 
blished by legal vote and by doctrinal 
conclusions. No one thought of any 
conflict between the human authority 
and the written word. The source 
was the name, the eannels were satis- 
factory, and so the output must be In 
harmony. 

In the latter days of tho Middle 
Ages came the Renaissance. The 
fall of Constantinople changed, the 
current of European history. The in 
vention of the printing press made 
possible the spread of printed knowl 
edge. Before that, a book wns a rare 
and costly thing. In the 14th century 
one monastery took sixty years to 
get out one copy of the Bible. The 
monks were efficient and their drafts 
manship was splendid, but the time 
eleniont added enormously to the 
value of any book produced that way. 
The printing press can run off 60,000 
copies of a book In a few days. With 
the advent of printing, the attitude 
toward written knowledge changed. 
The discovery of what Columbus 
thought wns a new world changed 
people's Ideas. A new spirit pervaded 
Europe. Erasmus began his work 
and Luther completed It. 

There wus a protest against the 
authority of the church because of 
the discovery of a clash between the 
church and the Bible. A problem arose 
when the church did something that 
was contrary to the Bible. It became 
necessary to accept as the final au- 
thority either one of the other. Thus 
the Reformation arose and Protestant- 
ism placed the emphasis on the final- 
ity of the authority of the Bible. 

No one at first thought of the In- 
fallibility of the Bible as of particular 
or necessary significance. Luther 
recognized the composite structure of 
the Bible, different parts of which 
had different values for different peo- 
ple. The authority and infallibility of 
the Bible were not linked up in any 
special way. They selected from the 
Bible particular portions which for 
them had special and final authority 
The important thing was that the 
Bible was the final authority. 

Next it became necessary to find 
out what the Bible had to Bay on any 
given subject. In comparing manu- 
scripts, no two copies were discovered 
that were exactly and entirely identi- 
cal. In the 15th century there were 
between 1,500 and 1,600 known copies 
of the Bible In existence in monaster- 
ies. There was nothing critical about 
the discrepancies, for very few people 
could read the Bible or anything else 
for that matter. Few people even had 
access to the Bible. For 150 years It 
was against the law to read the Bible. 
It was banned by legal edict in many 
places. In one city in Europe you 
could be put to death if you were 
caught with the Bible in your home. 
Of course the reason for all thiB was 
that there were plenty of authorities 
who did not want people quoting the 
Bible to annihilate their position on 
various subjects. The Bible was 
dangerous because it could be used 
against the authorities. Accordingly 
the Bible was secretly circulated, and 
very actively circulated, considering 
the difficulties involved. 

Finally King James immortalized his 
name by gathering together a commit- 
tee of scholars, who collected all the 
written available information about 
the Bible and prepared and trans- 
lated the Authorized Version, also 
known as the King James Version of 
the Bible. 

What was the original Bible like? 
John Stuart Mill wroto about the dis- 
crepancies. The uncials are the earl- 
iest manuscripts. These are 150 in 
number. All of them were written en- 
tirely in capital letters, and all of 
them were written between the fourth 
and seventh centuries. They are the 
nearest to original documents that we 
possess. Wo have no autograph copy. 
We do not possess Paul’s original let- 
ter to the Corinthians. The oldest 
manuscript yet discovered was writ- 
ten about 300 years after the cruci- 
fixion, and it Is a copy of a copy. It 
is not n copy of the origlnnl. From 
the seventh to the fourteenth centur- 
ies tho rest of the 1.600 copies of the 
Bible wero mude, but those are all in 
large and small letters. They are 
not all in capitals. 

About 60 years ago the Slnaitic 
uncial, the oldest manuscript of the 
Bible in existence, was discovered on 
the peninsula of Sinai. Tho investi- 
gator found 44 pages in a wastebusket. 
He was so excited that the monks 
would not let him tuko them. Lnter 
he returned with authority from the 
Czar of RusHiu to search further. 
After weeks of wasted effort, be wus 
rewarded by being shown tho very 
thing he wanted. This was a most 
valuable dlscovory. ami the Czur mude 
him a hereditary noble In IlUBsIn. 

Somo curious things liuvo happened 
to tho text of the Bible through the 
uges, as shown by the various addi- 
tions. Tile original texts of tho 
twenty oldest manuscripts out of the 
150 uncials agree in mentioning the 
Spirit, water, and blood in I John 
5:8. These three aspects of nature 
form the trilogy of body, mind, and 
spirit. All three parts of humanity 
bear witness to a knowledge of God. 
Tho physlcul is represented by tho 
body, the sociul by the emotions, und 
the spiritual by the Intuitions. A 
bishop of Spuin, In the latter purt of 
the fourth century, added something 
ubout the Father, Word, und Holy 
Ghost. There wus a big argument

going on at that time about the Trin- 
ity, and this bishop thought that he 
might help himself win the debate by 
adding that much to the Scripture. 
He found no definite reference to the 
Trinity elsewhere in the New Test- 
ament, so he proceeded to make a 
helpful reference. 

The thirty oldest documents omit 
the reference to the Kingdom at the 
end of the Lord’s Prayer. That was 
put in to help out tho claim of the 
church to dominion over the earth. 
This happened In tho early part of the 
fifth century. 

The closing chapter of Mark ended 
in the middle of the ninth verse. All 
the rest of the chapter was added 
during tho fifth or sixth century. It 
lookH as if what wus there originully 
did not suit somebody. There may 
have been some stutumeut ubout tho 
Resurrection which was displeasing to 
some persons in the sixth century, so 
the pussuge was rewritten in a more 
satisfactory form. 

Wo want to know what was tho 
teaching of Jesus and the response of 
His contemporaries. The luter addi- 
tions are ear marked. They wero 
put in because of a doctrinal signifi- 
cance, to back up somebody’s idea 
on church doctrine.

Henry Ford welcomes the New Year 
by spending millions In one advertis- 
ing campaign telling about his latest 
new car. His motto Is: “Have whnt 
people want; then let them know you 
have it.” 

A great system of street car and In- 
terurban lines, driven into a receiver- 
ship in New York State, is another 
reminder that the motor bus came to 
stay. 

Railroads that ignored and despised 
the motor bus, first, are now running 
buses of their own. In many States. 

Some roads, looking farther ahead, 
have started their own flying lines. 

A telegram from the "Stout Air 
Line” of Detroit tells of air rates from 
Detroit to Chicago reduced to only a 
little more than railroad fare, plus 
Pullman charge. 

Another telegram from the “Univer- 
sal Air Lines System" of Chicago, 
says: “Pilot Ray Fortner, In a tri- 
motor Fokker, carried 12 passengers 
and an assistant pilot from Chicago 
to Cleveland, 320 miles, in 97 minutes, 
two hundred and three miles an hour.

A most successful new venture of 
tho Norumbega Council, under the di- 
rection and management of tho Engle 
Scout Circle, was carried through last 
Saturday.

Patterson’s place, toh^ of our "New 
Caribbean Policies." Attention wus 
first drawn to that region by the dis- 
pute between Venezuela and British 
Guiana; and our consequent state- 
ment, that United States Interests 
were paramount there, that thoso 
countries must put us first, and fulfill 
ull financial obligations to Europeun 
powers, to prevent their finding un 
excuse to appear on our horizon, 
showed clearly our new duties as well 
as our new advantages. Recent de- 
velopments for thu good of ull in the 
region of thu West Indies would seem 
to prove that our policy has been 
fuliiy wise there. 

Miss Ellon C. Williams ussumed a 
very personal und informal point of 
view for her topic of "Our Brown Fil- 
ipino Neighbors," telling of what she 


had lenrned from a former Auburndale 
boy, Denn Worcester, who spent many 
a winter evening by her mother’s fire- 
side, telling vividly of his experiences 
In the Philippines, from student days, 
through various commissions under 
McKinley, to his final position as Sec- 
retary of the Interior. His great 
work accomplished, with schools and 
health measures, roads, and taming of 
wild tribes, made the Club proud that 
his boyhood was spent in Auburndale. 
A recent letter from Mrs. Worcester 
made clear that the majority of the 
natives do not desire self-government, 
with its attendant disadvantages. Un- 
der the new Governor, Davis, with his 
tactful helpful family, happy days are 
in prospect. 

The pleasure of the morning was 
greatly added to by the delightful 
singing by a friend of Mrs. Spauld- 
ing's, Mrs. Kingsville, from London, 
Ont., of two groups of songs.

It was refreshing to rend an Inaug- 
ural message ns substantial as that of 
Mayor Weeks. It was free from much 
of the usual bunk we often tlnd In 
such documents. There were no senti- 
mentalities. no gush and no drag- 
glng-ln of matters not of vital im- 
portance. I was about to say that It 
looked as If the Mnyor was an old 
hand at writing such messages, but 
the fact that he is a beginner ns chief 
of executive is the reason probably 
that he brings a different method of 
stating his views. 

Having served in the Board of Al- 
dermen for a number of years he was 
fortified with a knowledge that could 
be obtained only by actual contact 
with the problems of city management. 
Here, by the way. is an argument for 
tlie promotion of the right kind of Al- 
dermen to the oftlce of Mnyor and a 
sound one. too. One of Mayor Weeks 
capacity could not sit in the nlder- 
mnnic chamber without making men- 
tal notes of things that might well be 
done by a mayor. In consequence lie 
was prepared to give the illuminating 
message which he submitted. 

In my opinion the address gave us 
an index into the character of the 
Mayor. Although he received a large 
vote at the polls not all those who 
marked their ballots for him were in- 
timately acquainted with him. They 
had hopes and expectation, the sum 
total of which was that he was likely 
to make good. In reading the message 
the assurance came to me that the 
majority of the electorate had not 
misplaced their confidence. The way 
he tackled the job. if we may so de- 
scribe it. was sufficient to justify his 
election. A clear picture of Newton's 
condition, not colored with high-sound- 
ing phrases or touched-up with per- 
sonal references, is what the people 
got from Mayor Weeks' first public 
utterance. 

To me it was a solid document but 
not so ponderous but what it could be 
readily understood. I found no difficul- 
ty to grasping the Mayor's views. On 
the contrary I enjoyed reading every 
word. Not that I sought entertain- 
ment, but information. An admirable 
start and one that promises much for 
our city. 


Thnt is, I can't very well say. “don't 
be a critic” or "don’t wear a metal 
wrap." Yet I think I may say, "When 
you see a woman waving her arms 
look out for yourself". 


Before leaving the Mayor's office I 
must say that while I am not able to 
discuss the Mayor's opinions beyond 
what he has stated publicly, I can tell 
you something about his secretary, 
Mr. Dempsey. In fact I know Mr. 
Dempsey before he came to Newton. 
I would rather prefer to call him "Jim- 
mie”, but I suppose that is not a dig- 
nified thing to do. Still, we know 
each other pretty well. 

You see Mr. Dempsey was a news- 
paperman and one of the brightest 
and most Industrious that ever round- 
ed-out copy. And “Jimmie” has writ- 
ten a lot In his day, which is early yet, 
by the way. I first met him when he 
became attached to the State House 
News Service, which is an agency for 
supplying the routine news of the 
State House to the various daily news- 
papers of the State. 

"Jimmie” had yorked in the west- 
ern part of the State, learned Ills 
trade there as they say, and although 
new to Boston he wasn’t backward in 
picking-up the knack of legislative re- 
porting which has its complications. 
Like the products of the smaller news- 
paper offices Mr. Dempsey had been 
through about every phase of news- 
gathering. He had learned in Chicopee 
and Holyoke to jump from a solemn 
occasion to a busy night of police re- 
porting. Long hours were part of the 
business and so he was ready for the 
long grind of a session of the General 
Court. 

Out of our companionship there 
sprung a friendship which I value to 
a large degree. I have always found 
hint cheerful, alert, keen, obliging 
honest and considerate. There are 
many other good points, too, but I 
have embarassed him already and so 
I will stop right here, though not un- 
til I have ventured to say that he is 
an ideal man for the place as the peo- 
ple who call at the Mayor's office will 
find out for themselves. 


It's been n long time since there was 
so much talk over the reappointment 
of the director of the State Division of 
Fisheries and Game. And yet. If 1 
remember correctly, the present in- 
cumbent's predecessor was the storm- 
center of much public controversy, in 
the present instance the administra- 
tion of the office is the subject of 
sharp differences. One set of sports- 
men has one opinion and another set 
has still another opinion. Between the 
two there is no ground for the direc- 
tor to occupy. He must take a stand 
and this he has done. The Governor 
has, after waiting a number of weeks, 
decided the director should remain. 
Whichever course the Governor pur- 
sued he was sure to offend the oppo- 
site side. 

I was turning over in my mind what 
appeared to me the uselessness of 
such extended and bitter controversy 
over fish and game. A generous 
Providence, has placed upon the earth 
animals, birds and fish. They have 
their place. Some people think it 
glorious to study and observe the 
habits of wild life. I must confess that 
I am one of the number. Other peo- 
ple feel that there is great satisfac- 
tion in the slaughter of these animals 
and birds and the catching of fish. 
They find much enjoyment in shoot- 
ing, etc. It is their pastime, something 
to look forward to and make prepara- 
tions for with the purchase of firearms 
and other equipment. 

Hunters, however, are pnrt of the 
world's progress and the topic of 
song and story of the ages. It's some- 
thing that has always been and al- 
ways will be, I suppose. And yet thisr 
latter statement may be going a bit 
far. If we keep killing off birds and 
animals and catching fish, won't wild 
life, sooner or later, be exterminated? 
I have heard people who were not 
mushy over the thing say that our 
sportsmen are going a bit too far 
and a bit too fast. I caunot say, for 
I am not particularly well informed. 
I do think, however, that there is 
hardly the need of so much bitter 
wrangling over the conduct of the 
office of Director of the Division of 
^Fisheries and Game. The great out- 
doors, I had always thought, was a 
playground, not a battleground. 


With the thegtre patronage — that 
is, the legitimate stage performances 
— so uncertain I hesitate to say any- 
thing to discourage attendance. As 
far as that goes, what I shall describe 
could as well have happened in a 
movie house, a concert or lecture 
hall or even in a church. Therefore, 
let us think of the actual occurrence 
rather than the scene of the crime, 
for that's what it was, if you ask me. 

We not infrequently hear and reud 
about the sharp thrusts of dramatic 
critics and how they unhesitatingly 
condemn a show. Sometimes it is 3aid 
that “chickens come home to roost". 
But that would be putting it pretty 
strong in this case and certainly the 
punishment would be too severe. 

On the occasion in question a lira 
atic critic was occupying an aisle seat. 
Supposedly, he wus minding his own 
business and it made no difference 
whether he came to write a criticism 
or merely to see the play. I hope I 
make this clear in order that it may 
be plain that what occured was not 
the result of the fact that the man 
was a dramatic critic. He might huve 
been any other person as long as he 
occupied tile seat on the end of the 
row. Nevertheless, there he sat, and 
now observe what occurred. 

Down the aisle came two men and 
two women in evening clothes. The 
curtain had been lifted and although 
the usher was trying to show the four 
people their seats there seemed to be 
a misunderstanding. The woman who 
led the party wore u metal wrap, one 
• uf those dazzling and bewildering crea- 
tions tliut always command attention. 
She stopped in the uisle where Hhe 
could give orders to her companions, 
though why she should wish to boss 
them into their seuts I caunot say. 
Her - commands seem to demand thu 
site wave Iter arms, and tills she did. 
One of her gestures brought the end 
of tlie metal wrap ugalnst the right 
eye of the critic. The collision was 
so severe that it blinded him and it 
wus not until a week hud pussed tliut 
his eye became well uguiu. 

I haven't any moral to dwell upou. 


Will some one kindly tell me why 
the many inquires at the front door 
about the brand of this, that and the 
other commodity that is used? It's 
flattering, and yet it's mysterious. To 
have such a deep interest taken by 
strangers In one’s household affairs is 
enough to make one blush — not wijh 
anger but embarassment. The other 
day a young woman called and just 
Wanted to talk over the kind of — now 
what was it? Well, anyway, it was 
something used in cooking. She said 
she wasn't selling anything, but was 
getting up statistics. Seems the peo- 
ple she worked for were greatly con- 
cerned over the kind of — hang it all I 
can’t remember what it was — we were 
using. As far as I could figure she 
was there to put folks on the right 
track. But she said she was only 
collecting data and not interested in 
anything else. Well, if there is one 
thing that I'm not stingy about giving 
away that thing is data. Anybody who 
wants it can have all they want from 
me for the mere asking, especially if 
it happens to be a nice looking young 
woman who is conducting the quest. 

The most recent caller in this cam- 
paign of questioning was a young 
man who wanted to know what kind 
of flour was being used. I asked him 
to be explicit and If he was hinting at 
anything like a slice of bread and 
butter it would be a pleasure to hand 
him some. No. he wanted to get the 
name of our favorite kind of flour, 
which I gave him and for which he 
seemed very grateful. 

I suppose strangers have as much 
reason as one's friends for putting us 
through our paces. I know several 
people who say, “What kind of a ra- 
dio do you use?" and since I have 
been talking before the microphone I 
can honestly say. "All kinds". 

Another fellow will ask, “What kind 
of tooth paste do you use?" or, "what's 
your favorite shaving soap?” They’re 
liable to ask any old question about 
anything. I'm not a lot put out by 
this sort of thing, because if anybody 
wauls to take the trouble I'll be glad 
to tell them. What I can't just figure 
out is. what difference does it make — 
they all cost money.

the Weat Africa mission manned by 
the gruduato from Lincoln University. 
He noted the fact that the American 
Missionary Association avoids dupli- 
cation of effort. It seeks the solu- 
tion of the problems of tlie many 
races in our country, the 7,000,000 
"backward peoples." 

Referring to India, Dr. Eddy 
stressed the neod for a social program 
which would help tlie natives in their 
struggles toward normal living. He re- 
ferred to tlie seriousness of tlie debt 
situation where usurers demand 36 
percent interest und soon enslave 
whole villages. Against tills system 
the missionaries endeuvor to establish 
lower rutes and u better method of 
conducting business affairs. Thu 
government frequently co-operates in 
tlie establishment of schools and tile 
work Is expanding as is evidenced by 
new buildings. Agricultural training 
is especially successful. These im- 
mune and practical methods, though 
not showing many converts, exemplify 
thu Christian spirit of service tyid can 
not full to yield results. 

Turning to Jupun, he told of the re- 
murkuhle evangelistic uppeul being 
mude and regretted tliut retrench- 
ment prevented needed usslstuuce be- 


ing given to native churches. In Tur- 
key there has nevr been the opportun- 
ity now given to reach the children of 
the ruling clusses. Christian character 
Is being molded in the school and on 
the pluyground. 

Those open doors cull for expansion 
ami it is regrettable that there miisL 
he 10 percent cuts insteud of further 
development. Dr. Eddy urged the As- 
sociation to increase their gifts and 
have the joy of the giver.

Tlie first public luundrles ever eB- 
lithlfsliod were started in London in 
1833 us u means of preventing tlie 
spread of tlie Cholera epidemic then 
rugiug there. United States estab- 
lished modern power luuudries to 
combat tlie spread of dlseuse in 
Panama during cunut-bullding days in 
tlie zone. Laundries have now been 
established on all tlie navy’s lurger 
wur vessels for the sumo reason, dis- 
placing the old bund method formerly 
used. 
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Noted Educator To 
Speak At Newtonville 

Dr. .1. L. Htunrt Of Poking Coining 
Sunday Morning 


At the Central Congregational 
Church, Newtonville, on Sunday morn- 
ing, January 19, at eleven o’clock, Dr. 
John Leighton Stuart of Peking, 
Chinn, will address the congregation. 
Dr. Stuart is the son of missionaries 
to China. He is an educator of the 
first rank, and his wisdom and sym- 
pathy have made him greatly loved by 
the Chinese. His courage and states 
manshlp In building and developing 
Yenchlng University while civil war 
raged in China Is notable. Dr. Stuart 
was called to be President of Yench 
lng University In 1920. He was the 
first president of that University fol- 
lowing the uniting of four schools of 
different denominations In and near 
Peking. 

The University has always enjoyed 
the support of the Chinese government 
and, soon after the appointment of Dr. 
Stuart to the presidency of the Uni- 
versity, the then Peking government 
conferred on him the Third Degree of 
Chla Ho, or Order of Merit, a decora- 
tion given to few foreigners and the 
Brat, it Is said, to a missionary educa- 
tor.

Mrs. Talbot then in- 
ti oduced Dr. Sara M. Jordan, head of 
the Gustro-Enterology Department of 
tlie Lahey Clinic in Boston, who spoke 
on “The Relation of the Gastro-Intes- 
tinal Tract to Health." By means of 
a chart Dr. Jordan showed the loca- 
tion of the organs of this intestinal 
tract and very concisely described 
their various functions in health and 
what happens when these normal 
functions are. disturbed. She spoke 
of the balanced diet which every 
household should stress today. This 
highly organized intestinal tube is 
subject to t lie control of the nervous 
system. Hence the Importance of eat- 
ing amid happy surrouudiugs and 
slowly, thus helping it to do its duty. 
Dr. Jordan answered many questions 
and the large audience showed their 
appreciation of the rare opportunity 
to hear this noted specialist. At the 
lose of the lecture a delicious 
luncheon was served in the nurses' 
dining room under the direction of 
Mrs. F. S. Webster and Mrs. C. P. 
Hall. 


In the first of a course of six public 
lectures on “What Is Happening to 
Religion?" Tuesday night. In Newton 
Centre, Dr. Albert C. Dieffenbach, 
Editor of the Christian Register and 
minister of the Unitarian Church of 
Newton Centre, told a large audience 
how mankind got religion. He said 
what people believe and what they 
worship is their own hard-won con- 
ception of Reality, and this has been 
true from the beginning of the race. 

Dr. Dieffenbach told a story, which 
he made the key to his whole course 
of thought, of a frontiersman in the 
state of Tennesse in the time of An- 
drew Jackson, the ideal of the dem- 
ocracy. A Calvinistic lecturer was dis- 
coursing before an eager company in 
a school house on his system of doc- 
trine, and reached his climax by de- 
claring that the dogma that God by 
his sovereign decree called certain 
persons to life eternal and certain 
other persons to quite the reverse. 
The frontiersman arose and said, “Do 
I understand the speaker aright 
when he says that God. of his own 
decree, calls some people to eternal 
salvation and condemns others to 
eternal death?" “Yes'', replied the lec- 
turer. “you heard me aright." “Well", 
said the frontiersman, "do the peo- 
ple have anything to say about it?" 
"No!" said the lecturer. “Well,” said 
the frontiersman, “then it will never 
do in these days of the Jacksonian 
democracy, because the people won't 
stand for it” 

People, said Dr. Dieffenbach. will 
have to give their consent to any reli 


that values are enriched and the in- 
clusion of society Is kept in view. 

Among human beings there are 
some whose religion Is as mean as 
that of Babbitt, who Is satisfied with 
wheedling good things from a great 
Provider: but others rise to a concept 
of their possible identity with the 
Ovorsoul who is Holiness and Per- 
fection. 

Dr. Dieffenbach said he did not 
understand how Mr. Mencken could 
find fault with such a reasonable idea 
of religion, but nevertheless Mr. 
Mencken says that "on the whole, 
religion is a curse to the human race, 
even when It is relatively mild and 
decent.” He would like to see religion 
extirpated, fn this attitude Harold J. 
Laski joins, but he Is not hopeful that 
the power of religious organization 
will "diminish at any great rate.” Dr. 
I-aski thinks that religion is a good 
thing, in a way, for the half educated 
masses in an industrial civilization, 
but he doubts that people of intellig- 
ence have any need of or use for it. 

But against this debits is the fact, 
that from earliest known records to 
the highest personal examples in to- 
day's civilization religion has been 
present. The anthropologist brings 
out of his many races and peoples one 
single report. — they are all religious. 
Their motive is self-preservation: 
what they seek is more life! In their 
primal ignorance they sense their in- 
sufficiency against the forces about 
them, and seek aid, in the spirit of 
dependence upon a power or powers 
outside them to save them and give 
them life. This sense of dependence 
has never left the race or the indivi- 
dual. and the variation in the ex- 
pression af dependence does not at- 


gion which is of any use to them, for ter the essential reality of the fact 
without their consent religion is of [ itself.

Charles Francis Potter: "Religion is ness. He needs help. Evil things that 


the endeavor of divided and incom- 
plete human personality to attain 
unity and completion, usually but not 
necessarily by seeking the help of an 
ideally complete divine person or per- 
sons." The religions of the world 
have grown out of these endeavors, 
and the great religious leaders are 
those who out of the travail of their 
divided personalities “have given 
birth to some unifying concept of life, 
a new interpretation of ail existence, 
a new religion." But in its real orig- 
in. religion was a simpler, more natu- 
ral expression. Iu fact, according to 
Dr. Dieffenbach. religion in principle 
begins with the animal, because reli- 
gion is first of all the "impulse to self- 
preservation", as George Foot Moore 
says. From the least of creeping 
things, which when you touch it with 
a stick, gathers itself into a tiuv bail 
around its vital parts, to the great 
soul, say the Christ, serving humani- 
ty. self-preservation is the principle, 
enlarging from the mere saving of 
the physical life to the disregard of 
the body in the passion for the salva- 
tion of the race: that is. from the 
rudest self-interest to the all-inclusive 
and cooperative struggle for mankind. 
Self-preservation is the constant prin- 
ciple from the least living thing in 
the soil to the divinest creative soul: 
the difference growing in the degree 


befall him he would ward off. prevent; 
the good he would do, he must have 
some power to understand, thus to 
help him to his self-realizatioo. He 
cannot live alone. One man is no 
man. 

In this common experience, man 
makes his God, or his gods, to meet 
his necessities. Dr. Dieffenbach 
traced the five stages in the develop- 
ment of the god-idea, beginning with 
the mana. tne impersonal something 
which gave success to personality, 
and which is most nearly related to 
what today we call "it”. The next 
stage was animism, or the individual 
spirits of nature and of human emo- 
tion and desire. The third order made 
its gods personal by deifying great 
human characters who gave the world 
unifying spiritual principles. In the 
fourth development, the gods are no 
longer many, nor are they human, but 
God is Spirit, ineffable and one. trans- 
cending all things and immanent in 
the world. Today, said Dr. Dieffen- 
bach, in what is called humanism 
there is a probable fifth stage of de- 
velopment in religion, in which man 
is frankly conceived as making his 
own God out of his experience and 
aspiration. He projects what he 
does and dreams, and makes that an 
objective reality of infiuite glory and

Mr. Clayton Hoyt, 
with a group of his musical friends, 
rendered a very fine program a few 
Sundays ago. 

Mr. Clyde G. Hess, Camp Director, 
\ (sited Camp Day last Monday and 
reported that because of the mild 
weather the lake is not yet frozen 
ever. The Camp Committee are meet- 
ing regularly every month making 
plans for the 1930 season. One of the 
new features will be a room, which 
is now in the process of construction, 
which the boys, under the direction of 
the nature study councillor will create 
into a flue museum. Other improve- 
ments are under consideration. The 
registrations are already coming in in 
good numbers.

Sometimes a disagreeable duty, like 
fame, Is thrust upon us. In fact it 
is much more likely that we will be 
called upon to do that which really Is 
| distasteful than achieve marked dls ; 
tlnctlon. So after all, the comparison 
isn’t so good, but I Just happened to 
think of the famous quotation and at 
first it seemed to fit. 

What I am driving at is the foolish 
idea that we often get about certain 
things. Suppose we say, “I wouldn't 
do that for the world”. Well, we really 
think we wouldn’t. It may be an un- 
pleasant, though necessary, shopping 
errand or possibly it is acting on a 
committee to raise funds or anything 
that seems a mean task. Few escape, 
no matter how resolute they may ap- 
pear — to themselves. 

I have always studiously avoided 
carrying a large traveling bag in a 
street car. There are those who en- 
joy it, or pretend to. Some people 
1 can toss a large grip in the narrow 
aisle of a crowded trolley car and pay 
not the slightest attention when other 
passengers are forced to hurdle it. 
Frequently these unconcerned bag- 
owners provide themselves with some 
sort of reading matter in which they 
seem to be deeply engrossed. By fix- 
ing their eyes on the pages of a book 
or newspaper they don’t have to face 
the ugly glare of the man or woman 
who has barely side-stepped a tumble. 

For years I had admired and envied 
the individual who could assume the 
air of a stockholder and take up a sec- 
tion of the vestibule of a car with one 
or more suitcases. I will admit that I 
secretly wished for the nerve to under- 
take that very thing. But it has been 
i a lack of courage that has held me 
hack. Still, as I said in the beginning, 
sometimes those jobs are thrust upon 
us. A man, with his wife and two 
children, got on the car. They are 
acquaintances of mine. I might have 
said friends but for this happening. 

At any rate this man remarked, 
"Look out for this bag, will you, while 
I take care of my folks.” He pro- 
ceeded to the front of the car and left 
me in the rear vestibule to guard a 
huge leather bag. Of course it had 
to be a car upon which everybody 
1 sought to ride. In other words the 
whole place was packed. Imagine how 
kindly the other passengers felt tow- 
ard the owner of a piece of baggage 
that occupied the same amount of 
room as would three people. They 
thought me the owner, for he re- 
mained forward. 

| There I stood guard over some- 
body else's property and receiving the 
sharp, yes, nasty looks of a lot of 
people. I at first thought it was good 
training for me since it would make 
me brave in the face of public critic- 
ism. Soon that feeling left me and 
I was merely the object of contempt. 
I could stand the severe glances but 
when they came to making jibes und 
comments I lost my nerve completely. 
I wanted to shout, “This isn’t mine; 
j I was forced into this unpleasant po- 
! sitlon”. That would have made bad 
matters worse, so I just "went 
through” and took it on the chin. 

I might add, "Never again”, but that 
I would be futile, I am sure. Instead I 
will say, “Not If I see them first”, 
meaning those who may want to make 
a parcel custodian of me. 

A group of individuals have been 
found by State authorities to be en- 
joying a tat living off the contribu- 
tions of the public which were in- 
tended for charitable purposes. It is 
one of these tricks that are exposed 
regularly but which are no less con- 
temptible. Somehow it seems a sim- 
ple matter to deceive people in this 
regard. I suppose it is because most 
folks are tender-hearted and want to 
do good. They have never thought 
of organizing their charities and so 
, when a plausible person happens along 
they gladly hand over some small 
change. It is the sum total that counts, 
of course, and when a large number 
of unsuspecting souls have had 
their hearts touched and responded 
with money the swindlers have 
profited to a large degree. 

We can talk a great deal about 
being systematic and sensible in giv- 
ing alms, but we find ourselves all up- 
set when what appears to be a partic- 
ularly worthy case happens along. A 
call to the front door may find there 
a woman with a pitiful story and some 
useless articles for sale. We have a 
feeling all the time that we are vic- 
tims of an unscrupulous faker but 
nevertheless we say, “Well, the poor 
thing probably noeds the money and 
1 happened to have 25 cents and I 
gave it to her”. 

Now how are you going to straight- 
en this out? You cannot suggest to 
your friends that they harden their 
hearts. And it is equnlly difficult to 
urge them to cross-examine the people 
who tell hard-luck stories. You are 
well aware that if you should demand 
a complete story from some miserable 
looking creature that they would come 
across with a tale that had been well 
rehearsed and which would drag tears 
from a traffic cop. No, you cannot be 
hard-boiled in these matters us much 
as you want to protect yourself from 
swindlers. 

Organized charity is. of course, the 
proper method, hut some people know 
so much better, or think they do, that 
they prefer to hand out trifling 
amounts to unauthorized collectors. 
Then thoy sit buck and make them- 
selvus believe they liuvo done some 
charitable deed.

This Winter, I suppose, will offer a 
harvest for the genteel crooks who 
will describe their "sufferings” und 
those of their "families” und complain 
that there is no work. These stories 
have a familiar sound. Some of them 
have been repeated so many times 
tliut In telling them the “touch artist” 
has acquired a facility of stylu that 
would make an actor envious. I know 
many casus where a pathetic plight 
has %oen eloquently described — so 
smoothly in fact thut u man who was 
never known to separate himself from 
a tlve-cent piece has almost cried 111 
sy input hy und yielded up his good 
coin. 


The worst part of the whole busi- 
ness is that there is a possibility the 
yarn may be true. Usually it is false 
still there is the lingering feeling that 
one may he refusing charity where 
there is actual distress. One counsels 
oneself, "I couldn't bear to refuse, and 
yet I have an idea that the man was 
lying all the time”. 

If it is true that there are almost 
certain to be many calls for charity 
during the next few months I believe 
that we owe it to ourselves to form a 
sort of protective society. We cannot 
call the police and order some wretch 
arrested, but we can make out a list 
of places where we may give money 
with assurance that it is going to do 
good. Then we will have the satis- 
faction of having done something 
creditable without the misgiving that 
our confidence has been abused. 

It seems to me that there are social 
agencies who know so much better 
than we do where to place donations 
of money, food and clothing. The 
lirst name that occurs to me is the 
Newton Welfare Bureau. One has 
only to talk with those in charge at 
the bureau’s office to learn where one’s 
charity may be properly bestowed. 
And of course there are others like the 
Salvation Army, the Morgan Memo- 
rial and numerous others. Any of 
these may be consulted. I believe in 
taking up such mutters with our own 
Newton Welfare Bureau which is 
striving to do the very best for the 
most worthy. Any deserving case 
will be promptly considered and just- 
ly and liberally dealt with and with- 
out delay. As soon us swindlers 
learn that they cannot obtain money 
by tricks and lies the better for the 
people who are actually in want and 
whose condition demands generous 
relief. 


For no good reason at ull I am 
going to devote u few lines of vuluable 
space to a discussion of a question 
which was u few moments ugo brought 
to me for a decision. The argument 
concerned the greatest isissible waste 
of time ever indulged in by human 
beings or. more properly the greatest 
obstacle to ever getting anywhere.

I don't believe it is necessary for me 
to amplify the idea which I am trying 
to palm off on you. dear readers, but 
I will say this. 

If you want to do anything, to go 
anywhere or to be anyone, here is a 
formula which I guarantee will effect- 
ually and positively, to say nothing of 
absolutely, prevent you from ever get- 
ting what you desire.

NATHAN FULLER CHAP. D. R. 


The Mather Class 


“The Thinking Machine” was the 
subject of the lecture by Prof. Klrtley 
F. Mather last Sunday morning before 
file Mather Class nt Its regular week- 
ly meeting at the Newton Centre Wo- 
man’s Cluli House. 

This lecture wus the fourth In the 
series on "The Trend In Science.” Tim 
particular phase of science covered 
by “The Thinking Machine" was the 
human brain and Its functions ns In- 
vestigated for many years by Prof. 
Mather’s friend, C. J. Herrick, whoso 
hook by the same name came out last 
year. 

The old way to Btudy mental proc- 
esses was to examine the monkevs, 
the white mice, and guinea pigs. 
That was thought to be the proper 
way to learn about human Intelligence. 
We know better now. We study man 
in order to find out how the human 
mind operates. The white mice are 
still helpful, but that is all. A study 
of any particular animal may reveal 
what is the common possession of all 
animals as well as the unique pos- 
session of that special species, but it 
will not disclose what is unique about 
man. Psychologists are frequently be- 
haviorists because they arc so stead- 
ily and persistently engaged in study- 
ing the qualities and characteristics 
of man us illustrated by the way he 
acts. The scientist studies the atom 
and the star in the same way. He 
notes its action when it moves. He 
determines its weight, which is its 
action when gravity operates on it. 
Thus we study iiuman behavior. 

Dr. Herrick Is an old friend of Prof. 
Mather and Ills researches constituted 
the main theme of this locture. 

Dr. Herrick Is a neurologist. For 
ten years lie dissected and studied the 
brains and nervous systems of mice 
and raccoons. Then for ten or fifteen 
years ho studied human nerves and 
brains. Ho is not a psychologist be- 
cause he dissects dead brains, where- 
as the psychologist studies the brains 
of living creatures to see how their 
lives are affected. 

The human brain Is different in im- 
portant physical respects from the 
brain of any other animal. As we 
move up in the scale of animals, we 
find that the brain progresses or in- 
creases in complexity and refinement, 
until we come to the human brain, 
which is the most complicated of all. 

The human brain is a dual machine. 
The two parts are distinct, but they 
are related physically. 

These two parts are called the old 
brain and the new brain. The old 
brain was used for tens of millions of 
years. The now brain has been in ex- 
istence for only a few million years, 
and that is only one-tenth as long as 
the old brain has been in use. This 
new brain is sort of a modern improve- 
men t. 

The old brain is the portion which 
we share with all other animals. Some 
fishes have merely a nerve center like 
the nerve center in a man’s thumb 
or wrist, hut they have nothing bet- 
tor to answer for a brain. Other fishes 
have a better development, almost the 
rudimentary beginning of a brain. All 
tile reptiles, birds, and mammals have 
the same brain as our old brain. In 
man It is no more important than in 
tlie great apes and many other mam- 
mals. Tills part of the brain receives 
impressions from the outside world 
and provides the instructive impulses 
and animal instincts. Its response to 
outside stimuli is almost wholly au- 
tomatic. It has no powers of selec- 
tion. Impressions crowd in and com- 
mands go out in mechanical fashion. 
Your hand accidentally touches a hot 
stovo and Is quickly snatched away. 
Any animal will act the same way. 

The new brain is the cerebral cortex. 
This is sort of an envelope or layer 
outside of and on top of the old brnin. 
Some other animals, like the monkeys, 
elephants, some birds, etc., have this 
as well as man, but man’s cortex dif- 
fers iu degree, if not in kind, from ail 
others. It Is larger, both actually and 
in proportion to the size of his body. 
The cortex of the animals is much 
smaller and fur less impressive. The 
cortex came into existence at the time 
the Appalachian Mountains crumpled 
up at tlie close of the Paleozoic Era 
of geologic time. That is one-teutli 
the way hack to the origin of the 
earth. The cortex is thus a new and 
important addition to man’s physical 
equipment. 

Dr. Herrick claims to lie a mechan- 
ist but not a materialist. He regards 
religion as important and considers it 
harmful to impair any spiritual values. 
Perhaps we might call him a neo-me- 
chnnist. the newer type of mechanist. 
His own definition of his position Is 
that everything performs work by 
natural agencies In accordance with 
natural laws. Prof. Mather prefers the 
older definition of man as an organ- 
ism rather than a machine. Dr. Her- 
rick calls man a living machine. 

Emergent evolution is the theory 
that new conditions nnd new laws, 
not operative before are appearing 
now and then, and that everything 
was not predetermined and foreor- 
dained in tho beginning. 

The old mechanistic view was that 
If man had all the fucts about part of 
tlie history of mankind, he could fore- 
tell all the rest of it. Just tlie same us 
the clock. If you know all about It 
and watch it for ten minutes, you 
can tell wliat it will do thereafter for 
the time tlie machine runs, barring ac- 
cidents. Emergent evolution holds 
that you canpot tell from tlie past 
what is going to liappen in tho future. 
It will lie tlie result of what lias gone 
before, hut it will lie something new. 
Piedeterminisni bus gone. By the 
uction of tlie atoms of hydrogen and 
oxygen before the creation of tlie first 
living cell, you could not predict what 
tlie animals were going to do when 
they got here. You could not predict 
tlie possibilities of tlie cortex by what 
tlie animals accomplished.

Reservation 

Last Saturday evening at the Nob- 
scot Reservation was the scene and 
time of a fine get-together of Scouts 
and leaders there for an over-night 
hike.

Daily, too, he makes the rounds of 
the several feeding and suet stations, 
to replace the food which the many 
hungry birds there eat In a single 
day. 

The cabins of Troops 2 and 15, 
Auburndale, are hastening towards 
completion, in a spirit of friendly riv- 
alry between the two Troops in that 
village. 

The work on the hillside shelter of 
tlie Highlands Troops, which they | 
will have In addition to the big log 
cabin which was completed last fall, 
lias been held up on account of the 
weather.

Furthermore many do not receive jail sen- 
tences at all. A life is a life, whether it be taken by a drunken 
driver or by a bullet from a gun in the hands of a drunken man.

Rules Committee to urge favorable ac- 
tion on his resolve. He pointed out 
that there are numerous highway safe- 
ty measures and similar proposals be- 
fore the Legislature and stated that 
for this reason a general Investigation 
was fully warranted. The resolve of- 
fered by Senator Hollis reads as fol- 
lows: 

"Resolved, That a special unpaid 
commission to consist of one mem- 
ber of the senate to be designated by 
the president thereof, two members 
of the house of representatives to be 
designated by the speaker thereof, one 
member to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor and the contmisloner of pub 
lie works, is hereby established to in- 
vestigate and report on what meas 
tires should be taken to promote safe- 
ty upon the highways of the common 
wealth. The commission shall study 
and investigate the existing systems 
of traffic control, signal light systems, 
the regulation of pedestrian traffic, the 
problems connected with the police 
regulation of traffic, the regulations 
of the speed of motor vehicles on 
through ways and In congested dis- 
tricts and whatever other related mat- 
ters in its opinion may be pertinent 
thereto. 

“Said commission shall be provided 
with quarters at the state house or 
elsewhere, shall hold hearings, and 
may expend after an appropriation 
has been made, for clerical and other 
services and expenses, such sums, not 
exceeding, in the aggregate, ten thous- 
and dollars, as may be approved by 
the governor and council. The com- 
mission shall report to the general 
court the results of its investigations 
and its recommendations, if any, to- 
gether with drafts of legislation neces- 
sary to carry its recommendations in- 
to effect, by filing the same with the 
clerk of the house of representatives 
not later than the first Wednesday in 
December in the current year.” 

it has been referred to the Com- 
mitee on Highways and Motor Ve- 
hicles. 

A petition has been received front 
the Newton City Employes, by A. L. 
Moriarty. president, for legislation 
relative to the retirement system for 
employes of the city of Newton. It 
has been referred to the Committee 
on Pensions. The resolve reads as 
follows: 

“Section 1. Section six of chapter 
three hundred and fifty-five of the 
acts of nineteen hundred and twenty- 
eight is hereby amended by striking 
out tlie word 'three' iu the last line 
and inserting In place thereof the 
word: — five, — so that the last para- 
graph of said section will read as fol- 
lows: — The total pension of any mem- 
ber payable under the provisions of 
this section shall not, however, ex- 
ceed one half of his average annual 
regular conpensation during the five 
years immediately preceding his re- 
tirement, nor shall the total pension 
of any member who has fifteen or 
more years of tolal creditable service 
be less titan an amount which, added 
to his annuity, shall make his total 
retirement allowance equal to five 
hundred dollars per annum. 

"Section 2. Ttiis act shall take ef- 
fect upon its acceptance during the 
current year by the mayor and board 
of aldermen of the city of Newton, 
subject to tlie provisions of its char- 
ter, but not otherwise." 

City Solicitor Joseph W. Bartlett 
appeared at a hearing before tlie Com- 
mittee on Legal Affairs last Wednes- 
day to oppose a hill offered by Pres. 
Caspar O. Bacon of the Senate which 
would allow municipalities to settle 
moral claims against tlie city if ap- 
proved by tlie Mayor. City Solicitor 
and the Director of the State Division 
of Accounts. Senator Bacon's idea was 
to reduce the number of spe- 
cial hills the General Court is 
culled upon to consider each year in 
the matter of claims against munici- 
palities. Mr. Bartlett pointed out that 
such legislation might reduce the num- 
ber of special bills filed with the Leg- 
islature hut it would cause thousands 
of claims to he brought against the 
city. He warned the committee that 
such legislation would be unwise and 
would he of no benefit to any munici- 
pality hut quite the contrary.

Daniel Hosknr of 2 Paris street, 
Needham, was sentenced to sorve six 
months In Jail by Judge Sisk lu tho 
Superior Court at Cambridge on Mon- 
day. Hosknr wns tho driver of a car 
which lilt and killed Edward T. 
O'Neil of Washington terrace, N.ow- 
tonvllie, on tlie night of December 10. 
O’Neil, a Newtonvllle automobile re- 
pair man. had boon driving ills car to 
Wnltliam and bail stopped it on Wal- 
tham street. West Newton, to remove 
a tire chain. While engaged In tills 
task tlie car owned by Heskur came 
along nnd struck O'Neil. Heskar wns 
arrested charged with driving while 
under the Influence of liquor, driving 
so ns to endanger tlie lives nnd safe- 
ty of the public, manslaughter and 
drunkenness. He claimed that an- 
other car had forced him onto O’Neil. 
Ho was found guilty on tho first three 
charges nnd sentenced to six months 
on each, but the sentences will be 
served concurrently. Tho drunkenness 
charge was placed on file. 

A muskrat trap set nt tho shore of 
the Charles River nt the rear of 
Wyoming road. Newtonville. cap- 
tured a victim Monday afternoon. But 
not a muskrat. The cruel Jaws of the 
trap closed on a paw of a large Ger- 
man shepherd dog. Fortunately, for 
the dog. a small boy happened along 
and discovered the plight of the ani- 
mal. Ho notified M^s. Wilson McCabe 
of Wyomnig road and she telephoned 
police headquarters. Patrolmen Kil- 
main and McGrath were sent to the 
scene and they released the dog front 
the trap. 

Another raid in West Newton was 
made by Serg. Moan and a squad of 
police on Sunday night at the home 
of Frank Castagnino, 181 River street.

10. Barr was appointed a member 
of tlie reserve force of tlie police de- 
partment two years ago. 

Moncena Berry of 2 Wyoming road, 
Newtonvllle was arrested Tuesday 
night by Special Officer Feeley and 
Patrolman Murphy charged with hav- 
ing cashed a worthless check at the 
store of William Perlmutter in Nonan- 
tum. When tlie two policemen arrived 
at Berry’s home tlie latter was not 
there to meet them so the officers 
waited around.

Berry 
will he tried January 26. 

In the Newton court on Wednesday

Three offenders against automobile 
laws were treated leniently in the 
Newton court on Wednesday. Each 
had the charge against him placed on 
file. Richard Nugent of Natick 
charged with speeding, Jacob Wielnv 
of Dorchester who failed to stop be- 
fore entering Washington street and 
Carmine Piantedosi of 154 Chapel 
street, Nonautum who parked his cur 
within 20 feet of a street corner were 
the three fortunate individuals.

According to several witnesses Mc- 
Ginn was driving rapidly, the lights on 
ills car wore not on, and he speeded 
away after lie hit the woman. As 
he was driving away the number on 
his car was obtained by Mrs. Francis 
Mason of Newtonvllle avenue. New- 
ton and tlie police notified. Inspector 
King and Special Ofllcer Feeley of 
tlie Newton police testified that when 
they went to McGinn's home and ar- 
rested him shortly after tlie accident, 
he appeared to have been drinking. 

McGinn was charged with going 
away after causing injury to a per- 
son without making himself known. 
If found guilty of this charge a jnil 
sentence would have been mandatory. 
After tlie witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion had testified. Judge llacoii called 
a recess of tlie court and held a con- 
ference witli the police and Attorney 
James I*. Gallagher, who represented 
the defendant. Following this con- 
ference the more seriotiH charge of 
going away after an accident without 
revealing ills identity was dismissed 
and tho new churgo of reckless driv- 
ing entered. McGinn pleaded not 
guilty but accepted the finding of 
guilty.

THAT FENCE AGAIN 


January 16, 1930. 

To tlie Editor, 

Denr Sir: 



ROTARY CLUB 


Our rosldenca of four years on tho 
rim of tlie High School Cnmpus In 
Newtonvllle has been — on the whole — 
a very pleasant one. Our neighbors 
have been friendly and gracious, and 
we hnvo loved tho healthy freshness 
and henuty of High School boys and 
girls from one season's end to an- 
other. 

Also we have gloried in tlie color- 
ful high spirits, the tumult and the 
shouting — and above all in the whole- 
some community-spirit evident when 
the whole region seemed to gather 
outside nnd inside the fluttering can- 
vas walls to witness various games. 
What days they wore, and bow they 
renewed our faith in the good will and 
good sense of the human family! 
Folks gathered along our street, — 
papas, ntanins, boys and girls In cars 
and afoot. They had paid no admis- 
sion. but they were evidently welcome 
— as we seemed to be also on our 
north sun-porch. No policeman or 
town father ever appeared to drive 
us off, and we had enjoyed the feel- 
ing that Newtonvllle was being made 
more coherent as a community in that 
normal human way. To be sure we 
luid thought that nothing less than a 
Ring! ing Brothers Circus tent could 
keep us from seeing something of the 
games, but our wildest speculations 
never included a hint of what is hap- 
pening now. 

A fence that might have been de- 
signed for a prison camp by Deputy 
Sheriff Bugs Whalem of Sandy Gulch, 
Montana, assisted by the village hard- 
ware store-keeper, has appeared on 
the edge of our peaceful street of 
homes. 

Your editorial, "A Ridiculous 
Fence,” gave me a hopeful start for 
we had felt, from its first appearance, 
that It fitted no picture we had ever 
seen anywhere near this neighborhood 
and that it would just naturally be 
resented right off the map by city 
Fathers, Mothers. Sisters, Cousins, 
Aunts and other relations. 

What was my surprise then to see 
that you, Mr. Editor, share Bug Wha- 
lem’s ideas and would add cruelty to 
ugliness, injury to Insult, and make 
this fence really function like thut 
around a prison camp! (Or were you 
joking?) Barbed wire! No tough 
fisted, hard-boiled circus foreman ever 
used barbed wire to keep small boys 
out of a circus. Barbed wire Is for 
No-man's Land and prison enclosures. 
Of course, It does belong on a fence 
of this type, but must we conform so 
stupidly? Why not paint the fence 
red, white and blue, — hang baubles 
on it nt intervals, and festoon it with 
tinsel from our Christmas trees? Then 
It would have some relation to youth 
and gayety. It would also make your 
barbed wire function more successful- 
ly, for, look you, when Pupa, Mama 
and the Children are struggling with 
the barbed wire (cleverly concenled 
under tinsel and stuff) you could sly- 
ly bring up guards (coast guards, per- 
haps) with machine guns and mow 
down the miscreants! 

How do we get this way? Does any- 
one really think that this Is a crim- 
inal community? Have we gone ugly 
over night? 

Ever since we’ve been here, we've 
noticed strange doings on the Campus. 
We've seen a winding silver thread of 
a brook covered over and made into 
a sewer (now avenged by stagnunt 
puddles that cannot be managed save 
by more sewers). 

We've seen a lovesonte clump of 
trees that invited countless birds up- 
rooted and destroyed, and we've seen 
a graceful hillside chewed out by 
burking steam shovels and dynamite 
so that a region once natural and 
graceful Is now an artificial thing of 
flut planes, angles and puddles. 

We’ve not seriously questioned all 
this, for the atmosphere about us Is 
ho normal and human that we’ve just 
naturally had faith in whatever might 
happen. Also we’ve heard plans dis- 
cussed for an athletic field and sta- 
dium as attractive as the High School 
pupils themselves. That was reassur- 
ing! 

But this fence rouses us! We are 
alarmed! 

If we are to have a penitentiary 
fence designed by Bugs Whalem per- 
haps that worthy has planned all the 
"Improvements” so slowly developing 
on the High School grounds. If this 
fence is u coherent part of the whole 
scheme, we can expect soon to see 
the doors and windows barred, those 
lovely boys and girls in stripes with 
shaved heuds and Bugs himself boss- 
ing the place with a riot gun! How 
come?

ns the speaker of the afternoon. 

Mrs. Jones, who is a member of the 
Society, spoke on her recent visit 
in Jerusalem while on a trip througli 
tlte Holy Land. Her party entered 
the Temple Area, which is the Jeru- 
salem of the Bible, from the north 
by tlie Damascus gate, and stopped at 
tlie Notre Dame de France Hospice 
which is run by Monks. Ever moving 
crowds of people on foot and heavily 
laden donkeys which seem to have 
right of way fill the narrow streets 
of the city, which are lined with 
stands where fruits and vegetables 
are sold and where food is cooked on 
braziers. Scarves, cards, beads, Test- 
aments and other souvenirs are sold 
at an American colony store. 

Tlie Mosque of Omar Is one of the 
attractions in tlie Mohammedan quar- 
ter of tlie city. This Mosque is also 
known as the Dome of the Rock. An 
interesting old legend places the cen- 
ter of the earth on the huge rock 
underneath this dome and also marks 
it as the spot from, which tlie clay 
was taken for the creation of Adam. 

Easter Sunday Mi's. JoueH attended 
tlie Church of the Holy Sepulchre, 
which is located in tlie Christian sec- 
tion of the city. Here she stood on 
tlie spot where so long ago the wo- 
men stood and watched Nlcodemus 
anuoint the body of Jestfs, John 
19:38-40, and saw the long procession 
of men in glittering garments and car- 
rying swords, tlie high dignitaries of 
tlie Church in white satin robes em- 
broidered in gold, and the gowned 
choir singing such wonderful music. 

The Wailing Wall which figured not 
long ago in the uprisings In Jerusa- 
lem is located in tlie Jewish section 
of tho city and is part of Solomon’s 
Temple. A good many beggars are 
found here. 

Two subterranean tructs were vis- 
ited, the one Solomon's stables, a vast 
chamber with large pillars supporting 
the roof, and tlte other, Solomon’s 
quarries where, without doubt, the 
stones for the temple were obtained. 
Here the stone is milk white and can 
easily be cut with a knife before ex- 
posure to tho outside air. 

The speaker was much impressed 
by tho fourteen Stations of the Cross 
which extend from the Chupel of tho 
Crowning with thorns to the Holy 
Sepulchre. 

With a background of years of In- 
tensive study. Mrs. Jones made this 
trip to the Holy Land where she vis- 
ited many places already familiar to 
her through tills study uml she lias 
brought back firsthand information 
which she is glad to puss on to otliors 
less fortunuto. While in Chattanooga, 
Tenn., a few weoks ago, she spoke 
of her trip before one of tlie Junior 
High Schools. ' As a part of the after- 
noon's program Mrs. Albert Krolder 
played “Jerusalem the Golden" as a 
violin solo. She wus accompanied by 
Mrs. Curl M. Foss who also rendered 
a piano solo.

Social Science Club 


At the regular meeting of the Social 
Science Club on January 8th, the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted; 

Whereas, in the Kellogg Pact the 
nations of the world have agreed to 
settle disputes by judicial means, and, 
whereas, the world court Is a means 
by which the nations of the world can 
arrive at just settlement, therefore, 
we, the Social Science Club of New- 
ton, urge the United States Senate to 
ratify by the adherence of the United 
States to the World Court under tlie 
terms of the Root Formula. 

Woman's Club of Newton Highlands 

The meeting of Tuesday, January 
7tli, was well attended, showing the 
general interest of tlie Newton High- 
land Woman's Club for the most im- 
portant subject "Preventive Medicine 
and its Relative to tlie Psychology of 
Right Living." 

Tlie Public Health committee was 
in charge of this meeting. Mrs. Harry 
P. Forte tlie chairman introduced Dr. 
Marguerite E. Lichtenthaeler. M. D.. 
of the Diagnostic and Surgical Clinic 
of Wellesley Hills square. 

Dr. Lichtenthaeler believes that pri- 
marily the psychology of right living 
must he based on individualism — that 
is. studying, knowing, and understand- 
ing himself first, before anything else 
is possible — and that collectivism and 
altruism will follow in their natural 
course without separate engineering, 
if tlie personality of the individual is 
given freedom to develop and create. 

The most important keystone In 
life, is perfect understanding — and 
she quoted Kipling's poem — “If We 
Only Understood.” 

“The second most important char- 
acteristic to have," she said “in per- 
sonality, is love for fellow-men as 
shown in tlie quotation: 

'Let me live in my House by the Side 

of the Road, 

Where the Race of men go by — 
They are good, they are bad, 

They are weak, they are strong, 
Wise, foolish— so am I. 

Then why should I sit in the scorner's 
seat 

Or hurl the cynic's Dan ? 

Let me live in my House by the Side 
of the Road and he a friend to 
man.’ ” 

The third ruling factor in the psy- 
chology of life is “Courage versus 
Fear." 

Dr. LIclitenthaeler'8 Golden Rules of 
the Psychology of Right Living are: 
1. Fearlessness and courage; 2. 
Friendly point of view (“House by the 
Side of the Road"): 3. Understanding 
(Kipling): 4. Willingness to unaiyze 
the facts of life, and to face them as 
beautiful truths and to appreciate 
their value, in themselves, rather than 
to wish continuously that they were 
other than they are and perhaps to 
hope that they will become something 
that they never will become; 5. Will- 
ingness to give up folly and Join the 
truth seekers about ourselves — adopt 
these rules ami follow them. 

Tlie doctor spoke on the necessity 
of teaching what she considers life's 
most important subject: Eugenics, if 
one would have one’s children learn 
the potential power In Selection and 
if one would improve American 
liunuin stock. She asked tlie audience 
to read Luther Burbunk's “Ancestor- 
Seeds," uml "The Bitter Cry of the 
Children” by John Spurgo. 

Then, she stated, "all this psychol- 
ogy of right living leads one to face 
facts also In physical welfare, uud by 
periodic complete physical examina- 
tions, by response to early symptoms, 
in tracing them down to their cause, 
and by consulting a physician early in 
any suspicions of faulty bodily func- 
tion — 75 per cent of older ago diseases 
may be avoided, alleviated or cured, is 
her belief. 

Dr. Lichtenthaeler. in closing, usked 
tier audience to educate themselves 
and others individually and us com- 
munities in this great health measure 
of foresight uud prevention uml ill tills 
way not only teach but live Preven- 
tive Medlciiie. uud iinderstmid tlie 


psychology of Right Living, Incident- 
ally being happy and enjoying life 
with all Its Interests. 

After the lecture, eight members of 
the Gym Class, led by their director, 
Mrs. E. 8. Wittredge, gave a short 
demonstration of the kind of work 
they are doing which showed It to 
be of much value.

Newton Federation 


While work and play have been ac- 
tive in individual Clubs, the Newton 
Federation has been taking a midwin- 
ter rest. There has been no Executive 
Board meeting since November 26th. 
That meeting was in charge of the 
Conservation committee, Mrs. Harold 
O Cook, chairman. 

The speaker was Professor Carl 
Woodward, head of the department of 
forestry at New Hampshire Univer- 
sity. Professor Woodward has re- 
cently returned from a trip through 
the forests of Europe and he gave 
a very interesting account of his ex- 
periences there and the lessons which 
can be applied in New England. 

The purpose oi tlie Conservation of 
Natural Resources Committee is to 
stimulate interest in the perpetuation 
and protection of national resources, 
such as forests, ornamental trees, 
rivers, as well as wild life and native 
plants, and, in general, strive to cul- 
tivate an enjoyment in the right use 
of the outdoor world. 

Locally, it urges the proper cele- 
bration of Arbor Day in schools by 
planting of one or more trees on the 
school grounds. Prizes may be of- 
fered in Junior Higii Schools for es- 
says on forest or wild life conserva- 
tion. 

The Norumbega Boy Scout Council 
proposes to hold this winter a merit 
badge exhibition. Tlie Conservation 
committee can assist them with the 
forest conservation or bird study ex- 
hibits. 

In 1920 tlie Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture passed an act to create one hun- 
dred thousand acres of State forests 
over a period of fifteen years at a 
cost not to exceed three million dol- 
lars. 

At the expiration of ten years, and 
with the expenditure of $1,750,000, 
this object lias been reached. It is 
now proposed, since there is one third 
of the allotted time and more than one 
third of tlie authorized fund still to 
he expended, that tlie act be amended 
tc read 150,000 acres, thus increasing 
tlie area of State forests proportion- 
ately to the funds available. 

More specifically the Clubs will be 
asked by the State Committee to as- 
sist in securing a State Federation 
Forest of 1000 acres at a cost of about 
$5000. 

Ot' National interest in the conser- 
vation Held, the public lands of the 
United States in the West are held 
in three classes, — National Parks, Na- 
tional Forests, and Unallotted Public 
Domain. It is now proposed to turn 
over the Public Domain to tlie several 
States. Forest conservationists do 
not specifically oppose this plan, but 
they urge that before tills is done, 
the Public Domain be carefully studied 
and that sections which should be 
added to tlie National Forests and 
Parks be so allotted before this trans- 
fer is made. Further, conservation- 
ists are ufraid that many of the west- 
ern states will attempt to have some 
of the National Forest areas trans- 
ferred to them, since the Forests rep- 
resent the most valuable portion of 
tin* public lands.

Senator George Moyse and Repre 
sentntlve Arthur Hansen of Waltham 
are endeavoring to have extensive im 
provements made in and along the 
Charles River. Mr. Hansen has Intro- 
duced a hill in the Leglslatnre which 
calls for the dredging of the rfver 
from the Galen street bridge In Water 
town fo Newton Upper Fnll*.

The closing of the big cotton mill 
at Waltham after a career of 116 
years is more poignant proof of the 
rapid decline of the textile industry 
in New England. The Boston Manu 
facturfng Company had a prosperous 
history for over a century. The huge 
cotton mills at Lowell, responsible 
for the existence of this big textile 
centre, were established hy those who 
controlled thp plant at Waltham. The 
Waltham mill manufactured excellent 
quality ginghams. The principal rea 
son for the closing of cotton and 
worsted mills In New England Is — the 
change in styles in women’s attire. 
The ladies In recent years have worn 
much less clothing than thoee of their 
sex wore in former years. What lit- 
tle they have worn has for the most 
part been made from silk or rayon. 
The result is — textile mills gone out 
of business all over New England 
The textile industry was the leading 
one in this section of the country and 
its decline has naturally had serious 
effects. Many thousands of men and 
women were thrown out of the em 
ployment in which they had been 
engaged since childhood. The younger 
among them have been able to obtain 
work in other occupations, but the 
middle aged and elderly textile work- 
ers. many of them highly skilled and 
formerly drawing good wages and sal 
aries are in greatly reduced circnm 
stances. 


Middle aged and elderly person.- 
thrown out of employment because of 
closed textile mills and other indus 
trial changes find it extremely diffl 
cult to obtain work these days. Big 
corporations, both industrial and mer 
cantile. influenced by alleged "ef- 
ficiency engineers,” have established 
fixed age barriers which deprive large 
numbers of very capable men and 
women from obtaining employment 
If this unjust discrimination Is not 
stopped, the time is not far distant 
when this country will find It neces 
sary to establish not only "old age 
pensions" but "middle age pensions.’ 
If less so-called "efficiency’’ and more 
common sense would be used in the 
conduct of many business enterprises 
conditions would be improved. 


The unemployment situation is be- 
coming increasingly serious and all 
the blah about prosperity will not re- 
lieve it. Facts must be faced. Nine- 
teenth century and twentieth century 
inventions have revolutionized indus- 
trial conditions. Radical changes in 
economic conditions must be made to 
bring about proper adjustment. In the 
past decade there has been a consid- 
erable increuse among two classes in 
this country — millionaires and unem- 
ployed. Laws to restrict inordinate 
wealth are frowned upon as inimical 
to incentive and progress. But a way 
must be found to bring about a more 
reasonable distributiou of wealth. A 
way at least reasonable enough to 
permit men and women who are will- 
ing to work to obtain sufficient em 
ployment and earn enough wages to 
procure the necessaries of life. 


A recently deceased Philadelphia 
man who accumulated millions by 
manufacturing pharmaceutical prod 
ucts bequeathed $5.00h,000 to Hnrvar i 
University. Anyone residing in Mas- 
sachusetts should be glad to see Hat 
vard receive huge endowments in or- 
der that It may continue with th« 
great work it has performed in the 
past three centuries and maintains 
its prestige as the leading American 
pniversitv. 

But, we wonder if it would not havt 
been more in accordance with the tit 
ness of things tf the wealthy chemist 
had bequeathed his millions to estab- 
lish a fund for the care of aged and 
indigent druggists. It was largely 
through the efforts of men In this pro- 
fession that this fortune was built up 
We doubt if there are many men in 
this country "’ho work longer hours 
for less remuneration than druggists 
Their compensation is poor as com 
pared with others when the knowledge 
they must possess aud the respousi 
btlitv resting upon them is considered. 

The proposal of Mayor Curley to 
have the subway extended to Union 
square, AUston. will meet with the ap 
proval of those residents of Newton 
who commute to and from Boston on 
the cars of the Boston Elevated. It 
will not be received with enthusaism 
by Newtonians who do not use the Elc 
vated system but who may be taxed 
for this improvement.

XJKW YORKERS, with money, and 
^ 4 leisure to eettle the affairs of the 
nation, say the Republican candidate 
for President will he Mr. Morrow, re- 
cently Ambassador to Mexico, and the 
Democratic candidate, Mr. Young, 
financial genius, fnther of the Young 
plan for Germany.

It seems that 
tho flasher In this signal Is causing 
interference with tlie newer types of 
radio sets which have been Installed 
In that neighborhood recently. Sets 
with “screen grids." Apparently the 
screens catch the impulses from the 
(lasher among other tilings. The citi- 
zen complaining asked that tills par- 
ticular signal he stopped from flash- 
ing; that It lie made a stationary 
light. He contended that many other 
traffic signals throughout tlie city 
have been stopped from flashing anti 
that owners of radio sets In ills 
vicinity are entitled to as much con- 
sideration as persons in other parts 
of this burg. 

The City of Newton has spent some 
thousands of dollars installing traf- 
fic signals ut dangerous street inter- 
sections. All of these signals were 
originally installed us flashing signals 
In conformity with tlie regulations 
promulgated by the Department of 
Public Works of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. When these sig- 
nals were stopped flashing in defer- 
ence to requests from owners of radio 
sets their usefulness in preventing 
accidents was obviously lessened. In 
some signals filters were placed which 
have been effective in eliminating tlie 
annoyance to owners of radio sets. If 
these filters are practical they should 
he placed in all the signals which 
have been stopped from flashing. Own- 
ers of radio sets should be accorded 
consideration. Public safety should 
also be considered by having traffic 
signals operate as they are supposed 
to operate.

By Dr. Dieffenbach On Religion 

Speaks on “Recent Changes in Fundamental Beliefs” At 
Newton Centre Tuesday Evening 


Quoting from the last words of the 
late George A. Gordon. Dr. Albert C. 
Dieffenbach In the second of his pub- 
lic lectures In Newton Centre last 
night on "What Is Happening to Re- 
ligion?” said: “A religion without 
theology is a religion bereaved of Its 
aboriginal fountain: it cannot walk 
the ways of this dltltcult and danger- 
ous world save us a blind man finds 
his way along the troubled streets of 
the city.” 

"By theology,” said the speaker, 
whoso specinl subject was "Recent 
Changes In Fundamental Beliefs”, ho 
monnt not, as In the old days, a 
theory about deity, but rather “man's 
atempts at an intellectual explanation 
of facts which give rise to religious 
feelings." He cited Walter Lipp- 
mann's best selling treatise on theol- 
ogy which has a misleading title, “A 
Preface to Morals”, as an example of 
the tremendous interests in the ulti- 
mate questions of life among thought- 
ful people everywhere and of all va- 
rieties of belief. The preacher who 
has no theology has nothing to say 
and is likely to take a long time say- 
ing it. Like a hack journalist he 1 b 
at the mercy of passing events for 
Ills topics, and must watt for some- 
body to say something before he has 
unything to suy. He is an echo, not 
a voice.

Doctrine In some form Is a neces- 
sary part of any developed religion 
Julian Huxley said, according to Dr. 
Dieffenbach, "A society without be 
llefs would he like an organism essay- 
ing motion on land without a skele- 
ton — It would collapse gelatinously 
Today there is a revolution In theo- 
logical Ideas not only among the min- 
isters and divinity school professors 
but among intelligent people who 
think for themselves and are quite 
done with many dogmas which served 
an earlier day. We see that no one 
can do without sound beliefs, because 
wrong Ideas lead to wrong actions, 
and correctness of our behavior is de- 
termined by the truth of the Intellec- 
tual premises on which they are 
based. 

“In the long run there is nothing 
more practical than theology. Some 
pedants may speak of metaphysics as 
Cambridge ijniversity expresses' her- 
self In a famous toast, — 'God bless the 
higher mathematics and may they 
never he of the slightest use to any 
body.’ In due time, when the Great 
War came, the higher mathematics 
helped to save the English Nation: 
and a sound body of religious theory 
will save the souls of a questing peo- 
ple.” 

Dr. Dieffenbach said that “this 
country leads Christendom In theologi 
cal thought. A recognized liberal In 
America and a recognized liberal in 
Europe would bo at least a generation 
apart. Our changes have been char- 
acteristics of our adventurous spirit. 
The old world moves more slowly, 
stolidly, though there are of course 
(in England) really advanced theolo 
glans. But the former dependence 
upon Europe for our thought has 
pussed away. 

"During the period from 1890 to 
the present there has been an astound- 
ing change in fundamental beliefs. 
For instance, the Bible Is nowhere 
regarded as a basis of doctrine as it 
was forty years ago when there 
arose what was called biblical theol- 
ogy. Today in the colleges there are 
Bible courses, but they have almost 
no religious significance, because all 
they deal with nre the ethical teach- 
ings, the devotional poesies, and the 
general literary qualities, which, in 
part, are supreme. But the Bible ns 
a source of religious teaching in the 
profound sense of metaphysics is 
dead. 

"Of course tho progress of religion 
always depends on Its articulated and 
searching thought upon the ultimate 
imperatives which we call theology. 
We do not speak the language of the 
Bible, we do not think its thoughts,

West Newton Man 

Fatally Stabbed 

As Result of Altercation Over Family 
Troubles 


Antonin Gallo, -IB, a boarder at the 
homo of Gulseppo Gentile, 45 Oak 
avenue, West Newton, was fuitally 
stabbed and slashed Wednesday night 
hv Carmine Cavarrettn, 38, of 41 
Quirk street, Watertown. Cavarrettn 
Is a barber and was employed In a 
shop nt Lexington. He had been im- 
plicated in a stabbing afTair a year 
ago nt Watertown, his victim being 
a man Cavarrettn accused of break 
lug up his home. Cavaretta fled to 
New Jersey hut was subsequently ar 
lasted and charged with assault with 
a dangerous weapon. Because of the 
provocation he received, this charge 
was later changed to one of simple 
assault. He has not been living witli 
his wife and five children who reside 
i tv. Watertown. 

Wednesday evening Gentile and 
Domenico Rizzo were motoring from 
Lexington to West Newton with a pig 
they had purchased when they came 
upon Cavarrettn waiting for a Wal- 
tham bus in Lexington. They invited 
him to ride to Waltham with them 
and he accompanied Gentile to the 
latter's home. Also in the house were 
Callo, Gaetano Giunta. another hoard 
or. and Frank Castagnino. The men 
partook of some wine and then Gallo 
and Cavarretta became involved In an 
argument over the latter's family 
troubles. They started to fight, as Gen- 
tile attempted to seperate them, Gallo 
cried that he had been stabbed in the 
abdomen. Then Cavarretta pulled a 
razor and slashed Gallo's wrist three 
times, severing an artery. He rushed 
from the house and Gentile tele- 
phoned l'or the police. Serg. Nicolas 
Veduccio with Patrolmen George Mul- 
len and Joe Lyons rushed to the place 
and started a search for Cavarretta 
Mullen came upon him near the door- 
way of a neighboring house and 
seized him. Gallo was rushed to the 
Newton Hospital iu the police ambu- 
lance in a critical condition from 
loss of blood. It was found he had 
been stabbed four times in the abdo- 
men with a clasp knife, besides the 
slashes he received in the wrist. He 
died at three o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. 

Gallo had been in the employ of 
John Janse us a garbage collector in 
tlie Newtons. He was a steady work- 
er, not huving missed a day in the 
7 months he was in Janse’s employ 
He leaves a wife and five children in 
Italy. 

Cavarretta was in the Newton court 
Thursday morning and was held in 
$10,000 bonds on tlie charges of as- 
sault with a dangerous weapon and 
assault with intent to kill. Following 
Gallo’s deatli the charge was changed 
to murder and he was bound over to 
tlie Grand Jury.

On January 1st because of lack of 
work the Street Department was 
obliged to lay off 100 laborers. In lay- 
ing off employees Civil Service Rules 
compel seniority to be recognized. Be- 
cause of the hardship caused to the 
unemployed and their dependents 
Mayor Weeks is endeavoring to afford 
aid to as many of the men thrown out 
of work, as is possible. Accordingly 
he recommended to the Board of Al- 
dermen that they appropriate at the 
meeting held last Monday night $4400 
to enable work to be started on the 
Stearns drain project at Newton High- 
lands near W'oodcliff road. His rec- 
ommendation was accepted and men 
put to work there this week. In con- 
nection with this .Mayor Weeks gave 
the following instructions to Street 
Commissioner Stuart — 

“Dear Mr. Stuart: 

"You have reported to me that be- 
ginning January 1st, through lack of 
work, you were compelled to lay oil 
one hundred employees, this hundred 
being the men most recently taken 
from the Civil Service list. Of this 
one hundred, some have passed the 
probationary period fixed by the Civil 
Service at six months and some have 
not.” 

"Since January 1st, you have been 
able to find work for twenty-two of 
this group of one hundred and by 
Civil Service regulation, have select- 
ed tlie twenty-two from the men old- 
est in employment. This lay-ofT of 
men has been a great hardship. I re- 
gret the condition and want to have 
the condition alleviated with the 
thought in mind to help all of these 
men to some extent. Civil Service 
law does not permit me to help those 
who need it the most, and so the men 
must be helped as a group and not as 
individuals.” 

"In view of the conditions above 
outlined, I desire to advance all City 
work that can be done now without 
increased cost, even though in the 
natural course of events some of this 
work would ordinarily be delayed to 
a later portion of the year." 

"You are instructed, in the doing 
of this work, to employ all of the one 
hundred men, and if that is not possi- 
ble, as many as is possible in doing 
tills work. This employment shall 
he based upon a three-day a week 
service, employing one group for three 
days, laying that group off and employ- 
ing another for three days and so on. 
In doing this you of course will have

Mayor Weeks also appointed John

late Henry Baily. The Mayor reap- 
pointed James A. Cox.

Flint. Ralph Laffie and Frederick L. 
Smith as assistant assessors for terms 
of one year. 


With seven greater Boston Mayors 
attending. New Mayor's Night of New- 
ton Council, K. of C., Tuesday night 
taxed Elks' Hall, Centre street to ca- 
pacity when 500 members of the 
Knights and their friends attended. It 
was the largest, enthusiastic, most 
colorful meeting of Newton Council in 
years. 

Immediately following the Knights 
of Columbus meeting. ex-Mayor Edwin 
O. Childs was escorted into the hall 
by Grand Knight Charles E. Coyne 
and a deafening cheer greeted ex-May- 
or Childs. Seated at the front of the 
stage were Mayors Sinclair Weeks of 
Newton. Richard M. Russell of Cam- 
bridge, Patrick J. Duane of Waltham. 
John Murphy of Somerville, Philip 
Gallagher of Woburn. Michael O'Neil 
of Everett. John Whalen of Chelsea 
and Major Charles T. Harding of Bos- 
ton representing Mayor James M. Cur- 
ley. 

Grand Knight Coyne opened the af- 
fair with a welcome greeting to the 
visiting Mayors on behalf of the 
Knights of Columbus. He made clear 
the reception Newton Council was giv- 
ing to ex-Mayor Childs and Mayor 
Weeks. Rev. James F. Haney of Wo- 
burn. formerly of Sacred Heart 
Church, Newton Centre, was intro- 
duced. He paid high tribute to the 
retiring and present Mayors of New- 
ton and to Newton Council in sponsor- 
ing Mayor's Night. 

Following Fr. Haney, Grand Knight 
Coyne presented a screen burlesque 
by cartoons of the various Mayors and 
their inaugural recommendations. Ev- 
ery Mayor saw himself three times on 
tlie screen and for a quarterhour Elks' 
Hall echoed with guffaws and uproari- 
ous laughter. Mayor Weeks' recom- 
mendation for nightly Council meet- 
ings. his endorsement by the open 
minded Democrats of Newton, the tre- 
mendous storm of plurality votes that 
covered him were pictured.

Ave. traffic 
islands, also as the winner of a wrest- 
ling bout with champion ex-Mayor Ed- 
ward Quinn of 12 years standing. Bib- 
ber McCoy was pictured as referee. 
Mayor Gallagher was all wound up in 
the work of Mayor, Secretary of Wo- 
burn Chamber of Commerce and Dis- 
trict Deputy in the Knights. He opened 
the City Council meeting with the K. 
of C. ritual and ordered the police to 
raid the Chamber of Croimeree. May- 
or Murphy was the eighth wonder of 
the world, the first Democrat mayor 


of Somerville. Mayor Duane's tall silk 
hat got honorable mention and an- 
other depicted the appointment of ex- 
Mayor Beale with Mayor Duane query- 
ing. "Will you take care of me when 
you get in again, Henry.” Mayor Wha- 
len did things to the police force. May- 
or O'Neil's municipal employment bu- 
reau sent a two-fisted husky man to 
take a position as a mother's helper, 
and he also rang the curfew on muni- 
cipal machines for his municipal ga- 
rage. Then three rousing cheers were 
given the guests. 

Original, topical songs followed on 
Newton, the various Mayors, the great- 
er Boston recommendation, the num- 
ber of Newtons — everybody in good 
cheer and good fellowship. 

Ex-Mayor Edwin O. Childs was then 
presented with a Gladstone bag by 
Grand Knight Coyne on behalf of New- 
ton Council. The ex-Mayor was praised 
for his co-operation in the past, his 
loyalty to Newton Council, his friend- 
ly talks at their various functions. 
“And each time ex-Mayor Childs left 
some thought with us that we could 
take home and translate into the prin- 
ciples and ideals of the Knights of Co- 
lumbus.” summed up Mr. Coyne. 

Ex-Mayor Childs paid glowing trib- 
ute to the ability and record of May- 
or Sinclair Weeks in introducing him.

TO RESIGN AS 

FOOTBALL COACH 

Coach John L. Sullivan, conch of 
football and baaeball at Newton high 
for the past three years, has an- 
nonneed that he will shortly tender his 
resignation ns conch of football. He 
will continue to direct the baseball 
team and will retain Ills position ns 
head of the drafting department and 
teacher of science. 

Sullivan wns appointed to the posi- 
tion a few months after the death of 
Allle W. Dickinson, who will ever be 
remembered for the place he won 
during his years at Newton. During 
the spring of 1927 Sullivan and Clif- 
ford Brownell, then director of phy- 
sical education In the Newton schools, 
handled the baseball team Jointly. The 
following fall Sullivan took over the 
football team. He was assisted by 
Stanwood Carson, former Purdue Uni- 
versity star centre, who had served 
with Dickinson several years, as line 
coach. The eleven of that year 
ranked high in Suburban league com- 
petition. That was the year the cham- 
pionship was tossed around here and 
there because of Ineligibility of mem- 
bers of Everett and Newton. Newton 
went into the lead in the league race 
when an Everett halfback was found 
to he over-age. At the end of the sea- 
son it was discovered that Newton 
had played a substitute lineman for a 
total playing time of about two min- 
utes during several games and had 
to forfeit its claim to the title. The 
records show that Cambridge Latin 
was officially awarded the honor. 

In 1928 Sullivan was faced with the 
loss of many veterans of the previous 
year through graduation and had to 
begin from the ground up. The team 
that year played football all season 
hut lacked the co-ordination coming 
with experience to pnt over the neces- 
sary scores. Many remember the 70- 
odd yard march at Everett in the final 
period of the game which brought 
Newton to within a foot of victory 
only to have Everett, stave off staring 
defeat. GiUigan’s field goal to beat 
Brookline for the second successive 
year by a similar margin was the cli- 
max of the season. Foundations of 
the 1929 season were being laid mean- 
while with hopes for a better year, in 
May the State Headmaster's Associa- 
tion passed the so-called "three-year 
rule and left Newton with but two 
letter men, neither of whom hud start- 
ed a scholastic football game in 1928. 

After several weeks of practice 
Newton opened its 1929 season with 
Malden. The latter had a veteran 
team while Newton took the field 
without a player in the line-up who 
had ever started an iuterscholastic 
football game. 

As the season progressed, the 
team had its ups and downs. Both 
Everett and Brookline were fur out- 
classed at carrying the ball but the 
winning punch was lacking. Rindge 
was also outplayed in another Subur- 
ban league contest but the game went 
to the Cambridge school. Against Wal- 
tham. one of the outstanding teams 
in the state, Newton made a showing 
that compared very favorably with 
other Greater Boston teams with 
much better season's record. 

For next year Newton's prospects 
are better. There are several letter 
men returning and more players with 
some experience than for some time 

Newton's baseball record needs lit 
tie reviewing. In 1928 and 1929 the 
team came through with flying colors 
and won the Suburban league cham- 
pionship. The 1928 team was the best 
fielding team that ever represented 
Newton. Captain deMille was on first 
Fletcher on second. Spain at short 
stop and Warren at third base. Bill 
Reilly. Don Wilson and Roland 
Coombs were the leading twirlers 
while Phil Andres was behind the 
bat. Opponents' runs were at a pre- 
mium and if Newton scored two runs 
it was practically certain victory. The 
1929 nine, on the other hand, was the 
•everse. It could and usually did hand 
lie opposition plenty of runs, some- 
times five or six in a hunch. But it 
mattered little one big inning was all 
Newton, captained by Allie Fletcher, 
needed. The batting of the 1929 team 
was outstanding among' Greater Bos- 
ton teams, Fletcher, Wilson. Andres, 
Nichols, Reilly, Mullen hud exception- 
al hutting averages for schoolboy com- 
petition. 

This coming year Sullivan will face 
as difficult problem in Imsebull as be 
did last fall in football.' He lias but 
one letter man available. Captain Per- 
ry Elrod. Only time will decide the 
make-up of the remainder of the team 
and what place it is to Hold. 

The coach who will replace Sullivan 
in football has not yet been decided 
and it will probably lie some time be- 
fore a decision Is made. Anyone’s 
guess is as good as another at present 
despite rumors that are going around. 
Naturally Charles Consodine, assist- 
ant coach in 1929 and one of the fam- 
ous Brown I'niverslty “iron-men” of 
a few years ago. will receive close con- 
sideration. Following his graduation 
from college he took a position us 
teacher-coach at Plymouth high where 
he directed the varsity teuni there 
through an undefeated season In 1928. 
Undoubtedly the Newton authorities 
will follow the policy of appointing a 
teacher-coach but whether the new 
couch Is at present a member of the 
faculty is another iiuestion. 

Newton Town Blanked 

The Framingham Hockey Club shut 
out the Newton Town Team. 3 to 0. on 
Wednesday night at Gleason pond, 
Framingham. Francis Duane and Boh 
Pickard, former Newton high athletes, 
were In Hie local line-up. 


Coaching 


Having had a deep interest In 
Newton High School athletics in 
past years we are sincerely sor- 
ry that John L. Sullivan has de- 
cided to resign as head football 
coach. The death of Coach Al- 
lie Dickinson was a big loss to 
Newton high athletes in particu- 
lar and to the school and city in 
general. It also gave the school 
authorities a huge problem find- 
ing a man to take his place. Fol- 
lowing the’ expressed policy of 
appointing a member of the fac- 
ulty to coaching positions Mr. 
Sullivan was chosen. Despite the 
handicap of taking the place of 
a man with an unusual person- 
ality that had endeared him to 
all, the new coach went about 
his work with a will. In three 
years as coach he has gone a 
long way towards winning the 
respect and admriation of those 
with whom he came in contact. 
Newton, as a whole, has never 
demanded a winning team (de- 
spite rumors in the daily press 
that Mr. Sullivan was forced out 
because he had failed to pro- 
duce football teams of high 
standing) but, as is only natural, 
supported the winning teams 
better than the losing elevens. 
Sullivan’s first eleven was bet- 
ter than the average, despite 
the loss of the captain-elect, 
Frank Spain, who resigned be- 
cause of a weak ankle which he 
desired to protect that he might 
participate In other sports. In 
the fall of 1928 the material was 
below par, many of the veter- 
ans of 1927 having graduated.

A coach’s 
record should be measured by 
the position he holds in the 
boys' eyes and not by the 
games won and lost column. No 
one can say that John L. Sulli- 
van has failed.

It hns been a long time coming, 
but at last we have In our state a 
man who has the courage of his con- 
victions. He wants to see a law 
passed under which political adver- 
tising signs shall he removed within 
30 days after the election. If there 
Is anything that tires the eyes and 
starts the nerves working overtime — 
at least among those whose self-con- 
trol Is not 100 per cent. — It is an an- 
cient advertisement In a store win- 
dow, on a billboard or tacked up in 
some convenient place. 

I'll say this for such a display — It 
probably attracts more attention after 
the event than It did before. How- 
many times have you gone past a store 
window and seen some sort of large 
card hearing the announcement of a 
show, lecture or some such thing 
and how often have you stopped to 
study It? Not so often. I'll venture 
to say. But after the date of the af- 
fair, what then? Is there anything 
more conspicuous in that same win- 
dow than this sign that tells about 
a shindig that has taken place? 

I suppose that there are many good- 
nautred store-keepers who allow peo- 
ple to put cards In the window, call- 
ing attention to some local afTalr. 
These same store-keepers are not al- 
ways prompt to yank out the card 
when It is no longer useful or has 
served Its purpose. It Is then that 
It comes to our attention. I mean 
we begin to worry over the fact that 
the storekeeper has forgotten It. 
Haven’t you had a desire to rush In 
and call attention to the fact, or don't 
those things affect you that way? 

Of course this whole business of 
outdoor advertising is questionable. 
There may be places for it. but when 
you see the face of a political candi- 
date staring at you from an electric 
light pole or a tree trunk you don't 
warm up — or at least I don't — to sup- 
porting that individual. I may be a 
hit severe and so I will allow that 
it has to be, according to the best 
standards of campaigning. 

I can easily believe that a defeated 
candidate would he the first one to 
see any unhappy reminder of his fail- 
ure completely and entirely removed 
and obliterated. Thirty days, the time 
prescribed in the proposed legislative 
bill, is far too short for removal. 
Thirty minutes would be better. 

Now I don't know what's going to 
happen this scheme and whether it 
will be received with favor. As far 
as defacing the landscape goes — and 
in some sections it goes too far — I 
would be in favor of a bill to have 
certain outdoor placards and posters 
destroyed before they were put up. 
Still, that’s only my mean disposition 
and I apologize for it. 


One of the most indiginant men I 
know was made so by having found on 
a vacant lot he owned the wreck of an 
aged automobile. To think that some- 
body had selected his property where- 
on to deposit useless junk was enough 
to cause him to have homicidal tend- 
encies. I believe that had he at that 
moment encountered the villain who 
prepetrated the outrage he might have 
made a murderous assault upon him. 
And although 1 can't say that I 
didn't blame him I must admit that I 
sympathized with the land-owner. 

Just put the case to yourself. Here's 
a lot of land on which you have been 
paying taxes for a number of years 
and on which you hoped to realize a 
profit by selling it or building on it. 
You make up your mind that you 
don't want to huild so you decide to 
sell it to somebody whom you think 
has that yearning. It is about that 
time you discover that nobody seems 
to want to build and that the idea of 
building appears to have tied the 
minds of about everybody you or real 
estate broker knows. 

Nothing is more doleful than a va- 
cant* lot that has not been kept-up. 
Its valuation may have been kept-up 
and even raised two or three times, 
but suppose physically it has been al- 
lowed to remain the same, why then 
is it a sad. forlorn spectacle? It 
seems that this man had thought he 
had a nice place. So contident was 
he that it was being well cared for 
by the person to whom he was paying 
money for that purpose that he slept 
soundly. He had every confidence in 
human natures which is about the 
only thing in the way of a sleep-pro- 
ducer that is safe to take. But like 
others he was in error as the cir- 
cumstances revealed. 

One man this lot-owner discovered, a 
prospective purchaser of the vacant 
land. Together they Journeyed to the 
place, the proprietor devoting much 
time to picturing the charm of the 
home-site, the charming surroundings, 
etc. When at last they reached the 
spot the owner could not believe his 
eyes for there on the land was a thor- 
oughly demolished automobile. It 
ruined the landscape and the chance 
of selling us well. Moreover, it was 
the source of an expense for it had 
to he carted away. 

Don't wonder then that the Legis- 
lature has been asked to pass a law 
making it a penalty to deposit au- 
tomobiles on other people's land for 


the purpose of permanent abandon- 
ment. The punishment should be 
something more than a fine. It should 
fit the crime and nothing could be 
more fitting than to compel the per- 
son to carry off his own wrecked car. 


What do you know about taxicabs? 
Or, do you know any more than you 
did after wading through the report 
of a special commission created by the 
Legislature to investigate the licens- 
ing of taxicabs in the city of Boston? 
It seemed to require a lot of space to 
tell the Legislature how the taxicab 
business is run in Boston, but I sup- 
pose there is something infectious 
about taxicabs that once you get be- 
hind a meter or only get it in mind 
you can’t stop until you have gone 
a good long distance. 

1 am not much of a taxicab patron 
— not in Boston. Walking is good for 
me and although there are times when 
I should prefer to use a taxi I coun- 
sel myself that I need the exercise 
and use my legs. I also use the 
money that I save, which is equally 
important. I don't wish to be mis- 
understood as intimating that riding 
in taxicabs Is a luxury. Sometimes 
we are compelled to do so and it is 
strange how much more deeply we 
sufTer from that compunction when we 
visit New York. 

My experience with taxicabs has 
been purely local. I mean I have had 
more than one occasion to telephone 
for what we in Newton call a taxi ser- 
vice but which is really hiring an au- 
tomobile for there is no meter to 
worry us. Sometimes you find your- 
self telephoning for more than once 
for the same cab. 

"Will you please send a car to my 
house,” you ask. giving street and 
number. 

"Right away,” comes the assurance. 
Then there is a stage wait. No car 
appears and you call again. 

"How about that cab for me?" 

“He's been gone five minutes. 
Ought to be there any minute." 

Then you sit back and wait a trifle 
longer. No cab. 

A third telephone call. This time 
you are almost angry and your voice 
shows it. 

“Where's that taxi?” 

"Hasn't he got there yet. Well. 
I'll send another.” 

In time the car appears. The driver 
is full of apologies and entertains you 
with a story about a flat tire and 
this, that and the other. And so it 
goes. You forgive and forget, and pay 
your fare. 


Until 1 came to study the subject 
for business reasons I didn't realize 
that all the money Massachusetts 
spends on road construction, apart 
from Federal aid. comes out of the 
money received under the motor vehi- 
cle law. Did you know that this State 
has not made a bond isue in ten years 
years for building highways? The 
system is said to be the best in exist- 
ence. at least there is no prospect of 
changing it nor the least desire for 
anything different. In fact other 
States are copying what we do. It 
is this: 

Every cent of money that comes 
from registration of cars and other 
fees and also all the money paid for 
violation of the motor vehicle laws go 
into the State treasury and then is 
appropriated by the General Court. 
Now that we have the gasoline tax we 
have millions more to spend on roads. 
Whether you agree with such a tax or 
not it is what happens and that's one 
way your money goes. 

Now then I was thinking about this 
business of "stop" and "enter" on main 
thorughfares like Washington street 
in our home town. I don't kuow ex- 
actly how you would go about it but 
I am convinced that the money paid 


in fines by people who failed to stop 
before driving into Washington street 
might be used to purchase automatic 
signals. I'll wage that you could buy 
a large number of beautiful signals 
of the latest pattern and install them 
with the money that has been paid 
in court fines. What's the matter 
with doing that very thing? Wouldn't 
a stop and go sign, automatically oper- 
ated. serve the purpose and save 
many a poor, forgetful driver his hard 
earned cash? I think a red and green 
light is better because summoning a 
man into court for driving past a 
plain post is something like locking 
the garage after the tire has been 
stolen. As long as we are spending 
automobile money for roads why not 
set some of the accomulated court 
fines aside for signals? 


It almost took my breadth away to 
learn that as an historical fact the 
State of Massachusetts has never ap- 
propriated money for a war memorial. 
There is a commission, whose report 
may be expected any day now. which 
is going to recommend — unanimously I 
hope — that some form of memorial be 
established as a tribute to those of 
Massachusetts who took part in the 
various wars in which the United 
States was engaged. 

This record of our own State never 
having put out its own money makes 
Newton's delay over a war memorial 
look a little less discreditable. But I 
think we’re got a Mayor who will get 
things done and I'm counting on him 
to attend to a number of matters 
which have been hanging fire for 
years. 

We were talking about State appro- 
priations for war memorials. I was 
greatly interested when I was in- 
formed by the best authority on the 
subject that no disbursement of pub- 
lic funds has been recorded for such 
a purpose. 

"How about Bunker Hill Monu- 
ment?" I inquired. 

“School children's pennies — public 
subscriptions" came the reply. 

"And the Robert Gould Shaw me- 
morial opposite the State House?" I 
asked. 

"Private subscriptions." came the 
reply. 

I expressed so much astonishment 
that my informant explained that it 
is nevertheless true that no actual 
state war memorial exists. Since 
there has been so long a delay I hope 
it will be a fitting one that the spe- 
cial commission recommends and one 
which meets general approval.

Kelly’s first match was 
with Joe Silvia of Brockton whom 
he knocked out in the second round.

Tlie Newton boxer forced 
bis opponent to throw In the sponge 
at the end of the second round. 

This victory evened the score be- 
tween, the two as Derosa won a quest- 
inable decision over Kelly nt the 
Golden Glove tourney a few weeks 
ago. In the semi-final round Kelly 
and Tommy Trescott of Cambrldw> 
squared off against each other. Tres- 
cott seemed to have the better of 
the going in the early part of the 
match but Kelly soon evened the score 
and won the decision, his cleverness 
in making Trescott miss making the 
decision well deserved. The final 
round match with Troy, defending 
champion, who had also won his way 
to the finals through a bye, default 
and knockout, was one of the best 
of the evening. Kelly was the favorite 
to win and won the first round by 
slipping blows expertly and counter- 
ing with a brisk left jab. He won 
the second in a similar manner al- 
though employing an occasional right 
to the jaw effectively. Troy almost 
dropped Kelly in this round with a 
right to the jaw just before the bell 
rang. The third was more even with 
Troy standing up gamely. Kelly had 
slightly the better and when the de- 
cision was awarded was paid a great 
tribute by the crowd. 

Stone Saves Shutout 

Captain Stuart Stone of West New- 
ton, saved the Bowdoin hockey team 
from a shutout by Boston University 
last Friday night at the Arena by 
scoring a goal in tlie third session. 
The final score was 5 to 1 In the Hub 
team's favor. Tlie game was nip and 
tuck for two periods with a single 
goal by Boston University a minute 
and a half after play began the only 
tally.

CITY AFFAIRS 

The joint committee on School 
Buildings, comprised of Aldermen Col- 
lins and Bail. School Committeemen 
Church, Lockett and Tracy met Wed- 
nesday night and decided to recom- 
mend to the Mayor and the Board of 
Aldermen that work bo started as 
soon as possible on a new junior high 
school at the site purchased for this 
purpose a few yeurs ago near Clark 
and Centre streets, between Newton 
Centre and Newton Highlands. The 
proposed school will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $750,000 and will accommo- 
date 000 pupils, it is hoped to liuve 
it ready for the opening of the school 
year in September 1931. 

It is proposed to pay about two- 
thirds of tlie cost of the new school 
from funds which will be financed this 
year; the balance will be financed in 
1931. Mayor Weeks is heartily in fa- 
vor of the project and will recom- 
mend It to the Board of Aldermen. 

Mayor Weeks has been investigating 
the purchase of coal by the different 
departments of the City of Newton. 
Heretofore each department has pur- 
chased its own supply of coal year- 
ly; which resulted In coal being 
bought from a number of different 
deulers at varying prices. The city, 
through these seven departments hns 
been purchasing about 8000 tons of 
coal yearly. Mayor Weeks believes 
that all tills coul should be purchased 
under one contract by the city in- 
stead of having each department buy- 
ing separately. He is of the opinion 
that the city will save considerable 
money by ibis method and he Intends 
to seek bids accordingly. ' 

Mayor Weeks intends to start one 
of the most comprehensive street 
building programs in t lie history of 
tlie city beginning Murch 15. He will 
recommend that $55,0t)0 be expended 
us a starter in the laying out and 
improving a number of unaccepted 
streets, petitions for which huve been 
before the Board of Aldermen for 
some time. 
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The Mather Class 


The Mather Class had the pleasure 
last Sunday morning of hearing about 
China at its regulur weekly meeting In 
the Newton Centre Woman's Club 
House. 

The speaker was Rev. A. S. Adams, 
a returned missionary, home from 
seven years on the foreign mission 
field in China. He gave first-hand In- 
formation about a great many Inter- 
esting occurrences in that strange 
land, as well ns the high lights of 
his own personal experiences. 

His station was equipped with the 
customary facilities to enable tlie 
missionaries to minister to the soul, 
the mind, and the body. Medical skill 
was, of course, pretty scanty outside 
of the Christian missions; consequent- 
ly many natives came in with all 
sorts of terrible things the matter 
with them. Naturally, every effort was 
made to provide the necessary relief. 
One man was brought in with his leg 
badly smashed. It looked as though 
an amputation was indicated, but the 
patient ridiculed the Idea. He would 
not think of going around with one 
leg and having people laugh at him. 
The possibility of probable death if 
the attempt were made to save the 
leg did not disturb him in the least. 
He wanted the doctor to do what he 
could, and, if death resulted, why, It 
happened and that was all there was 
to It. This was a comfortable sort of 
philosophy, and the outcome, fortun- 
ately. was all right. A man with a 
fearful toothnche bore the pain and 
suffering with amazing courage, as 
something that simply had to be. 

It was astounding to see the fa- 
talistic resignation with which the 
Chinese accepted death if the doctor 
could not help them. The hardships 
of life bore heavily upon the people, 
and they took what came with Stoic 
fortitude. 

One Chinese religious worker had 
forty names on his list of those whom 
he remembered in prayer. He was 
killed by the communists. 

A Chinaman was almost converted 
to Christianity, but he had one ques- 
tion and it was a hard one. Why did 
not God make men good? The answer 
given was that God was able to do 
anything He pleased, and, in this 
instance, He deliberately gave men 
the power of choice between good and 
evil. God wants volunteers, not press- 
gang men, on His side. The explana- 
tion was sufficient and satisfactory, 
and the Chinaman became forthwith 
one of God's volunteers. 

Mr. Adams was near Swatow, one 
of the richest cities in that section as 
well us one where the customs receipts 
were very high. This was somewhat 
unfortunate in a time of internal up- 
heaval. for whenever one faction cap- 
tured Canton, their next move was 
to jump over to Swatow, so that place 
got the soldiers both ways. A retreat- 
ing army was always a terrible men- 
ace. Great terror and anxiety were felt 
until the defeated mob had departed. 
At one time a particularly dangerous 
situation developed when an army 
had been severely beaten near the 
city. That night promised to be fright- 
ful. There were 700 stores in town. 
It was rich plunder, and there was 
grave fear of looting. The only hope 
was to keep the crowds of soldiers 
moving in sections, but always mov- 
ing and never collecting anywhere in 
•formidable numbers. "Scare-off corps" 
were organized. These groups took 
empty kerosene cans and beat them at 
strategic times and places all night 
long. So thoroughly and so persistent- 
ly did they keep up this awful din 
that they got rid of their unwelcome 
visitors and the town was saved for 
that one time anyway. 

On one occasion of dread peril the 
richest man in the place came to Mr. 
Adams for refuge and brought great 
piles of the finest jewels as well as 
gold and silver coin in tremendous 
quantities. The house looked like a 
bank. It was the safest place he 
t knew. Strange experiences come to 
missionaries on the foreign field. The 
soldiers, in hunting around for plund- 
er, started to break Into the girls' 
dormitory at the mission school. The 
wildest terror seized everybody in 
sight. Something hud to be done at 
once, so, us Mr. Adams expressed it 
with characteristic New England 
terseness, he had the job of going out 
and persuading the rufiiiuns to go 
somewhere else. Just like that, you 
would not expect him to elaborate on 
his method or technique. Results are 
jl'luit count, but what a story the 
details would make, with all the dram- 
atic trimmings! 

Military news is censored, but other- 
wise the press is not much restrained. 
It is especially free with its anti- 
foreign news and propaganda. At one 
time the news was unusually alarm- 
ing regarding the approach of hostile 
soldiers. Things got so bad that Mr. 
Adams had to leave his station. He 
went to Swatow and waited three 
weeks to get out, and then had to go 
on a Japanese steamer to Hong Kong. 
There wus no fresh milk on board, 
and the rest of the food supplies and 
general conveniences were mostly 
missing. At Hong Kong he found a 
hotel but not much service. What 
water he used he had to go after. 
There was some available in the cel- 
lar. He visited Shanghai and Nan- 
king and saw Dr. Williams, who was 
killed a little luter. Dr. Williams gave 
Mr. Adams some of his visiting cards 
to assist him where he wus not known. 
Mr. Adams cherishes the ones he did 
not use. They are a precious remind- 
i* of Dr. Williams. 

Mr. Adams saw the wonderful tomb 
of Sun Yat Sen, which was in process 
of construction. 

A special service for the Chinese is 
the agricultural experiment station. 
Better methods of farming are being 
developed, and this is an economic 
benefit of tremendous value and solid 
worth. 

A curious sidelight on Chinese 
character is shown by two incidents. 
Mr. Adams hail a Chinese driver for 
his automobile. An old muu did not 
get out of the way quickly, so the 
driver slapped the aged man in the 
face. A similar Incident occurred in 
Shanghai, where a rickshaw muu got 
shipped. A foreigner would not dure 
do so discourteous u thing, but a 
Chinaman not only could but did do 



Norumbega Council's Annual Report 

During the past week, about 15,000 
copies of the February issue of "The 
Norumbega Scout,” the Council's offi- 
cial organ, containing a very con- 
densed report of the 1929 activities 
and accomplishments of the organi- 
zation lias been widely distributed 
through the city by Scouts. Follow- 
ing It will be made the annual request 
for funds of the Council by several 
hundred men Interested In the Scout- 
ing program. 

The annuul shows such interesting 
figures as the following; an increase 
in Scouts from 639 in 1928 to 800 in 
1!'29, or an Increase of 25.2%; 600% 
increase in the number of Scouts of 
tills Council recorded at Council sum- 
mer camp; 98% Increase over 1928 in 
the number of Merit Badges awarded; 
15% Increase over last year in the 
number of Troop leaders; the cost 
per Scout In tlie Council budget has 
been cut 38.6% since 1927, when the 
Council was re-organized. 

Another Interesting feature is the 
Boy Scout Traffic Police Squad, com- 
posed of about 45 Scouts operating at 
six schools in the city. This Squad 
saved the city Over $5,000.00 in 1929 
and lias been recognized by tlie Reg- 
istrar of Motor Vehicles, who has 
stated that, while the Scouts of course 
have no legal authority, he will re- 
quest motorists who disregard their 
signals more than once to Interview 
Ills office. 

Norumbega Is Ranking Council 

Each quarter the National Council 
issues a graphic chart called tlie "In- 
dex of Accomplishment." According 
to the last quarterly chart Issued by 
National, Norumbega Council is the 
ranking one in New England, which 
is Region I, leading the second in 
line by 120 points. 

This high standing of the Council 
is directly traceable to the splendid 
work of the Council officers and Com- 
mittees, the Troop Committees, Scout- 
masters and Assistants, the field staff, 
examiners and all the others con- 
nected with the local Council and their 
close co-operation in their sincere and 
constant endeavors to make the Scout- 
ing program in this city the best pos- 
sible for Newton's boys. 

Scout Summer Camp 

Final arrangements have been made 
for tlie coming season with the Cape 
Cod Council for Scouts from Noruni- 
begu to attend the Camp Cape Cod. 
which 65 of our Scouts attended last 
summer, with a total of about 200 
boy-weeks. As plans now stand, the 
cost per week per Scout will be re- 
duced two dollars below last year's 
cost. These plans await final ratifi- 
cation by the new Executive Board of 
the Council. 

To review, this summer camp site 
lies on the high shores of Lake Wake- 
by In Mashpee, Massachusetts and is 
one of the most beautiful summer 
camp sites in New England. It lies 
only a short distance — less than five 
miles — from beautiful ocean shore and 
the plans for the summer now in- 
clude over-night hikes by Patrols to 
tlie shore, where the Scouts shall erect 
their own camp and do their own cook- 
ing on a Patrol basis on all such hikes. 

Around the Camp-Fire 

Over the last week-end about half 
a dozen Troops were represented at 
tlie Nobscot Reservation on over- 
night and day hikes. On the Satur- 
day evening, the scene of the fore- 
going Saturday was equally happily 
lepeuted. In tthe tent of Troops 4. 
Highlands, gathered in the dim lan- 
tern-light. with the flickering of the 
log-fire in the small stove, about two 
dozen Scouts and their leaders. From 
the stories tiiat came back, the sides 
of tlie smull tent fairly bulged with 
Scouts and the dim light shone on a 
real "sardine mass" of Scouts! 

But the fellowship and good spirit 
that were there! The Scouts talked, 
as Scouts always have and always 
will, about their own Troops. Scout- 
ing. camping, the woods and all. And. 
again, “Uncle" Frank Lichtenthaeler. 
of Troop 4 A. Highlands and “Uncle” 
Pat Harris of Troop 10. Waban spun 
their yarns and ghost stories for the 
group. 

As the watch-hands approached the 
hour of 9:30. good-nights were said 
and in small groups the Scouts and 
their leaders rustled off through the 
bushes and trailed among the thick 
tiee-growth, in the dim light of the 
night sky, to their respective cabins. 
Finally, the lantern in tlie Troops 4 


it to one of his own countrymen with 
impunity. 

At one temple were bundles of wo- 
men’s hair and a great bar to strike 
a bell. When a woman died in child- 
birth, a few strands of her hair in 
the temple together with occasional 
striking of the bell were supposed to 
help her in the next world. All this 
cost money. It was pitiful ns well us 
terrible. 

After being away from his station 
for two Christmases, Mr. and Mrs. 
Adams finally returned just before 
Christmas and made elaborate prepa- 
rations for a big celebration. Only 
two days before the holiday they had 
to leave. The communists attacked 
the town next day and were defeated. 
A peciflst tried to Induce the town to 
submit, but somebody suggested that 
they see if a bullet would go through 
the pacifist. He promptly tied and 
the town proceeded to put up a severe 
and successful tight. The mission 
station cared for 500 wounded men 
and saved the lives of 30 women who 
hud babies born there. Being strang- 
ers. they would not otherwise huve 
been allowed to give birth to their 
babies within the town.

TERCENTENARY 

Selection of the enst for Newton’s 
elaborate Tercentenary Pageant, 
"Newton the City Beautiful." will be- 
gin at once, according to announce- 
ment of the general Tercentenary 
Committee which was made yesterday. 
Rehearsals for the Pagennt, which is 
planned to be the outstanding feature 
of Newton's celebration, will he start- 
ed ns soon as the cast can be assem- 
bled. 

Presentation of the pageant will 
take place on June 2, 3. and 4. on 
the beautiful Newton Centre Piny- 
ground, where more than 3000 people 
can be seated on the slopes which 
grade down to the natural ampltlieatre 
by the brook and willow trees. 

All Chairmen of the general com- 
mittee nnd others interested in the 
organization of the Tercentenary Pag- 
eant met last Monday evening in the 
Newton Centre Library. Chester Ar- 
thur Drummond, author of the pag- 
eant book, read the outline of his 
drama. He has evolved an unusunlly 
beautiful pageant out of the meager 
dramatic, material available. Mr. 
Drummond’s reading was enthusiastic- 
ally received and those present de- 
clared their willingness to begin work 
for its presentation at once. As Mr. 
Drummond described the settings, out- 
lined the musical and dancing fea- 
tures, told of the lighting effects, un- 
folding his episodes and describing 
the costumes, lie was able to visualize 
an effect of unusual beauty and dra- 
matic import.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


No Legislature has made such prog- 
ress the first three weeks of January 
ns that recorded by the 1930 General 
Court. Furthermore, the committee 
bulletin reveals the fact that matters 
have been promptly handled, some re- 
ported and disposed of by both 
branches, while hearings have been 
assigned which indicate that by the 
middle of February very nearly all Im- 
portant matters will have been given 
public hearings. It is one of the busi- 
est yenrs 0.1 Beacon Hill for so early 
a period in the session. 

Mayor Weeks of Newton is peti- 
tioner for a number of measures. Hero 
is one which provides for an increase 
tn tlie retirement allowances payable 
to certain employes of Newton: 

Section 1. Chapter three hundred 
nnd fifty-live of the acts of nineteen 
hundred and twenty-eight is hereby 
amended by Inserting. In paragraph 
numbered four of section five, a new 
paragraph between the first and sec- 
ond paragraphs of paragraph number- 
ed four as follows: — In lieu of a de- 
termination of the actual regular com- 
pensation received by a member dur- 
ing such period of prior service, the 
retirement board is authorized and di- 
rected to use for the purpose of this 
chapter the rates of regular compen- 
sation which, if they had progressed 
In accordance with the rates of salary 
increase shown in the tables first 
udopted by the retirement board 
tinder the provisions of section four- 
teen. subdivision ten of this chapter, 
would have resulted in the same aver- 
age regulnr compensation of the mem- 
ber for five years immediately pre- 
ceding the date this system became 
operative as the records show the 
member actually received., — so that 
said section five, paragraph numbered 
four, shall read as follows: — 

(4) Upon verification of the state- 
ments of service the retirement board 
shall issue prior service certificates 
certifying to each member entitled to 
credit for prior service the length 
of service rendered prior to the date 
the retirement system first became 
operative, with which he Is credited 
on the basis of his statement of ser- 
vice. So long as membership con- 
tinues a prior service certificate shall 
for retirement purposes bo final and 
conclusive as to such service; pro- 
vided, that any member may, within 
one year from the date of issuance or 
modification of such certificate, re- 
quest the retirement board to modify 
or correct his prior service certificate. 

“In lieu of a determination of the 
actual regular compensation received 
by a member during such period of 
prior service, the retirement board 
is authorized and directed to use for 
the purpose of this chapter the rates 
of regular compensation which, if they 
had progressed in accordance with the 
rates of salary increase shown in the 
tables first adopted by the retirement 
board under the provisions of section 
fourteen, subdivision ten of this chap- 
ter, would have resulted In the same 
average regular compensation of the 
member for the five years immediate- 
ly preceding the date this system be- 
came operative as the records show 
tlie member actually received. 

"When membership ceases such 
prior service certificates shall become 
void. Should the employee again be- 
come a member, such employee shall 
enter the system as an employee not 
entitled to prior service credit except 
as provided In subsection three of sec- 
tion nine. 

“Section 2. This act shall take ef- 
fect upon its acceptance during the 
current year by the board of alder- 
men of the city of Newton.” 

Mayor Weeks’ bill relative to the 
tenure of office of tlie city clerk of 
Newton Is as follows: 

“Section 1. Tlie city clerk of the 
city of Newton in office at the time 
this act takes effect and any person 
thereafter elected to fill any vacancy 
existing in such office shall hold office 
during good behavior and until tlie 
board of aldermen shall remove him 
therefrom in accordance with tlie pro- 
visions of chapter thirty-one of tlie 
General Laws and the rules and regu- 
lations made thereunder relative to 
removals from tlie classified public 
service. After tills act takes effect, 
any vacancy in tlie office of city clerk 
in said city shall he tilled by its board 
of aldermen. 

‘‘Section 2. This act Hhall take 
effect upon its acceptance by the 
board of aldermen of tlie city of New- 
ton." 

Accompanying Is the bill of Mayor 
Weeks for an amendment to the luw 
relative to tlie use of buildings for tlie 
storage of motor vehicles: 

"Chapter one hundred and forty- 
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eight of the General Laws, ns amended 
in section fourteen by section throe 
of chapter four hundred and eighty- 
five of tlie nets of nineteen hundred 
and twenty-one. by chapter two hull 
dred and fifty-four of tlie acts of 
nineteen hundred and twenty-four, by 
section one of chapter three hundred 
and thirty-five of the acts of nineteen 
hundred and twenty-five and by sec- 
tion one of chapter two hundred and 
sixty nnd section one of chapter three 
hundred nnd twenty-five of the nets 
of the year nineteen hundred nnd 
twenty-eight. Is hereby further amend- 
ed by striking out said section four- 
teen and Inserting in place thereof 
the following: — 

“Section 14. No building or other 
structure shall except ns provided in 
section fifteen, he used for tlie keep 
ing, storage, manufacture or sale of 
any of the articles named in section 
teti, except fireworks, fire-crackers and 
torpedoes, unless the aldermen or se- 
lectmen shall have granted a license 
therefor nfter a public hearing, held 
in tlie case of cities by tlie aldermen 
or any committee thereof designated 
by them, notice of tlie time and place 
of which hearing shall have been 
given, at the expense of tlie applicant, 
by the clerk of the city or of the com- 
mission having the authority to grant 
such licenses or by tlie selectmen, by 
publication, not less than seven days 
prior thereto, in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the representative district. If 
any, otherwise in the city or town, 
wherein the land on which such li- 
cense is to he exercised Is situated, 
and also by the applicant by register- 
ed mail, not less than seven days prior 
to such hearing, to all owners of real 
estate abutting on said land, and un- 
less a permit shall have been granted 
therefor by the marshal or by some 
official designated by him for tlie pur- 
pose; provided, that any building or 
other structure once used under a 
license and permit granted as afore- 
said, or any building or other struc- 
ture lawfully used for any of said 
purposes, may be continued in such 
use from year to year if the owner 
or occupant thereof shall annually, on 
or before April thirtieth, while such 
use continues, file for registration with 
the clerk of the city or town where 
such building or other structure is 
situated, a certificate reciting such 
use nnd occupancy; and provided, fur- 
ther, that any building used us a 
garage for storing not more than four 
vehicles, when once used under such 
a license and permit, or lawfully used 
for such purpose, may be continued in 
such use from year to year without 
such annual registration, and contin- 
uous use nnd occupancy thereof for 
such purpose shall be presumed. The 
department may by regulation pre- 
scribe the amount of explosives, crude 
petroleum or any of its products, or 
of any other iniflammable fluid or 
compound, that may be kept for pri- 
vate use in a building or other struc- 
ture without a license, permit or reg- 
istration, or any of them. Every li- 
cense and permit issued hereunder 
shall expire on April thirtieth follow- 
ing the date of issue, and registrations 
hereunder shall be effected on or be- 
fore April thirtieth to take effect on 
May first following. Such fee as may 
he established from time to time 
by ordinance or by-law may be charged 
for any such license, permit and reg- 
istration. respectively; provided, that 
the fee for such registration shall be 
one half of the amount of the fee 
for such a license. 

“The right to use a building or other 
structure for any of said purposes may 
be revoked for cause, after notice and 
a hearing given to such owner or 
occupant, by the aldermen or select- 
men having authority to grant licenses 
for such use, or by the marshal. Sucli 
building or structure shall always be 
subject to such alterations in con- 
struction and to such regulations of 
its use in respect to protection against 
fire or explosion as the department 
may prescribe.” 

Newton is surely interested in the 
bill filed by tlie Middlesex County 
Commissioners for authority to bor- 
row money for the purpose of pro- 
viding accommodations for the New- 
ton District Court. It is as follows: 

"Section 1. For the purpose of pro- 
viding court house accommodations 
and facilities for the Newton district 
court, in tlie city of Newton, the coun- 
ty commissioners of Middlesex county 
may take by eminent domain, under 
chapter seventy-nine of the General 
Laws, or acquire by purchase, such 
land as may be necessary, and may 
erect on such land a suitable build- 
ing for the purposes aforesaid and 
may equip and furnish the same. 

“Section 2. For the purposes afore- 
said, the treasurer of suld county, 
with the approval of the county com- 
missioners. may borrow from time to 
time, on the credit of the county, such 
sums us may be necessary, not ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate, ( ) 

dollars, and may issue bonds or notes 
of the county therefor, which shall 
bear on their face tlie words Middle- 
sex County Newton District Court 
House Loan, Act of 1930. Each au- 
thorized issue sliall constitute a sep- 
arate loan, and such loans shall he 
payable in not more than twenty 
years from their dates. Such bonds 
or notes sliull he signed by tlie treas- 
urer of the county and countersigned 
by a majority of the county commis- 
sioners. The comity may sell tlie said 
securities at public or private salo 
upon such terms and conditions us tlie 
county commissioners may deem pro- 
per, hut not for less than their par 
value. Indebtedness Incurred under 
this act sliull, except as herein pro- 
vided, he subject to chapter thirty- 
five of tlie General Laws. 

"Section 3. This uct sliall take 
effect upon its acceptance during tlie 
current year by tlie county commls- 
sioners of suld county, hut not other- 
wise.” 


Recent Deaths 


FRANK F. DAVIDSON 


Frank F. Davidson, for more than 
fifty years identified with the 
Thomas Long Company, Jewelers, at 
■12 Summer street, Boston, and wide- 
ly known in religious and philnnthrop- 
cl circles, died Saturday morning at 
Ills home. 59 Woodland road. Auburn- 
dale. For some time he had been 
tlie treasurer of the Long Company 
and was nt his offleo a week before 
liis death. 

Mr. Davidson was born in Salisbury, 
N. II.. Sept. 12, 1856, and his parents 
were Nathaniel and Mary (Glllis) Da- 
vidson. He has been a resident of 
Newton for about sixty-three years, 
coming to Auburudale from Newton- 
vlllo forty-seven years ago. Ho was 
a member of the Auburndaie Congre- 
gational Church, the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce and the Brae-Burn Coun- 
try Club. 

As n lny-preacher Mr. Davidson was 
widely known in and around Boston 
where lie frequently spoke in the 
churches. 

He was the president of the Merrl- 
muc nnd of the Hope Missions, and nt 
one time was closely connected with 
tlie Dover St. Mission. He was trustee 
of tlie Gordon College of Theology and 
Missions, and had been Interested in 
the Dudley Bible Institute. He al- 
ways kept up Ills interest in the youth 
seriously desirous of getting an edu- 
cation nnd he had helped these In 
vnrious ways. 

The surviving members of his fam- 
ily are his wife, who was Adeline Al- 
len of East Freetown; three daugh- 
ters, Miss Mary R. Davidson, who 
lives nt home; Mrs. J. Scott Rider of 
Burlingame, California; and Mrs. W. 
I). Lnnghorne of Needham; two sons, 
F. Forest Davidson, Jr., of Wellesley 
Farms, and Allen Davidson of Welles- 
ley; a brother, Charles W. Davidson 
of Newtonville, and a sister, Mrs. G. 
W. Patterson of Washington, D. C. 

The funeral services were held at 
the Congregational Church Monday af- 
ternoon, Dr. Edward Payson Drew nnd 
Rev. Cornelius E. Clark officiating. 


MRS. NATALIA L GREENE 


Mrs. Stephen Greene (Natalia L.) 
died Sunday afternoon nt tlie Newton 
Hospital after a short illness. She 
wns born in Providence, R. I., No- 
vember 1, 1853, the daughter of Niles 
R. and Elizabeth Schubarth. On De- 
cember 15, 1874, she married Stephen 
Greene who died In 1901.

RALPH W. BARTLETT 


Ralph W. Bartlett of 29 Arlington 
street, Newton, died on Tuesday af- 
ter a long illness. He was born in 
North Brookfield June 13, 1865, grad- 
uated from Amherst in 1888 and Bos- 
ton University Law School in 1892. 
In 1894 he married Anna Curry of 
Ironwood, Michigan, and is survived 
by her two sons, Curry M. Bartlett and 
Ralph W. Bartlett, Jr.; two daughters 
— Elizabeth Weston and Ann Sylvia 
Bartlett, a brother. Warren T. Bart- 
lett of North Brookfield and a sister, 
Mrs. William I,. Walsh of Holyoke. 

Mr. Bartlett was an authority on tax- 
ation and had collaborated with Rich- 
ard Henry Dana in writing on double 
tax. He invented an appliance for 
reduction of congenital dislocation of 
tlie hip and was accorded the dis- 
tinction of appearing before a clinic 
at the Harvard Medical School to dem- 
onstrate this appliance. 

His funeral service is being held 
tills afternoon at his late home, Rev. 
Chester A. Drummond officiating.

Alderman Walter E. C. Worth died 
nt Ills home, 82 Homer street, Newton 
Centre, nt 4.30 this morning follow- 
ing an Illness of two weeks. He wns 
taken 111 a fortnight ago with Influenza 
and bronchitis. A septic sore throat 
developed n couple of dnys ago, result- 
ing in his death. 

Mr. Worth was born in Norwich, 
Connecticut, tlie son of Rev. William 
T. Worth and Sarah Gee Worth. He 
graduated from Roxbury Latin School 
and for many yenrs was secretary to 
Frederick Whitney of Watertown. In 
recent years lie had been associated 
with the insurance firm of Hamilton 
& Company in Boston. He came to 
Newton Centre in 1923 and had since 
been a lender in the social and civic 
activities of that community. He was 
elected to the Newton Board of Aider- 1 
men on October 17, 1927, and gave 
freely of his time to servo the city. 
He had recently been appointed chair- 
man of the committee in charge of 
Newton’s part in the 1930 Tercenten- 
ary Celebration. He was a member 
of the various Masonic bodies, a 
32nd degree Mason nnd a Shrlner. He 
held membership in the Charles River 
Country Club, the Newton Centre 
Men’s Club and tlie Men’s Clubs of 
Trinity Church and the Newton Cen- 
tre Methodist Church. 

His funeral services will be held 
Sundny afternoon nt 2.30 in the First. 
Church at Newton Centre; Rev. Frank 
Taylor of Watertown will officiate, as- 
sisted by Rev. Herbert Bennett of 
Melrose.

In every public library in Massa- 
chusetts. in many private libraries, in 
men's clubs, in women's clubs, in col- 
lege halls, public schools and church 
vestibules a big box bearing the mys- 
terious letters A. M. M. I,.

Into these boxes the citizens of 
Massachusetts are asked to place all 
the books they can spare — books in 
good condition of course— and they 
will be sent to the American Mer- 
chant Marine Library Association hav- 
ing headquarters at the Boston Pub- 
lic Library. Mr. Paul F. Folsom. Bos- 
ton dispatch agent, will sort the books 
into libraries of 75 to 80 volumes and 
these libraries will go to merchant 
vessels flying the American flag, to 
lighthouse keepers and to men of 
the coast guard service.

we do not live its life. Of all books 
it stands as tho best example of cir- 
culation without influence. More 
Bibles are sold than any other book, 
we are correctly informed: but few 
of them are read. 

"The decline of the Bible's power 
tame with the critical study of the 
history of the texts. The scholars 
found that the main things which 
interested the churches were not lit 
the Bible, such as the two natures of 
Christ and the Trinity; and many 
things in the book were no longer of 
interest. That mnrked a grave 
crisis in the minds of the conserva- 
tive church people, and we all recall 
the warning, ‘If yon do not believe 
all of the Bible, you can believe none 
of it.’ The consequences of disbe- 
lief have not befallen us. Today there 
is not a religious educator of any 
ability who defends the Bible as the 
basis of religious study. He seeks 
his material in other sources. 

‘When the Bible no longer satis- 
fied, at tlie beginning of the present 
century, the leading thinkers turned 
to philosophy, and found in Hegel, 
with his doctrine of the Absolute, a 
basis for religious belief that man 
could and must have an experience 
of this perfect God. Our philosophical 
idealists, the Cairds in England and 
Royce in tills country, had their sway, 
but now their day is passing, for 
how many people could speak of such 
ineffable things ns tlie experience of 
the Infinite? It .was too high and 
thin. Besides, that kind of teaching 
was too general. What became of the 
supposedly distinctive character of 
Christianity? 

A school under tlie German. 
Kitschl, protested that the real proof 
of religion in the soul was an experi- 
ence of Christ. Christ the unique per- 
son was made the centre of thinking. 
Then thought pushed on, and, in to- 
day's rolling beliefs of advanced 
theologians, it is not acceptable that 
men shall be asked to believe phen- 
omenal tilings instead of common spir 
itual truths. ‘To rest religion on 
events which cannot be repeated means 
to isolate it from tlie daily experi- 
ence of men today.’ Tills means that 
Christ is no longer regarded as 
unique, nor is Christanity superior. 
It is not a snobbish religion. 

“When the world religions gather 
in conference (as they did in Geneva 
in 1928), we find less emphasis upon 
differences among them, and an ab- 
sence of pretensions to peculiar worth 
and distinction by any religion, and 
the consequent recognition of certain 
universal elements in uil religions. 
By this advance the position of Christ 
is really made greater than it ever 
was. because he lias been reared into 
the stature of a myth-hero. As an his- 
toric person, in time and place, he and 
his teachings are of secondary im- 
portance. but as tlie object of the 
creative imagination of the ages he 
is a colossal figure. 

“But remember, that is the work of 
human minds, that creation of tho 
Christ myth. When we hear that we 
must return to the teachings of Jesus, 
as they are given in the simple nar- 
ratives of the gospels, we reply today 
that we shall never do anything of 
the kind. The church, us a matter 
of fact, has never followed the four 
gospels. The doctrines which have 
come lo us through tlie ages, which 
have been the basis of tho church's 
historic, continuous thought, have 
come from the Putillue epistles, from 
the early church, and in only a minor 
degree from the gospels, for the good 
reason that the gospels do not teach 
doctrinal thought, while the epistles 
do: und in the second place, the 
epistles were written before the gos- 
pels. and from the epistles much of 
the gospel teaching Is derived. 

"Today we liuve our demand for a 
better religious foundation", conclud- 
ed Dr. Dleffenbach. “What the past 
has lmd Is not enough for us. We 
have 'a craving for bounty, a sense of 
awe, a moral urge, the love of the 
Ideal, the need of worship, the belief 
in spiritual values.' We need und are 
bound to have for our needs our own 
original theology, our own World. 
The Bible will not answer. We must 
muke our own Bible, us they did who 
made the one we know. Wo must 
speak our vernacular, and not an an- 
cient language. We must create our 
own values and project them in a new 
Christ . Our concept of God, now tlie 
real issue in theology, wo are chang- 
ing radically. All things ure becom- 
ing now becuuse life is always now 
and we go forth to life."

RECENT EVENTS 


Community Service Club of West 
Newton 


The January meeting of the Com- 
munity Service Club was held in the 
Unitarian Church Parish House, on 
Wednesday afternoon, Jnnuary 15th, 
at 2:30 o’clock. Mrs. Francis Carter 
gave a short talk upon the work of 
the Social Commission, ending with a 
plea for the support of the women in 
the State when tho committee should 
end its investigations, and send its 
bills to the Legislature. 

The speaker of the afternoon was 
Professor Robert E. Rogers, of the 
English Department of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, who 
spoke on “Our Democratic Ideals.” Be- 
cause it is a characteristic of the 
American people to become so 
wrapped lip in a particular program 
that they lose sight of the general and 
immediate needs, the country has be- 
come top-heavy with its specific laws 
and its bureaus and Federal controls, 
he said. With the tendency, too, to 
live in the past lip service is done to 
two ideas inherited from the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence, — 
that “all men are' created equal” and 
“there Is equal opportunity for all,” 
when it is known that because of tho 
changes in number and kind of the 
population, and the proportionate de- 
crease of available land, these two 
truths of 1800 are only Ideals today. 
The spirit which animated Massachu- 
setts to rebel against the tax on ten, 
and defied a government which inter- 
fered with the rights of a citizen, was 
tho same spirit which prompted cer- 
tain states to refuse to ratify the Con- 
stitution, until the Bill of Rights was 
drawn up. It is this same spirit which 
is causing rebellion against Federal 
control. Still, on reading History one 
can steadily follow the destruction of 
those same rights, so that now tradi- 
tional Liberty is only another notion, 
and the American people really live 
at the mercy of the police power cf 
the Federal Government. 

With the Idealistic theory of Dem- 
ocracy broken down, — that idea that 
one inuu is as lit to govern as another, 
it can be understood clearly why the 
quality of our government must go 
down, for in no other business are in- 
experienced men placed in charge, 
and left In power only long enough to 
acquire some knowledge of their weak- 
ness, when another inexperienced man 
is put in his place. So, until this old 
ideal of fitness is scrapped, and the 
average mind grasps that government 
is a highly complex business, with 
need of much training nnd experience 
before control is given over, one can- 
not look for much improvement. 

We are living In a perplexing world, 
with problems of which our fore-fath- 
ers could not dream, and daily it is 
lioing brought to us that the old rou- 
tine of politics no longer serves. Only 
a learned, exceptional mind, with a 
largo experience, can meet the prob- 
lems of the day. In our public school 
education there must come a change, 
to give tlie superior mind a chance to 
receive superior advantages, and not 
be held down to the "mass produc- 
tion" which now exists, — following the 
idea that tho schools exist to promote 
Democracy, and, in order to make 
all men equal, education must be- 
come Socialization, for wo must turn 
out a standardized product, und to be 
different is a crime. 

More attention must bo given to the 
saving of that which needs to be 
saved, rather than so much attempting 
to raise the level of tlie lower rank, 
to the neglect of tho best of tlie peo- 
ple. Because “Water seeks its own 
level" wo should then have a country 
pleasant to live in, — unldealistic, but 
comfortable. Mr. Rogers’ presenta- 
tion of Ills ideas, as above, held the 
attention of his audience. 

Shakespeare Club 

The Newton Highlands Shakespeare 
Club met on Saturday, January 18th, 
despite tho storm, with a full attend- 
ance, ut tlie urtlstlc Home of Mrs. Wll- 
Ham K. Moore, of Hillside road, whore 
the afternoon was occupied with 
"Henry tlie Fifth," Act III. The first 
three scenes of tho net represent tho 
siege of llurllcw, where Henry la seen 
for the first time us a soldier, became 


a nntlonnl hero, and Inspired an army 
with ills own spirit. 

The Duke of Gloucester, to whom 
the command of the siege was given, 
dug three under-ground mines; these 
wero counter-mined by the French; 
an ensuing "hand to hand" conflict 
occurred. Capitulation followed. The 
King and his train entered the town! 

Interest in this strategic chapter of 
the drama held attention in the force 
nnd entertainment of Its presenta- 
tion.

State Federation 


MID-WINTER MEETING. A partial 
report of the Legislative program pre- 
sented by Mrs. Fred L. Pigeon, chair- 
man of this Department, at the meet- 
ing of the State Federation on 
Wednesday. January 22nd, is here 
given. Action on these measures and 
on resolutions will be found in this 
Column next week, as well as other 
interesting details that can not be re- 
ported with the Column going to press 
on Wednesday. 

The West. Newton Women's Educa- 
tional dull, celebrating its fiftieth an- 
niversary in the Club world, was host- 
ess for the gala day at the Hotel Stat- 
ler, their president, Mrs. Joseph Otis, 
giving the address of welcome. 

Mrs. Azel A. Packard, State Presi- 
dent, opening the meeting, said most 
happily, quoting from Alice Ames Win- 
ter. ex-president of tlie General Fed- 
eration: 

“When one faces a thousand women 
in a room, all of them intent upon 
some problem of human welfare, all 
thinking straight and to the purpose, 
ail self-forgetful, and when one knows 
that all over the country this phenom- 
enon is repeated again and again, it 
is not hard to have faith like a mus- 
tard seed in the woman leadership of 
the future.” 

The first measure before the State 
Legislature for presentation to the 
Clubwomen was the proposed Revi- 
sion of the Present Book Law. The af- 
firmative side of this proposal was 
given by Dr. Albert C. Dieifenbach, 
editor of the Christian Register, who 
gave the following reasons for favor- 
ing the change: 

A committee of 200 citizens of a 
high degree of public spirit and civic 
intelligence has presented a bill which 
it is believed meets the exacting mor- 
al stiuidards of the Commonwealth 
stating present requirements accord- 
ing to the opinion of leading publish- 
ers, editors, librarians, booksellers, 
churchmen, lawyers, social workers, 
and publicists. 

The bill purposes first to place the 
legal control of books in tlie courts, 
and second, to maintain the moral 
welfare of the public, especially that 
of the youth, and yet give proper rec- 
ognition to the creative work of 
writers, and encourage tlie presenta- 
tion of life os it is and as it ought to 
be, in good literature. 

There are three criteria of a good 
book.^ First, is the writer sincere? 
Is his intent honest? If so, the book 
ns a whole will approve his sincerity 
to the judgment of tho court. Sec- 
ond. does his book measure up to stan- 
dard as a work of art? Third, does the 
book reveal life, does it cleanse and 
greaten life? Tills last criterion is 
the arch which joins the two columns 
of sincerity and art. and makes a book 
worthy of public sanction. 

In such a book there may be pas- 
sages which out of their context would 
be offensive. For example, in "All 
Quiet lyt the Western Front." we could 
not possibly have a true presentment 
of war unless the ugliness of it were 
given in due proportion. 

The same is true of every other 
phase of life. The negative side was 
presented by Frank Chouteau Brown, 
director of the N. E. Watch and Ward 
Society, who opposed the change on 
the following grounds: 

The present law is 40 years old. In 
that time it has come to be under- 
stood in all courts, aud any case 
brought under it can be tried expedi- 
tiously and inexpensively to the State 
and the individual concerned. 

The new law changes the phrase. 
"Book — containing obscene language" 
to “Book which — considered as a 
whole is obscene." Lawyers consult- 
ed say that this wording is too am- 
biguous to apply to many cuses, no 
other State has a law so worded, and 
that the entire book would have to be 
read to the jury, at a great waste of 
time and money. Also, the first ease 
under the new law will undoubtedly 
be carried to tlie Supreme Court, 
which ‘will delay trial, and hold up 
all other cases brought under same 
act. 

For tlireo years the Boston booksell- 
ers have brought before the Legisla- 
ture, tlie proposal for a new law, 
which was not successful. This year, 
librarians, professors, aud editors, 
with tlie booksellers still iu the back- 
ground, are sponsoring the bill. Also 
in tlie background are individuals aud 
organisations, hoping to benefit in- 
directly from It, asking for more free- 
dom of speech and for privileges that 
are demoralizing moral agencies. 

Tho New Eugiund Watch und Ward 
Society represents the public ouly in 
a matter so unpleasant that individ- 
uals hesitate to take the odium aud

also when they would often as individ- 
uals be unable to secure a conviction, 
especially with many public officials 
indifferent to their oaths of office and 
their constitutents. It acts only on 
complaints. 

In the past, the Society has been 
glad to co-operate with the booksellers 
in stopping the sale of pernicious 
books without publicity, or delay, and 
with no danger of jail sentence or cost 
of litigation to the booksellers. In the 
judgment of those who have most to 
do with this problem, the proposed 
law will not secure the legitimate pro- 
tection for which the bookseller is os- 
tensibly asking. In fact, many of the 
more reputable are no longer support- 
ing the proposed bill. The Watch and 
Ward Society is not opposed to all or 
any changes in the present law. It 
does not believe in the wording nor 
the apparent meaning of the present 
bill and therefore does not endorse it. 
It does not propose any bills itself. Its 
sole interest is to aid iu the enforce- 
ment of any law representative of the 
will of the people, as a whole. 

In actual process, there is at pres- 
ent no private “censor" existing, or 
acting in this matter, except as the 
judge of the court represents such 
“censorship." Under the present law 
there is nothing to prevent any pub- 
lisher or bookseller from trying out in 
court any case where he believes in- 
justice or hardship has been done him 
in what he may believe to be suppres- 
sion of his book. 

It is the judgment of the Society, 
and its more experienced advisers, 
that it would be dangerous to require 
that, in every case, it be necessary to 
consider it “as a whole." Would a 
solid chapter of "swear words" and 
profanity be any less profane for be- 
ing surrounded by 37 chapters of 
properly-behaved nouns and adverbs 
and adjectives? Would one or two 
obscene stories in a collection pub- 
lished between two covers be any less 
objectionable because their compan- 


ions were of the goody-goody, Sunday 
School variety? Would any obscene 
illustration become legally ineffective 
for suggestive evil if the other pic- 
tures in the book were exclusively 
sweetly sentimental and moral in 
tone? 

Mrs. Sara R. Ehrmann, in the affirm- 
ative for the abolishment of capital 
punishment, stated that the law es- 
tablishing capital punishment for first 
degree murder is impossible to enforce 
— since for three hundred years it has 
gone on in this State, and the punish- 
ment has not stopped it — and there- 
fore it ought to be removed. She 
went on to cite cases in which other- 
wise law-abiding men have been the 
only ones captured and put to death, 
saying that the real gangsters know 
the ropes so well that they are never 
caught. Therefore, that this very lack 
of enforcement breeds contempt for 
the law, and further crimes in mur- 
der! 

She brought out the “demoralizing" 
effect upon prisoners when a murderer 
is electrocuted, creating morbid sym- 
pathy for the condemned man. aud 
bitterness against the State, and de- 
clared that heads of our Penal In- 
stitutions. and students of psychology 
were against this "senseless proce- 
dure." She declared that for the 
State to use this weapon of protection 
is in itself violence, and that violence 
breeds violence and can not eradicate 
it. and starts an endless chuin of ran- 
cor. vindictiveness and revenge, quali- 
ties inherent in human nature which 
react to vicious treatment. She stated 
that fear is what keeps this primi- 
tive method of solving a difficult prob- 
lem in force, and went on to say that 
this fear is groundless, since 24 civ- 
ilized countries have abolished this 
form of punishment aud eight States 
in the United States, and here it is 
bearing witness that murders do not 
increase after abolition. 

She declared that capital punish-

ment acted as an advertisement of 
murder, inciting morbid and suggesti- 
ble minds to a like course. She re- 
ferred, also, to the great expense of 
murder trials as economically un- 
sound. She pointed out that the crim- 
inally insane are imprisoned for life, 
in an institute, and that this does not 
affect the population as a menace, nor 
do they begrudge the food and shelter 
given to them. 

She ended with a plea to acknowl- 
edge a mistaken policy and to change 
it by taking this law from the statute 
hooks. 

In defense of capital punishment. 
Dean Gleason L. Archer LL.D., Dean 
of Suffolk Law School, eminent jurist, 
and one of the clearest thinkers upon 
the side of law enforcement today; 
and of protection of American ideals, 
gave as his arguments for continua- 
tion of the death penalty for certain 
crimes and as showing cause why the 
age-old statute should be retained: 

Since the beginning of recorded 
time, the man who kills his fellow- 
man has been regarded as a common 
enemy of society. For fifty centuries 
the calm Judgment of mankind has 
been that the killer of man is too 
dangerous an enemy to be permitted 
to live. Our laws have decreed the 
death penalty for such, for the same 
reason that the surgeon cuts from a 
healthy body a cancerous growth that 
threatens its existence. 

But of recent years there has grown 
up a formidable movement to stay the 
hand of the law in dealing with the 
murderer. We are told that if he 
goes about killing his fellow-man so- 
clety should reform him by setting 
him a good example, give him a com- 
fortahle prison, feed him. care for 
him as a guest of the State and 
keep him contented, if possible. Of 
course, if he insists upon escape, and 
kills a prison guard or two while 
breaking out of prison, that is unfor- 
tunate and regrettable, but society has 
done its best. 

Whereupon Dean Archer went on 
to prove that in this event society 


the use of which the presence of ver- 
min may he detrimental." 

The sponsors of this measure claim 
that the ordinary steel trap, now uni- 
versally used, comes under the ban; 
that, an animal caught In thia trap 
suffers excruciatingly and continuous- 
ly until pm out Its misery by' the 
trapper or until it dies from pain, 
exhaustion, cold, hunger or thirst. 
The National Association of the Fur 
Industry, one of the largest fur or- 
ganizations, tacitly admits the cruelty 
of the steel trap by offering a reward 
of $10,000 for the Invention of a per- 
fect humane trap. 

The bill seeks to protect farmers, 
gardeners, poultrymen, and all others 
from the depredations of vermin (fox. 
skunk, mink, weasel, raccoon, etc.) by 
permitting traps of any kind now law- 
ful. including the steel trap, to be set. 
in the Immediate vicinity of poultry 
houses and other buildings, fields, gar- 
dens. cranberry bogs, etc. 

Opponents of the bill claim that 
the steel trap is the only practical 
trap; that if it is banned, vermin will 
increase to a point which will en- 
danger poultry-raising and the sup- 
ply of game birds. But there are a 
number of practical humane traps on 
the market, traps which take alive un- 
hurt, or kill instantly, and others will 
undoubtedly be invented if there is a 
demand for them. 

If it be true that this blit will 
appreciably increase the number of 
fur-bearers. It should be welcomed by 
the fur trade and all true conserva- 
tionists, since all the species are be 
ing rapidly depleted and some are 
threatened with extermination. In 
addition, although the fox, skunk, 
weasel and mink do prey somewhat 
upon poultry, in the long run they 
are more beneficial to agriculture 
than otherwise, since they eat many 
mice. rats. etc. The proposed bill is 
an effort to extend to wild creatures 
the same humane principles now uni- 
versally accorded to domestic animals 
and the sponsors of the bill contend 
that this can be done without jeop- 
ardizing the agricultural or game re- 
sources of the State. 

Greetings from Newton were 
brought by Hon. Sinclair Weeks.

Only 6% of the families known to 
the Newton Welfare Bureau during 
1929 heeded the assistance of the Wel- 
fare Bureau through any fault of their 
own. This Is one of the statements 
made hy the Secretory of the Bureau, 
Miss Ruth Chapin, during her report 
of tlie year's work. 

The Annual Meeting was held in tlie 
rooms of the Bureau at 12 Austin 
street at 4.15 p. m. on Wednesday 
afternoon, January 22. with Mr. Elliott 
B. Church, President, In the Chair. 

Other statements made hy the Sec- 
retary were that 408 families were 
aided by tho Bureau in one way or an- 
other during tlie year. She also 
stated that in only 11 of these 408 
family situations was the problem 
of drunkenness a complicating factor, 
whereas in the Annual Report of the 
year 1917 it was stated that in 9" 
families out of 390 it was a compli- 
cating factor. One of the angles of 
the work strongly stressed hy the Sec 
retary was the fact that in some in- 
stances the Welfare Bureau had to ho 
careful not to use its money, which 
Is raised by voluntary subscriptions 
from the community, to finance at- 
titudes of laziness or chronic depend- 
ency,— a feeling that the “world owes 
him a living.” Surprising though it 
may seem, there are some people who 
have this attitude, Imt in only 6% of 
these families was tills found to be 
true while the other 94% were fam- 
ilies who found thdmselves in need 
through no fault of their own Imt as 
a result of circumstances over which 
they hud no control. 

Dr. Cecil W. Clark as Chairman 
of the Health Committee gave a re- 
port of the year's work of the Health 
Fund, which is the money raised in 
Newton hy the sale of Christmas Seals 
and expended by the Bureau through 
this Committee. Tlie two largest 
items of expense were 1: the send- 
ing of tubercular contact children to 
camps during lust summer; 2: the giv- 
ing of milk in families where there 
were undernourished children. Other 
expenditures were reported, all of 
them tending toward the care of tuber- 
cular or pre-tubercular residents of 
Newton. 

Miss Esther M. Walker, Executive 
Secretary of the Home Service Sec- 
tion of tho Newton Chapter, American 
Red Cross, gave the antiuu! report of 
tliut work which covers not only New- 
ton but also Needham. Sixty-three 
families were active during the year 
— 5 in Needham and 58 In Newton. 

Mrs. Fannie Coursey, Extension Sec- 
retary of the Boston Family Welfare 
Society, was the speaker of the af- 
ternoon and told of the publicity 
activities of tliut society. She stressed 
particularly tlie point that the right 
kind of publicity has an immediate 
return not only in dollars and cents 
to the society hut in better under- 
standing on the part of tlie commun- 
ity. The figures she quoted were 
very convincing as to the vulue of 
good publicity.

to conform to the seniority rule of the 
Civil Service Commission. Some of 
these men thus employed on a three- 
day basis and then suspended for 
three days have legal rights that they 
must waive in order to relieve this 
situation and to give others relief.” 

“The City Solicitor will aid you in 
handling the legal situation as to 
these men and if we find that any 
considerable number insist on their 
legal rights, we may have to stop all 
work which lias thus been brought 
forward, and the whole list of one 
hundred men will be without employ- 
ment, because I am directing you to 
do this work to relieve a situation and 
all thus helped must give way to the 
benefit of the whole number. You will 
pursue this course until April 1st of 
this year, at which time you will carry 
on your work in the usual manner and 
employ men under complete Civil 
Service rights."

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Old Wade School 

To Be Razed Soon 

gchool Committee Discusses Other 
Important Mutters 


A regular meeting of the School 
Committee was held Monday evening 
at which time a number of Important 
subjects were discussed. Among these 
were the plans to have a Stadium Com- 
mission created as told in another 
column: the razing of the old Wade 
School at Upper Falls; a request from 
the Mayor that the American Legion, 
Auxiliary, and Spanish War Veterans 
be allowed the uBe of the Underwood 
School hall for meetings; the fence 
recently erected at the southwest cor- 
ner of Claflln Field; and the taking of 
Immediate steps towards the erection 
of a junior high school on the south 
side of the city. 

The removal of the Wade school is 
contemplated In order to make room 
for a portable building to be moved 
from the Claflln School yard to relieve 
the congested condition at the Emer- 
son School In Upper Falls. The Board 
of Aldermen authorized the removal 
of the portable to the Emerson School 
district last year but the plan was 
blocked because of the lack of space 
on the school grounds there. After 
some discussion the committee voted 
to request the Mayor to recommend 
the razing of the Wade school and 
the latter has since Indicated that the 
Aldermen will be asked to authorize 
the act. 

In addition to the question of pro- 
viding accommodations for more pu- 
pils at the Emerson School some dis- 
cussion was made on the playground 
facilities there. Alderman John Tem- 
perley appeared before the committee 
and asked that body to go further 
than remove the Wade school and 
take adjacent land to provide an ad- 
equate playground. He advocated the 
purchase by the city of a tract of 
land of about 30,000 square feet that 
adjoins the school property and is In- 
accessible from the street and of no 
value for building sites. The commit- 
tee referred the matter to the com- 
mittee on sites and playgrounds. 

A plan of Mayor Weeks to save the 
city several hundred dollars yearly by 
granting the use of the Underwood 
school hall to the American Legion 
for Its monthly meetings was dis- 
cussed at length. The city now fur- 
nishes a small office in the City Hall 
Annex for the use of the Legion which 
holds its monthly meetings in Elks’ 
Hall, the rent being putd by the city. 
The lease of the hall expires soon. 
The cost of this rental would be 
spared If the school hall could be used. 
City Solicitor Joseph W. Rartlett in- 
formed the committee that they could 
not turn any school hall over to the 
Legion for permanent quarters but 
could grant the organization permis- 
sion to use the hall from time to time. 
Committeeman Lockett expressed the 
opinion that the practice of smoking 
in the hall might be a disagreeable 
factor connected with the use of the 
hall. The matter was Anally referred 
to a special committee composed of 
Committeemen Church, Butts and 
Amesbury. 

A request to use the Angler school 
basketball court by the Methodist Ath- 
letic Club once a week during Janu- 
ary, February and March for practice 
purposes was denied. As the practice 
sessions would be open to members of 
the club only the committee rejected 
the request. 

The committee likewise disapproved 
an application by the Flora M. Bos- 
son Studio of the Spoken Word for 
the use of the high school auditorium 
on Wednesday, June 4th, for a dra- 
matic recital. The meeting was to 
have been open only to relatives and 
friends of those taking part. 

A letter from Charles J. Connlck of 
70 Hull street protesting against the 
appearance of the wire fence which 
has recently been erected on Hull 
streot and Lowell avenue was read. 
The fence was descrlbd as in “bad 
taste” and if it was too late to re- 
place it with another fence It might 
be improved by the planting of shrub- 
bery. The editor of the Graphic, who 
recently wrote an editorial disapprov- 
ing the fence, wns asked to give his 
views. He said that the fence was 
not adequate for the purpose for 
which It apparently was erected — to

The Division of University Exten- 
sion, State Department of Education, 
announces a course of eight lectures 
on The Psychology of Childhood and 
Adolescence which will begin In the 
Newton Technical High School In 
Newtonvllle on Thursday, February 
6, at 7:30 p. m.

Third Lecture 

On Religion Given 

Dr. Dlcffenbneli Discusses Church 
Degeneracy 


“A Protestant lender like Henry 
Sloane Coffin,” said Dr. Albert C. Dlef- 
fenbach In the third public lecture In 
a series on "What Is Happening to 
Religion?" In the parish house of the 
Unitarian Church in Newton Centre 
last Tuesday night, “startles the 
community when be declares that 
both Modernists and Fundamentalists 
must unite their forces and cease 
their warring on each other In order 
to extirpate the ‘scourge of Christen- 
dom, Humanism.' 

"This call to spiritual arms comes 
too late. Protestantism Is not equal 
to the colossal tusk of withstanding 
the theological movement which now 
sweeps onward, for better or worse, 
over the Christian world. As every- 
body knows who studies the facts, the 
Protestant churches have been degen- 
erating for at least one hundred and 
fifty years. Indeed, the whole 
Reformation movement, conceived In 
a great time of need, soon became a 
disintegrated and divisive sectarian 
force in history, and the results were 
astoundingly disclosed In the rise of 
the Fundamentalist nlght-ridlng near- 
ly a decade ago. That infamous up 
rising in Protestantism we must ac- 
knowledge as our own, and the Bap- 
tists were its sponsors. In its begin- 
ning, but it aroused Christians all 
over the world, and today everybody 
either Is or is not a Fundamentalist. 

“As a revolt against the growing 
liberal tendencies in Protestant 
churches it was significant; but the 
real meaning of It was the collapse of 
Protestantism. For the various de- 
nominations are virtually bankrupt of 
those fundamental religious ideas 
which make a church. Only yester- 
day at the meeting of the Congrega- 
tional ministers in Pilgrim Hall, the 
speaker. Prof. Robert E. Rogers, 
asked them what they believed, and 
there was instant ‘confusion ot 
tongues,' because these brethren be- 
lieve nothing that reaches Into the 
metaphysical depths of spiritual life up- 
on which the propagation of the 
church and the progress of civiliza- 
tion have always depended. It would 
be true of any Protestant ministry." 

,What does Protestantism teach to- 
day? Dr. Dieffenbach said the whole 
energy of the various churches under 
the Protestant name is devoted to the 
alleged teaching of Jobus, the 
(lumanitarianism called social ethics, 
.and In the fatuous business of church 
iunion. Of the first “futility,” the 
speaker said that It has been found 
quite impossible to recover the actual 
doctrines of Jesus, us all scholars 
agree, and what we know of His sup- 
posed teachings are too “scanty, frag- 
mentary, and contradictory to furnish 
the basis for any fair and decent ap- 
praisal of the actual theology and so- 
cial philosophy of Jesus.” 

“Modernists,” said the speaker, “are 
responsible for this deadly inversion 
of historical Christianity and to them 
is the blame, I believe, for having 
largely destroyed the Christian re- 
ligion. In their superficial, sentiment- 
al talk about the teaching of Jesus, 
they have robbed their churches of 
the glorious truths of Christendom, 
and that Is why, in their quest of 
something to keep their work going 
they have turned to activities of the 
so-called social gospel and have 
leached a low level of mere good fel- 
lowship. without any ‘drastic insights,' 
us Dwight Bradley says, Into the 
meaning of religion." 

Dr. Dieffenbach quoted as a sign 
of the Protestant “degeneracy” a 
news Item from a religious journal. 
In Pittsburgh twelve ministers wrote 
articles for a local paper on, “If Christ 
Came to Pittsburgh.” “With singular 
unanimity,” said the writer of the 
item, "the emphasis was laid upon his 
care of the poor, his delight in our 
hospitals, his Interest in social con- 
ditions, his doubt about his church, 
his good will toward the different 
races lit the city, his efforts to cleanse 
political conditions, and his insistence 
upon simple, humble, real religion." 
Dr. Dieffenbach analyzed the “pathet- 
ic religious poverty" of this report. 
It lacked everything, he said, that 
makes a real church. It is live parts 
social interest, and two parts nothing 
in particular. “A sorry picture is l Ills." 
said the lecturer, “hut true of the 
paltry and contentless condition of 
the Protestant churches. Throughout 
the ages pure religion has been mug- 
nifleeut. It lias been nurtured in the

The first speaker of the evening was 
Prof. Joseph H. Beflle of Harvard Uni- 
versity who told of the need of obtain- 
ing for Boston somdt»>lnn which will re- 
gain for that city and its suburbs the 
credit for being the fourth largest 
community In the United States. Bos- 
ton Is now rated as the ninth city in 
population In this country and lias 
lost considerable prestige because of 
this rating. Prof. Beale favors the 
existing municipalities retaining self- 
government and vjculd even return 
to Roxbury. Dorchester and other 
parts of Boston their former Identi- 
ties under a borough plan of govern- 
ment. 

Mayor James M. Curley of Boston 
made a forceful plea for a Greater 
Boston. He specified the many seri- 
ous losses in Industry and commerce 
which Boston has suffered In late 
years, and contrasted the indifference 
of many Bostonians' to the needs of 
tlielr city with the cooperative spirit 
displayed by the boosters in other 
large cities of the country. He 
chided officials of surrounding cities 
and towns for their opposition to the 
Greater Boston plan and asserted 
that they would obtain more self-gov- 
ernment rather than less by uniting 
with Boston. A Greater Boston, ac- 
cording to Mr. Curley, would cause 
the cessation of State control over 
public activities; the people of Great- 
er Boston would be relieved of the un- 
fair situation whereby money they 
pay In taxes is expended by direction 
of State commissions and officials. 

Billy B. Van, former vaiylevllle 
comedian and now a prosperous soap 
manufacturer, gave a humorous and 
inspiring account of how he overcame 
the ravages of tuj>»<v- nlosis and made 
a success of nlspreSwnt business by 
taking advantage of the healthy at- 
mosphere of rural New Hampshire, 
obtaining the co-operation and aid of 
Boston friends, and having faith and 
optimism.

Following the announcement early 
this week by District Attorney Rob- 
ert T. Bushnell of Waban that he 
would not be a candidate for re-elec- 
tion in Middlesex County next fall 
three candidates. Kenneth C. Dunlop of 
Newtonvllle, George S. Harvey of 
Malden and Warren L. Bishop of Way- 
land, have announced that they will 
seek the office. While Mr. Bushnell 
has been silent on his plans for future 
political activity there has been con- 
siderable talk that he will oppose 
Youngman for the Republican nomina- 
tion as lieutenant-governor. 

Mr. Dunlop has pledged himself to 
continue the aggressive enforcement 
of the laws which has marked the 
Bushnell administration. He is a well 
known republican, having participated 
as a speaker in national and State 
campaigns during the past 12 years. 
He was born in Boston in 1895 and ed- 
ucated at the Moses Brown School 
and the Suffolk Law School. He has 
lived in the county 25 years residing 
In Somerville and Winchester before 
moving to Newtonvllle. His home here 
Is at 371 Highland street. He was 
admitted to the bar in 1917 and has 
Boston law offices. He was one of 
the founders of the Alumni Associa- 
tion of the Suffolk Law school and Its 
president for five years. 

Mr. Harvey was an assistant district 
attorney for four years under Nathan 
Tufts, resigning in 1921. While In 
office he was credited with solving the 
murder of the Wakelin girl in Mel- 
rose, the breaking up of the famous 
automobile ring, and the rounding up 
of the gang of seven which robbed and 
shot an Everett paymaster in 1918. In

born in St. John. N. B.. in 1878 and 
has lived In Malden since he was 10 
years old. He is a graduate of Har- 
vard and the Harvard Law School and 
Is a member of a Boston law firm.

Late Wm. H. Mague 
Makes Many Bequests 

Working Boys' Home, Hospital and 
Others .Share in Will 


William H. Mague of 32 Chestnut 
Btreet, West Newton, a prominent citi- 
zen of this city for nearly three score 
years died on Sunday of bronchial 
pneumonia. He was born in West 
Newton 80 years ago and as a young 
man entered the contracting business. 
In addition to large private Jobs he 
was the successful bidder on many 
public Improvements during the last 
quarter of the past century. For 47 
years he had the contracts for col- 
lecting the garbage in the Newtons. 
In conjunction with the garbage col- 
lection he owned several large pigger- 
ies. Mr. Mague also was active in 
real estate development. He was In- 
terested in political affairs and was 
a member of many fraternal organiza- 
tions. For many years he conducted 
an undertaking business at West New- 
ton. 

In his will, disposing of an estate 
valued at about $75,000, he made pro- 
visions for a number of relatives, 
friends and employees and left lib- 
eral bequests to the Working Boys' 
Home and the Newton Hospital. He 
appointed Charles E. Hatfield and 
John C. Madden as executors of his 
estate which for the most part con- 
sists of real estate holdings. 

Among the bequests in Mr. Mague’s 
will are — to his housekeeper. Mrs. 
Mary Reed. $3000; to his foreman, 
John T. Hackett, $3000; to his friend, 
James R. Gallagher, $2000; St. Ber- 
nard's Aid Society, West Newton, 
$100; for Masses for his benefit and 
that of his deceased wife. Mary L. 
Mague. his two deceased sisters and 
brother, $1000; Working Boys' Home, 
Newton Highlands, $10,000; Newton 
Hospital, $5000; each of the daugh- 
ters of his late brother, Thomas Ma- 
gue. $500; each son of Thomas Mague, 
$1000; each child of his nephew. Thom- 
as B. Mague. $250; each child of his 
nephew. Francis J. Mague, $50: pro- 
ceeds of life Insurance policies. $1000 
each to his nephews. William H. Ma- 
gue. Charles Mague and Albert Mague, 
and $2000 to be divided equally between 
his nieces. Emily Mague. Sophia Mague 
and Blanche Mague. The residue of 
his estate, if any. he bequeathed as 
follows — one third to the Working 
Boys’ Home, one third to the New- 
ton Hospital, one third in equal shares 
to the nieces and nephews above men- 
tioned. 

Mr. Mague's funeral service was 
held Tnjsd .y muni hat at St- nurd's 
Church, West Newton. A solemn re- 
quiem mass was celebrated by Rev. 
Wm. Dwver. assisted by Rev. William 
O'Brien as deacon and Rev. Michael 
Danahey as sub-deacon. Mr. Mague 
was active in the starting of St. Ber- 
nard's Parish and has been a constant 
attendant of the church for 59 years.

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church by mystical insights, meta- 
physical Hludiea, surpassingly glorl- 
our cult ns and art, prophetic higli 
commands, and ineffable, heavenly 
evangels. And all these have been 
well-nigh abandoned in most of Prot- 
estunism for social service! 

“Having time for something else to 
do," suld tlie lecturer, "church lead- 
ers in Protestantism give themselves 
to the third activity of church union. 
The sentiment of uniting tlie divided 
bodies of Christ is appealing. The 
impossibility of it under present sec- 
tarian conditions Is known by people 
who understand. But the enthusi- 
astic leaders go uhead, sure of news- 
paper attention and the applause of 
their withering congregations. 

"In fifty years there has not been 
a single significant joining of diverse 
denominations upon a new and truiy 
liberal basis. Tlie one example that 
Is cited everywhere among the zea- 
lots is tlie so-called United Church of 
Canada. That was a great and glori- 
ous renunciation of denominational- 
ism. was it not? 1 answer, it was not. 
As a simple fact, the creedul basis, 
signed by tlie higli contracting parties 
and sealed by tlie Canadian Govern 
cent, contained twenty articles, long- 
er, more involved and medieval than 
the creeds of any one of tlie three 
participating churches, — Presbyterian. 
Methodist. and Congregational, — 
which fact is now coming out to the 
amazement of the simple lay people 
who feel they have been taken in by 
a pious deception. 

“When men like Principal Fraser of 
tlie Presbyterian College of Montreal 
protest against tlie ‘pre-scientiflc ac- 
count of the origin of sin, and its 
pathological view of human nature,’ 
in Article Five of tlie United Church, 
lie was silenced, but he was right. 

“These examples of Protestantism 
in collapse are depressing, lint human 
nature is reassuring, it will come 
back, becuuse it is Incurably re- 
ligious. We shall see the rout of tills 
decayed Christianity, and the rise of a 
new body of faith in doctrines agree- 
able to tills scientific age. A hundred 
years ago we had a complete break 
with Protestnntism, with tlie coming 
of tlie doctrine of the divinity of man. 
That was a revolution from the pre- 
vailing Calvinism. The extension of 
that doctrine, for a while resisted by 
tlie stupidities of inverted Protestant- 
ism, will go on. Nothing changes so 
surely us religious belief. That is the 
truest Christianity which finds new 
truth for tlie sake of holiness, though 
for tlie time being such Christianity 
Is regarded as heretical. Tomorrow 
will lie a new day."

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ABOUT TOWN

Wednesday evening we started at 
6.15 to cross the wide area which leads 
from Centre avenue bridge to the cor- 
ner of Washington and Channlng 
streets. Formerly a sidewalk afforded 
pedestrians protection for much of 
tills distance, but when the new house 
for Engine 1 was built the sidewalk 
from the bridge towards Washington 
street was destroyed and never re- 
placed. When we started to cross the 
wide open space no automobile was 
neur. As we got about one-third of 
the way across an automobile could lie 
seen opposite Bacon street near the 
Paramount Theatre. Ordinarily a 
pedestrian would have ample time to 
cover the distance between where we 
were and the northerly sidewalk of 
Washington street. But the person 
operating tills automobile was step- 
ping on the gas. He came along so 
rapidly thut as we reached just be- 
yond the centre of Washington street 
we had to stop quite abruptly to let 
him whiz by us a couple of feet away. 
Did the driver of this car slacken his 
speed when he saw u person out In the 
centre of the street crossing in front? 
He did not. Did it occur to him that 
the pedestrian might he some person 
with defective vision who might not 
observe the rapidly approaching ve- 
hicle? Not so one would notice It. 
The number plate on the rear of the 
car showed It to lie registered in the 
name of a person residing on Harvard 
street, Newtonvllie. 

We mention this because it has .been 
suggested to us that after the ear 
tracks will have been removed from 
Washington street, the big water main 
laid, and tlie street resurfaced, safety 
islands for pedestrians should be built 
opposite Centre avenue. Richardson 
street. Church street, the Church of 
Our Lady. Crufts street. Harvard 
street and streets between Newton- 
ville and West Newton where persons 
who uttempt to cross Washington 
street now have to risk their lives 
because of speeding automobiles. It 
lias also been suggested that police 
traps lie set along Washington street 
to catch tlie speeders. The weather 
conditions will not permit the use of 
motorcycles, but a policeman with a 
stop watch and a measured distance 
could determine at what speed reck- 
less autolsts are operating. 

One of tlie hills Introduced in the 
Legislature by Mayor Weeks seeks 
to chunge the method of conducting 
municipal elections in this city. It 
would abolish the preferential sys- 
tem of voting which has occasioned so 
much udverse criticism. It would pre- 
vent wholesale candidacies by largely 
increasing tlie number of signatures 
necessary to get on tlie ballot. Under 
tlie present system anyone obtaining 
100 signatures on nomination papers 
can run for Mayor; anyone getting 50 
signatures can run for Alderman-at- 
Large and only 25 signatures are nec- 
ossary to permit some aspiring cit- 
izen to announce his candidacy as 
Ward Alderman. 

The bill introduced by Mayor WeekB 
will, if passed, make it necessary to 
obtain 1500 signatures before one can 
become a mayoralty candidate. Cand- 
idates for Aidermen-at-Large will have 
to procure 1050 signatures; and cand- 
idates for the School Committee will 
have to get tlie same number of en- 
dorsers; to run for Ward Alderman 
It will be necessary to get 150 signa- 
tures. Candidates obtaining a plural- 
ity will win: it will not be necessary 
to get a majority of votes. 

Tlie system as advocated by Mayor 
Weeks is similar to that used in Bos- 
ton. It will tend to prevent the cand- 
idacies of persons who have little 
standing in the city and who have 
slight Chances of winning. Some cit- 
izens do not enthuse over a method 
of conducting elections which would 
allow a plurality rather than a major- 
ity vote to elect. To assure a major- 1 
ity vote it would be necessary to hold 
primaries. By compelling a large 
number of signatures on nomination 
papers practically the same results 
may lie secured and the expense of 
primaries avoided. And. in this city 
primaries bring out but a small per- 
centage of registered voters.

Process of Leavening 

Bread la Ancient One 

Leavened bread, or bread which Is 
made from distended dough, has been 
made since very early times. In fact, 
the leavening of bread was a practice 
known to the ancient Egyptians. 
They, In order to cause the new 
dough to rise, used to add a portion 
of dough which had been allowed to 
become sour. This old dough was 
called leaven, and gave the name to 
this process of breadmaking. This 
leaven evolTed carbon dioxide gas in 
the dough and resulted in the forma- 
tion of innumerable cells within the 
dough. These were distended by the 
heat of baking nnd the loaves formed 
presented an infinite number of minute 
honeycombed gas pockets. The same 
is the case when yeast Is used. At 
the present dny, thanks to research, 
more scientific methods of Introducing 
carbon dioxide to dough to make it 
rise have been made available. Bak- 
ers have the choice of three — 1, me- 
chanical aeration; 2, use of yeast; 8, 
use of baking powders.

A NEW DISTRICT COURT

His life in the community, his serv- 
ice to tlie institutions of ills City, his 
Church and his friends have been such 
ns to command the unanimous approval 
and ndmirntlon of all who knew him, 
and no man war better known. We 
are all in his debt. He has worked 
for every one of us over many years. 
Almost every campaign for tlie ben- 
efit of the numerous charities of his 
City found Harry Elder leading the 
work in Newton Highlands.

Mr. Albert Henry Elder, the only 
son of George Ii. and Martha Thaxter 
Elder, was born in West Newton, Jail 
uary 2, 1873.

He 
went to work at tlie age of fifteen for 
the Boston Belting Company of Bos- 
ton and remained In its employ for 
many years.

for the nomination of candidates for 
the city election; and provided, fur- 
ther, that the provisions of chapter 
two hundred and sixty-one, Special 
Acts of nineteen hundred and sixteen, 
as amended, he and are hereby re- 
pealed.”

During the month of December 
there were 51 deatiis In Newton; 27 
males and 24 females. Cancer was 
responsible for live deaths, four per- 
sons died from cerebral hemorrhages, 
heart ailments caused 12 deaths, 
pneumonia four, chronic nephritis 
five. Four persons wore killed dur- 
ing Iho month in tills city as a re- 
sult of automobile accidents ; throe of 
these were lilt by cars and the fourth 
was a passenger. 

Communicable discuses reported 
during the month Included — scarlet 
fever, 5 casus, measles l', mumps 15, 
whooping cough 4, chicken pox 411, 
lobar puoumoulu 10, tuberculosis 2. 
Most of tho chicken pox cases were 
on I tie South Side of the city. 


QNE THING ANT} 
ANOTHER 

By L. I), G. Bentley 


Having received so much praise 
for shoveling the snow from the side- 
walk In front of my home I am now 
looking forward eagerly to tho next 
storm. It had never occured to me 
that a citizen was doing more than 
his plain duty when he got out with 
a shovel and tossed the accumulated 
Hakes hither and thither In order to 
make an obstructed passage for bis 
fellow humans. I found, however, that, 
when I communicated my thoughts 
on the subject to readers of this col- 
ums that they were Interested enough 
to discuss the general idea. It was a 
bit flattering, I must, admit. 

But there are features about this 
shoveling stuff that still upset me. I 
have never failed to encounter the 
Individual who treats my labor as a 
sort of joke. The last time, yes, al- 
most every time I shovel snow some- 
body comes along with, “Well, well, 
I'm glad to see you working”. As It 
is a matter of record that I haven't 
been able to steal a day off since last 
Fall I must say that such a thrust 
Irritates me. By the exercise of ad- 
mirable power of self-control I manage 
to refrain from pitching a quantity of 
snow In the direction of the jokester. 

On the other hand I feel quite elated 
when a police officer passes by and 
says, “We don't have to keep after you 
about cleaning your sidewalk.” I re- 
ceived that sort of praise only last 
week nnd threw my chest out. The 
next minute, however, I drew it in a 
little because the same official added, 
“You do It tor the exercise, of course". 
It is disappointing to have anybody 
place such a construction on your dis- 
play of patriotism and altruism com- 
bined. To be thought selfish about the 
whole business is not fair to us in- 
dustrious snow-sliovelers. 

Now I come to the point that stirs 
my angry passions more than any- 
thing else. It is when I happened to 
have readied the scene earlier than 
my neighbors and get the sidewalk 
nice and clean. The pnssersby who 
have waded through the snow imme- 
diately seize the opportunity to clean 
their shoes or remove In part some of 
the snow that has clung to their over- 
shoes. They appear to think that the 
sidewalk has been cleaned for that 
purpose alone. If I may say so. 1 
enjoy the applause of my follows for 
what I have accomplished as a snow- 
shoveler. They may cheer me and 
they may clap their hands but I pro- 
test emphatically when they stamp 
their feet. 


Have you observed how rapidly the 
present session of the Legislature 
lias handled the matters before it? 
There has never been a year, they 
tell me, that the semi-weekly bulletin 
has contained so many matters. This 
means that the clerks of the two 
branches have kept continuously on 
the job and have indexed and docket- 
ed the various petitions and resolves 
so expeditiously that the legislators 
have had things before them for 
consideration at a much earlier date 
than in previous sessions. Inasmuch 
as the clerk of tile House of Repre- 
sentatives lias about three times of 
much of this to do os the clerk of 
tlie Senate, the majority of hills hav- 
ing been filed in the House, we may 
praise the lower branch without hesit- 
ation. 

Unostentatiously our own fellow 
citizen. Speaker Leverett Saltonstall, 
has kept a close supervision of the 
work of his branch in order that it 
may he said that there lias been no 
unnecessary delay. With all respect 
to the days gone by there lias always 
been In years past a tendency to take 
things pretty easy in the two branches 
of the Legislature. No one lias over 
seen lit to urge speed at the begin- 
ning of nil annual session, yet it has 
been the custom of decades to rush 
like mad the last few days in order 
that prorogation might be reached by 
the last day of a given week. Speak- 
er Saltonstall lias seen .the wisdom of 
industry at the first and last part as 
well ns the middle of a session and 
has counselled his associates as to 
the value of such a program. 

II is strange to hear many legisla- 
tors protesting against keeping busi- 
ness moving. They think that it is 
an argument in favor of biennial ses- 
sions. At least they have an idea 
that if they don't drag a session out 
for months and months the public will 
get an idea that there isn't much 
work to he done. On the other hand 
they seem to think that if they make a 
lot of what is given them to do the 
voters will lie greatly impressed and 
admit that it is a serious if not pond- 
erous mutter and the longer a session 
lusts the better for everybody. 

Each year ail effort Is made (from 
tlie outside usually) to have biennial 
sessions In Massachusetts. There is 
always a large vote against it on the 
part of the solons. So one may well 
expect that biennial sessions will be 
a long time getllng here if they ever 
do. I for one think that opposition to 
annual sessions would he greatly re- 
duced if tlie work was cleaned up in- 
sldo of three or four months. It is 
i hose extended sessions that make 
voters weary. Let them meet every 
year, but make It short and snappy.

"No person shall manufacture or 
keep for sale auv cigarette, any part 
of which contains any chemical or 
substance which will increase Us 
combustion or cause it to burn cont- 
inuously after being discarded" and 
"No person shall manufacture or keep 
for sale any cigarette, any part of 
which will continue in a state of com- 
bustion longer than five minutes after 
being discarded or thrown away by 
the smoker thereof.” 

You may not be a smoker, but still 
I hope you will consider the above 
excerpts from a law which it Is pro- 
posed to place on the stuluto books 
One doesn't need to be partial to pipe 
eigar or "rig" to know what Is meant 
by continuous burning after having 
beeu discarded. I guess the firemen 
could tell a lot. Every time I read of 
an awning catching on fire 1 find that 
tho theory is advanced tltul a lighted 
cigarette was dropped on It from a 
floor above. 


But I will not deal with the work 
tlie fire department is called upon to 
perform as a result of cigarettes. I 
am satisfied that the insurance com- 
pany and the underwriters can settle 
that matter. And if they find them- 
selves in conflict let them ring in a 
general alarm. What I wonder is 
how many cigarettes are cast away 
with tire still in them and how many 
are extinguished. The thoughtful 
smoker will seek an ash-tray and rub 
the cigarette against the container 
until about all the fire lias disappeared 
I have seen men throw a “cig" on the 
floor and pulverize it with the heel of 
a shoe. If it happens to be that the 
floor is covered with a rug tlie process 
is rough oil the rug. but then the 
house is still standing, and that's a 
good deal. 

I think that if a cigarette was in- 
vented that would become extinguish- 
ed at tlie will of the smoker the prob- 
lem would be solved. You may not 
know it but on the stage they don't 
like cigarettes. You wouldn’t believe 
that, would you. when there is so 
much smoking going among the ladies 
and gentlemen in tlie legitimate and 
tlie talkies? Nevertheless smoking 
does interfere with what is called 
“stage business" because the cigarette 
keeps on burning. Such a spectacle 
will distract an audience which never 
takes its eyes off a discarded “butt". 
It may be fear of lire or other things, 
still, actors and actresses like to see a 
cigarette pass out completely as soon 
as they put it down. They don't want 
to stop and extinguish it for that in- 
terrupts action. Once ill a while a 
director has water placed in the ash- 
trays to facilitate matters but often 
the actors get their hands and cloth- 
ing wet and things are not as nice as 
they should be. 

In behalf of desk tops, window sills, 
chair arms, and rugs and other things 
1 appeal to those with the necessary 
bruin equipment to invent the cig- 
arette that goes out immediately after 
it is thrown aside. 


1 am not so keen as 1 might be to 
play the role of a kicker, but as long 
as I am convinced that a certain sit- 
uation in the home town may well he 
Improved 1 am compelled to write my 
sentiments. If you will remember 
this column praised and criticised all 
in the same article lust Fall the traffic 
island In Nonantum Square. Newton, 
placed there primarily for the use of 
patrons of the Boston Elevated. All 
good things said about it still stand. 
The same is true of the objections. 
They still stand, unfortunately, and 
Include the post with the cement base 
at the end of the island nearest tho 
traffic tower. 

It seemed to me at the time it was 
Imilt that it was pretty l ies.' to ttu 
Vails ami t Hat a person standing be 
tween that particular pest and the cur 
trucks stood a fair chance of getting 
Into trouble. Prospective passengers 
seem determined to stand there 
while waiting for Uoston-hound curs 
and us long us they have a right to I 
assume the practice will he continued. 
However, it is not tho people who ure 
tn for one cannot uiwuys have 


in mind this "safety first" admonition. 
Rather, one is certain to feel that a 
place on such a traffic island makes 
one secure from harm. 

Not only my low-geared intellect has 
concentrated upon this as a danger 
point hut paid officials tell me that it 
is not a safe place. Only recently I 
saw a man standing between the post 
and the rails. Several of us waited to 
see what would happen when a car 
approached from the direction of 
Watertown. Before the car arrived, 
however, the man moved, so we were 
not called upon to utter a cry of warn- 
ing which we were determined to do 
had not the man shifted his standing 
place. 

What interests me now is to learn 
that motormen are concerned about 
this post and that several have stated 
that they approach the place with a 
feeling of dread. It seems that when 
the car arrives at this point it swings 
out over the edge of the platform or 
very near it. With the motorman and 
the prospective passenger both alert 
everything will he all right, but should 
one or tlie other forget the swing-over 
I feel positive there would be an acci- 
dent in which the individual would 
likely be badly injured. 

This brings us to the question of 
who would he liable for damages, not 
that any court award would compen- 
sate for a fatal or even minor acci- 
dent. However, recovery would be 
sought. I have no doubt, and there 
would he litigation in which the city 
and the Boston Elevated would likely 
he involved. I can't guess what the 
outcome would be but 1 know that you 
cannot collect a claim from the city. 
There is a moral obligation which the 
city may or may not see fit to recog- 
nize but whether they would do so 
without a great deal of urging I can- 
not say. 

This idea of claims against a city 
is one that takes tip a great deal of 
time on the part of the city solicitor, 
the Mayor's office and the Board of 
Aldermen. Therefore, it strikes me 
that it would be just as well to avoid 
such proceedings whenever the oppor- 
tunity offered, in the first pluce in- 
juries should be avoided and in the 
second the possibility of moral claims 
ought to be reduced. That's ouly fair 
to citizens, including taxpayers. 

The suggestion made to the Legis- 
lature that claims against the city 
should be adjusted by the city solici- 
tor, the Mayor of a city and a repre- 


sentative of the State Division of Ac- 
counts was intended to avoid the in- 
troduction of special bills in the 
General Court. If you don't know, a 
city must have legislative authority 
to expend money to meet claims. The 
result is that frequently when a city 
declines to pay such a claim a special 
bill is submitted to the General Court 
which provides that the city may set- 
tle a certain amount. 

I know that our own city solicitor. 
Mr. Bartlett, is very much on the job 
and it was no surprise to find him one 
of the few city solicitors who appeared 
before a legislative committee to op- 
pose the scheme of allowing a city 
solicitor, a Mayor and a man from the 
State Division of Accounts to pay out 
claims without legislative approval. In 
Newton politics seldom enters into 
such cases under the present law. As 
a matter of fact I don't know that it 
ever has. Imagine, though, some cities 
where the Mayor and city solicitor, by 
a two to one vote, as- ling the State 
official was opposed, could dish out 
coin to those who stumbled over a 
hole in the sidewalk or bumped into 
an ashbarrel tossed from au ash 
truck. Most any kind of mishap is 
likely to happen. With the possibility 
of getting payment for slight damages 
made so alluring some people wouldn't 
think it necessary to watch their steps, 
now would they? 

We are not likely to have such a 
law as the one proposed, I don’t be- 
lieve. It might bring down the num- 
ber of special hills in the Legisla- 
ture but how about the number of 
claims that would be made iu every 
city. Wow! Let’s not favor such a 
lew but let's be sure that there are 
as few chances for citizens to in- 
jure themselves as can be.

RECENT EVENTS 
Woman's Club of Newton Highlands 


A larger understanding of ourselves 
as world citizens, the development of 
a greuter international consciousness, 
and the abolishment of war, because its 
abolishment is really desired by the na- 
tions of tho world, were the points 
which Mrs. Nancy Schoonmaker em- 
phasized in her lecture: “What Amer- 
ica Means to the World;" given before 
the Woman's Club of Newton High- 
lands, at the Congregational Parish 
House lust Tuesday. 

She traced the movements of man 
kind through the past years, when the 
lure of substantial things, as well a: 
the ideals which carry men beyont 
that lure, have been the dominatinr 
force back of all explorations am 
wars. 

Mrs. Schoonmaker made, however 
the witty suggestion that as long a 
men and women marry, there will hr 
wars; since men fare forth to war ar 
an escape from the deadly monotony 
of home. 

Mrs. Schoonmaker predicted what 
the future may hold, judging it by 
what the past has been. By the many 
statistics she presented, the tearful 
and awful cost of war was stressed, 
and the futility of its abrogation 
through means used in the past was 
demonstrated by her illustration that 
the close of every war for hundreds 
of years has found the generations 
saying "We must never have another 
war.” Never has there been a time 
when there have not been men living 
who could remember the former great 
conflict. 

Mrs. Sehoonnmker's talk was re- 
plete with witticisms, new slants on 
old problems, and suggestions for the 
betterment of conditions. The sim- 
ple recipe she offered for the unnulla- 
tiou of war was that each woman 
should talk peace for live minutes 
each day, ami as she referred to the 
live Million organized women whom 
she represented in Europe during 
those crucial months at the close of 
tho World War, her audience was 
brought to realize the magnitude of 
their power us a part of that live 
million who, said Mrs. Schoonmaker 
in closing, hnvo it in their powor to 
offer to the world the truth that war 
is obsolete, and to make America the 
instrument through which that truth 
shall bo presented. 

The speaker's brilliancy and charm 
held her audience spellbound. 

Mrs. Louis 11. Marshall gave a 
short outline of the work of tho Ter- 
centenary Committee of Newton, re- 
viewing most interestingly the history 
of this city. Telling the meaning of 
Tercentenary what It means to the 
State and City, she spoke of thu 
wonderful pageant, written by llov. 
Chester A. Drummond, a resident of 
Newton, which will be presented at 
tho Newton Centre playground for 
three consecutive days, thu early part 
of June. Mrs. Hurry Fortfi, a member 
of the Club is the chairman of the 
dancing for tliiH pageant. 

Newton Community Club 

An unusually Interesting lecture wus 
enjoyed by thu Newton Community 
Club on Thursday, January 23rd, in 
Underwood School Hull when Mrs, 
Nuncy Schoonmaker spoke on "Thu 
Builders of Peace in Europe." The 
president. Mrs. Henry P. Curtiss pre- 


sided, after which Miss Julia Tohiti 
gave a pleasing group of three so- 
prano solos, accompanied by Mrs. 
Zulu Doane Sanders at the piano. 

| Mrs. Schoonmaker's subject is oni 
of great interest and importance, but. 

| just now seemed especially well 
j timed. “Peace" is the goal till na- 
tions are striving for and various ef- 
forts have been made toward that 
end ever since the world war. The 
speaker discussed the causes, customs, 
and results of war. through the past 
centuries up to the present time, con- 
trasting the effects and results in 
the past and present. Formerly by 
glorifying war it was considered a 
noble and worth while practice, but 
during the world war the tragedies 
ami costs had been so far-reaching 
and terrible that women discovered 
the conquerors had been conquered, 
ns well as the conquered, so some- 
thing must be done. Each step in 
the work of tho past ten years was 
carefully outlined and discussed, and 
brought to mind the thought that the 
United States is not, at present, play- 
ing the important part she should. 
By appealing to the women of Amer- 
ica through their clubs the effort 
should be mudo to persuade the sen- 
ators to ratify President Hoover's 
signature, and our eutrauce into the 
World Court Our present indiffer- 
ence is due largely to our sense of 
security, and, therefore, it Is hard for 
us to understand European slowuess 
to accept certain measures; their 
suspicions and fears of invasions, 
which have been a part of their lives 
for centuries. All should care deeply 
for Peace, and desire to wipe out Wur 
for ull time, and to gain this we must 
become "internationally-minded" with 
love and brotherly understanding. 

Mrs. Schoonmaker proved a most 
forceful and convincing speaker, and 
as she has made several trips to 
Europe during the past ten years, with 
ull tho advantages of a press corres- 
pondent, she was well-informed und 
broud-minded. 

Following the meeting a very suc- 
cessful Food Sale wus held by groups 
12 und 13, for the benefit of the phil- 
anthropies of the Club. 


West Newton Women's Educational 
Club 

After a short business meeting ol 
the West Newton Women's Educa- 
tional Club on Friday last, the artist 
of the afternoon, Miss Edith Johnson, 
rendered proficiently three preludes of 
Chopin, which were much enjoyed.

The many women of whom the 
speaker related incidents were great 
workers with an inspiration. 

Mrs. Schofield closed her address 
with Angela Morgan's poem on 
“Work." 

Miss Johnson then played a scherzo 
of Chopin which was much appreci- 
ated. Tea and a social hour followed. 


State Federation 


MID-WINTER MEETING — contin- 
ued from last week. John W. Ruskitt. 
M. 1). executive secretary of the Isaak 
Walton League of America, in opposi- 
tion to the Anti-Steel Trap legisla- 
tion, gave as his arguments that peo- 
ple advocating this measure were 
ignorant that if vermin, such as the 
weasel, mink. fox. etc., were not des- 
troyed, our beautiful song birds would 
be by them in five years' time, and 
that a trap such as these advocates 
desired that would kill instantly 
would be dangerous to man, woman, 
or child. 

Dr. George H. Bigelow, heud of the 
State Board of Health, speaking on 
legislation tor milk sanitation meas- 
ures. declared that 46 per cent of the 
towns having between 5,000 and 25,000 
population had no milk inspector; 
that this most important food, espe- 
cially of children, and tho food most 
susceptible to coutumiuutiou. was now 
not safeguarded by these towns; und 
that while Massachusetts was spend- 
ing millions for the treatment of tu- 
berculosis, this Stute showed the high 
est proportion of tuberculous cattle. 
He declared this continued iufectiou 
of the people must stop! And that 
the bills put in by his Department ask- 
ing for inspectors and pustcurUutiou 
should be pussod. 

Mr. J. C. Cort, director of the Divi- 
sion of Animal Husbandry of the State 
Department of Agriculture, iu the ucg 
utive, declured that u decided im- 


provement in the quality of Massa- 
chusetts milk supplies is being made 
under the present laws and regula- 
tions; that what is needed is a method 
of education on producing clean milk 
rather than more legislation which 
would be expensive; that the dairy 
farmers desire to produce clean, sani- 
tary and wholesome milk; to safe- 
guard public health; and that they 
know that this will bring them the 
most money in the long ran .since it 
increases the demand from nearby 
sources. In the few cases of, deliber- 
ate laxness he declares that existing 
laws and regulations make it possible 
for the State to attack and clear the 
situation. He poiuted out that in- 
creasing competition with dairymen 
of northern New England, where milk 
can be produced more cheaply because 
of no regulations calling far so much 
expense, is putting an unjust burden 
upon our producers, and that severe 
regulations will not only result in forc- 
ing our dairymen out of business, 
which will leave us at the mercy of 
those who can not be brought under 
the jurisdiction of Massachusetts 
laws. 

No action was lakeu by the dele- 
gates on this milk legislation, on the 
proposition to abolish capital punish- 
tneut. on the measure to iucrease the 
school attendance age, or on the use 
of the steel trap. 

Supervision of over night camps and 
lodgings was overwhelmingly en- 
dorsed by the delegates. They en- 
dorsed the proposal to extend to De- 
cember 1330 the existence of the Chil- 
dren's Commission, which was made 
by Herbert C. Parsous, State Commis- 
sioner of Probation, and for adequate 
appropriation to continue the work. 
By a counted vote of 631 in favor and 
73 against, the State Federation ap- 
proved the principle of censorship, 
with the desire that the present law 
relative to the publishing and selling 
of obsceue books, be ametided so that 
the books will be judged on their gen 
oral intent rather than on isolated 
passages as now, voted that a record 
of this action be sent at once to the 
State House, where a hearing on the 
measure wus being held before the 
Joint Committee ou Legal Affairs. 

This motion was made by Mrs 
Frederick E. Judd, iu churge of thu 
Legislative program, in the absence of 
Mrs. Fred L. Pigeon, who was unable 
to attend, becuuso of the serious ill 
ness of her sou.

Sweden, you are told, is becoming 
rapidly Americanized by American 
moving pictures, and especially by 
“talkies."

advertisements of motion pictures. 
She objected to a line advertising a 
picture purporting to show '‘din, sin 
and gin." Dr. Dleffenhach Immedi- 
ately replied Hint “the time is coming 
when motion picture outrages will be 
duly considered and with great solici- 
tude by His Eminence Will Huys and 
Governor Milllken, who will find that 
the ministers of Boston are Puritan 
to the core. And what we tell them 
will he plenty.” 

The State Federation, rnullirming 
Its stand on approval of prohibition 
and sentiment of observing the law, 
once more went overwhelmingly on 
record as for law ami older in en- 
forcement of the prohibition law, and 
ns against the repeal of this law. 
either as an attempted measure in 
Massachusetts, or as a law of the 
United States. 

There were present about 700 ac- 
credited delegates, while generul at- 
tendance In the morning was 1,231, 
and in the afternoon 1,487. 

Other resolutions adopted, includ- 
ed one stating that the State Feder- 
ation had endorsed the original pro- 
posal of President Harding for the ac- 
cession of the United States to the 
World Court, and having consistently 
supported each step leading to final 
action, now earnestly urged the Sen- 
ate to ratify the Protocol when pre- 
sented, in order that this imperative 
part of peace machinery may be com- 
pleted, and the good faith of our own 
country toward the peace of the world 
stand unchallenged; one endorsing 
tho suggestion of the Recreational De- 
velopment Group of the Fifth New 
England Conference recommending to 
tlie Commissioner of Public Works 
that scars made from road building 
be removed, and a constructive plan 
be adopted for beautification of road- 
sides along highways, and for the 
elimination of advertising nuisances 
that menace safety and destroy 
beauty; and one for the further pur- 
chase by the Commissioner of Con- 
servation of at least 50,000 acres for 
forestation purposes in Massachu- 
setts, carrying forward the program, 
by which 96,000 acres have already 
been acquired. 

Clubwomen were asked to sign if 
they wished the memorial which is to 
be sent to the London Peace Confer- 
ence. Hits request being made by the 
General Federation and by the State 
committee on International Relations. 
180,000 signatures' of Japanese women 
ure alrendy on the way. 

Grace Morrison Poole, in her well- 
named “Legislative Maze" presenta- 
tion. told of the methods of bringing 
legislative questions before the Club- 
women: reported on the status of the 
billboard case as still pending, and 
decision, if rendered in three months, 
may still he taken before Hie Supreme 
Court of the United States. In her 
opinion taxation is the best method 
of denting with hill hoards, as zoning 
Is not retroactive. If hill hoards 
bring concerns much business, as they 
claim, they can afford to pay the tax. 
As to the Clubwoman's attitude, she 
said, don't boycott, but if they can 
find sometlhng not advertised by hill 
board just as good, buy that. 

Mrs. Poole mentioned various hills 
favored by the General Federation, 
one on .National Forests, and one on 
Indian Affairs. Indian Children are 
allowed only 2fi cents for food per 
day, which is obviously too small a 
sum. 

She approves of minorities ami the 
courage it takes to stand with the 
minority. If. a Clubwoman is to work 
for legislation, she must know her 
bill fore and aft: must read Hie other 
side, and if she can answer all op- 
ponents' arguments, she can stand on 
her own feet. "If you are careful 
about the beginning of things, the 
end will take care of itself" was the 
Aral) proverb she quoted. Therefore, 
she urged Clubwomen to have pa- 
tience to wait for the reforms they 
wish, as a life time is only a flash In 
the time necessary to bring about 
world movements. 

An excellent report of the Recom- 
mendations of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee of tlie Cause amt Cure of War 
Conference was brought by Mrs. Law- 
rence C. Putnam, stating each one of 
the aims and objects of research. In 
brief, peace machinery is to he 
strengthened, and demobilization of 
war systems encouraged: these by 
means of becoming aware of the full 
means of the General Pact for Re- 
nunciation of War; by supporting 
the ratification of the protocol of the 
World Court: by becoming acquaint- 
ed with Inter-American Arbitration 
Treaty; by studying position of Hie 
United Stutes in relation to League 
of Nations, and strengthening co-oper- 
ation therewith: by directing efforts 
toward success of London Naval Con- 
ference; by continuing education for 
reduction of armaments; and by study 
of economic problems that endanger 
relations between nations; by study 
of problems of intervention of United 
States in weaker countries for pro- 
tection of life and property; and to 
improve methods of education by our 
organizations, and by co-operation be- 
tween organizations.

E. L. Brackett arruyed in old-time 
costume representing 1880, bearlug a 
four tier cuke and followed by pages 
also in costume — Mrs. Sidney Sargent, 
Mrs. Edgar llay, Mrs. Star Burdick 
aud Mrs. Guy M. Monroe. Mrs. Hurry

The Mather Class 


“The Use of Money" was the ex- 
ttemely interesting topic nniler dis- 
cussion last Sunday morning by the 
Mather Class at its regular weekly 
meeting at the Newton Centre Wo- 
man's Club House. 

The speaker was Doctor Daniel 
Evans of the Newton Theological In- 
stitution. In the several series of lec- 
tures which the Class is running con- 
currently this season, the lecture ou 
“The Use of Money" was the second 
in the series. “Christianizing the 
State.” The first lecture was on “The 
Use of Leisure." and both the topic 
and the speaker for the third lecture 
are yet to be announced. 

Dr. Evans said that Christianity had 
been most effective and powerful with 
the Individual. It had them expanded 
and helped the family. In fact it 
rad done more for the family than 
any other power or institution lias 
been able to accomplish. Christianity 
has done considerable, but still not 
nearly so much, in our present sociul 
i elutions with one another, making 
us decent people. The most difficult 
task for Christianity, and the one in 
which it has been least successful 
has been Christianizing the State. 
At the begiuing the State was based 
on force, and it still is. You are not 
invited to go to court. Y’ou are forced 
to go. The State does not persuade. 
It compels, and it uses physical force 
to accomplish its purposes. It is hard 
to Christianize physical force, and. in 
all probability, this will be the last 
thing to be Christianized. 

Christianity started in a subject 
colony of the Roman Empire. Politi- 
cal rights were not affected. It had 
all it could do to keep alive during 
the first few centuries, let alone do- 
ing anything about the State. Later 
the Christians grew in numbers and in 
power, and finally the ambition to 
subjugate t lie State resulted in mak- 
ing the Church supreme. This, how- 
ever. simply ecclesiasticized the 
State, which was very far indeed from 
being Christianized. Thereafter the 
State became engaged in a rather des- 
perate struggle to free itself from the 
Church, and in the process it didn’t do 
religion any particular good. The 
business of the Church is to keep its 
hands off the State. There is apt 
to be a lot of friction when religion 
becomes a power in the State. The 
desire for temporul power crops out 
every now and then and is extreme- 
ly harmful. What Is needed is a free 
Church in a free State, with neither 
meddling in the affairs of the other. 
It Is necessary to delimit the territory 
of one from the other. 

In describing the action of Chris- 
tianity, Dr. Evans compared it to a 
familiar sight of long ago, bread-mak- 
ing. Dr. Evans' mother made bread 
by placing flour in a pan, scooping out 
a hole, and then pouring in the liquid 
yeast. The flour turned to dougii. 
but it took a long time for tile flour 
out on the edge, near t tie circumfer- 
ence of the pan. to lie affected. So it 
takes Christianity a long time to per- 
meate the great mass of humanity 
that makes up the State. 

Another illustration is a lighted 
candle. The light near it is much 
more Intense than far away. If you 
want to see to read, you go as close 
as practicable. The farther off you 
are. the less light you have. It is so 
witji Christianity, which comes closest 
to the individual and therefore helps 
him most. Farther off its effect is 
b st efficient. Distance is detrimental. 
The Iptate is apt to be far off. If the 
State were Christian, how should we 


use our money? How shall we use 
our money in order to Christianize the 
State? 

According to the economists the first 
question is the production of wealth. 
How do you get It? The next ques- 
tion is the equitable distribution of 
wealth, and the last is the consump- 
tion of wealth, the use of money, the 
spending of riches. All this raises a 
lot of difficult ethical problems. 52% 
of the wealth of the country is owned 
by 99% of the people. The rest of 
the wealtli is owned by 1% of the 
people, and 12 men are said to con- 
trol most of the wealth of America. 
It Is quite a problem when so much 
is in the hands of the few and so little 
is in the hands of the many. 

What about the ethics of the con- 
sumption of wealth? This affects the 
women most, for the women of Amer- 
ica are the spenders of America. 
Look at papers and magazines and 
see how the advertisers appeal mostly 
to the women. 

There are some ways of getting rid 
of your money that may be considered 
at the outset as misguided consump- 
tion of wealtli. Some things are not 
worth buying. You could get along 
without them, and in all probability 
they were forced on you by other peo- 
ple. Fashions in clothes are another 
foolishness. They used to be endemic. 
Now they are epidemic. Styles 
change before our old clothes are 
worn out. and we have to discard them 
and get the latest thing. We can- 
not bear to be out. of style. There is 
no sense in it. A Boston store offered 
the best quality shoes at a ridiculous- 
ly low price, but could not sell them 
because they were out of style. Final 
l.v they advertised to give them away 
and nobody would take a pair as a 
gift. Men want a new automobile 
when a new color design comes out. 
The old engine may be better than the 
new one, but that doesn’t count 
against some new wrinkle which has 
no intrinsic or vital importance. 

Gum chewing wastes an enormous 
amount of money and looks vulgar. 
Dr. Evans allowed that it was cor- 
rect for a cow to chew her cud, but 
he hated to see a human being chew 
his or her cud. 

He didn't say much about smoking. 
He did not object so much to a wo- 
man smoking as to the fact that she 
should lie such an imitative ape. Just 
because men smoke and for no other 
reason, she thinks she must do pre- 
cisely tlie same thing. Why not be a 
little more original and get another 
vice. 

Lavish and luxurious spending is ex- 
cessive and unjustified. $110,000 for 
flowers alone for a coming-out party 
for a debutante is too big a price. 
There are plenty oC better ways in 
which to spend that much money. 
$100,000 for a woman’s coat is ex- 
cessive luxury. 

It is right to spend money to fit 
a man to be a better productive eco- 
nomic factor in the world, and at the 
same time we should remember the 
higher tilings In life, such as a splen- 
did picture or a beautiful edition of 
a book. 

Tlie test as to whether or not an 
expenditure is justified is tills: Does 
ii leave you in better condition than 
before without Involving tlie lives of 
other people so as to be injurious to 
them? if it gonulqely benefits you, 
that is only half the problem. A store 
in Boston was once selling trousers 
at $5.00 a pair. They were very fine, 
well made trousers and normally 
should have sold for much more, but 
they were made in the sweat shops, so 
tlie lubor cost was low. A friend of 
Dr. Evans thought lie had a bargain, 
but simply could not wear them, when 
lie learned about tlie method of man- 
ufacture.

Just 
how long will Elevated and Health 
officials of Boston wait before some 
action Is taken to remove this mils 
ance? 


What percentage of Newton High 
pupils who travel between the build- 
ings on either side of Elm road walk 
across the street? What percentage 
use the $50,000 tunnel which was con- 
structed by the city after the alder- 
men had been Importuned for many 
months to build this means of com- 
munication? 


The finest view in the City of Bos- 
ton is that which is afforded by the 
open basin of the Charles River be- 
tween Harvard and Longfellow 
bridges. It Is a tremendous asset to 
the city and is properly appreciated by- 
persons who are real lovers of Bos- 
ton. It has been lauded as one of 
Boston's outstanding attractions by- 
thousands of visitors. 

For some years certain real estate 
promoters in Boston, an appreciable 
percentage of whom are not natives 
of the city, have been assiduous in 
their efforts to have a bridge built 
over the Charles across this basin 
from Dartmouth street to a point on 
the Cambridge side of the river. They 
want this bridge because they believe 
it will aid materially real estate 
develooments in which they are inter- 
ested. These men and their ambitions 
to acquire greater wealth will have 
vanished from this world in a compar- 
atively few years. They should not 
be permitted to take from posterity- 
one of Boston's greatest charms. If. 
at some future time, the people of 
Boston determine after careful consid- 
eration that another link between that 
city and Cambridge is needed to 
serve traffic needs between the Har- 
m'd and Longfellow bridges, a 
ehicular tunnel should be built under 
the Charles. But the Charles River 
Basin should not be ruined to satisfy 
the selfish aims of a few men. 


Perhaps the killing of a little girl 
by an automobile at Watertown 
Square last week might have been 
prevented had the parking of auto- 
mobiles in front of the bank building 
on Galen street not have been per- 
mitted. The parked cars extend far 
enough out on the street to allow just 
such accidents as the fatal one which 
resulted in the deatli of the child 
whose mother was waiting across the 
street for her and had the terrible ex- 
perience of witnessing the violent 
death of her little one.
